Article  four  taken  up.  To  accept  and  revise  a  list  of 
jurors. 

March  5.  Voted,  That  the  names  of  B.  L.  Bramhall, 
John  H.  Damon,  Fred  Dittmar,  Jr.,  and  Albert  A.  Sherman 
be  stricken  from  the  list  and  Wallace  J.  Nightengale  added. 
With  this  revision  the  list  was  accepted. 

March  5.  Voted,  That  the  Town  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes  and  disbursements  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  laws  relating  to  State  Aid  and  Military  Aid 
and  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town  after  Jan.  1st,  1895. 

March  5.  Voted,  That  the  Town  appropriate  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  to  pay  the  expenses  of  Decoration  Day. 

March  5.  Voted,  That  the  Town  grant  to  the  Public

and  the  Selectmen  are  hereby  instructed  to  so  petition, 
and  to  procure  suitable  plans  and  profiles. 

April  30.  Voted,  That  the  Town  authorize  and  instruct 
the  School  Committee  to  construct  a  new  school-house  in 
Yallerville  and  that  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  be 
appropriated  to  construct  and  maintain  said  school-house.

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1894.  The  detailed  statement  of  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  con- 
dition of  the  several  appropriations,  will  be  found  in  the 
Treasurer's  report,  herewith  submitted.  The  condition  of 
the  Town  finances,  and  particularly  the  state  of  the  funded 
debt,  is  again  deserving  careful  attention.

The  last  payment  on  account  of  the  Duxbury  &  Cohasset 
Railroad  loan  has  been  made  this  year. 

For  the  year  1895  the  payments  on  account  of  the  princi- 
pal and  interest  of  the  Town  indebtedness,  including  the 
water  debt,  will  amount  to  $30,345.00. 

Deducting  the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  of  the 
water  debt,  which  is  $9,385,  leaves  a  balance  of  $20,960,  to 
be  raised  by  taxation  on  account  of  these  payments  of  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  making  necessary  an  appropriation  of 
$21,000  for  Town  debt  and  interest,  which  is  recommended. 

The  twenty  thousand  dollars  of  the  bonds  of  the  water 
debt  bearing  interest  at  6  per  cent,  matured  August  1,  1894, 
and  were  paid  by  a  new  issue  of  bonds  for  the  same  amount, 
bearing  interest  at  4  per  cent. 

Including  the  reduction  on  account  of  the  water  debt  the 
present  debt  will  be  reduced  during  the  year  1895,  $21,010.00, 
and  within  the  next  ten  years  the  total  indebtedness  of  the 
Town  will  be  reduced  $170,300.00  if  no  new  indebtedness  is 
incurred. 

For  the  information  of  the  tax-payers  the  following  state- 
ment will  show  within  what  periods  the  present  indebted- 
ness of  the  Town  is  payable  under  the  terms  of  the  re- 
spective loans :

The  continued  increase  in  appropriation  and  tax-rate  is  a 

matter  of  serious  importance  and  should  prohibit  any  ap- 
propriations which  can  be  avoided  without  greater  injury  to 
the  interests  to  the  Town.  The  inevitable  tendency  is 
towards  a  continued  increase  in  the  annual  appropriation. 
The  public  demand  for  other  and  better  accommodations 
and  other  and  better  services  in  all  the  departments  which 
necessitate  an  expenditure  of  money  is  unavoidable.  The 
only  item  in  the  appropriations  which  would  permit  an  an- 
nual reduction,  if  legislative  authority  can  be  obtained,  is 
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that  of  Town  debt  and  interest.  At  the  time  the  present 
indebtedness  was  incurred,  municipal  indebtedness  under 
the  statute  was  payable  within  the  following  periods  : 

Water  and  sewer  debts  within  not  exceeding  thirty  years,, 
and  all  other  debts  within  not  exceeding  ten  years. 

The  purpose  of  these  acts  was  apparently  to  discourage 
as  much  as  possible  a  town  from  incurring  indebtedness, 
and  to  compel  its  payment  at  an  earlier  date  than  the  Town 
might  otherwise  have  selected.  There  seems,  however,  to 
be  no  valid  reason  why  distinction  should  be  made  between 
water  and  sewer  debts  and  debts  for  some  other  purposes,  at 
least.  The  Legislature,  by  Chap.  221,  Acts  of  1894,  has  ex- 
tended the  term  within  which  debts  for  school  buildings  and 
lands  should  be  payable  to  twenty  years.  If  the  present  in- 
debtedness of  the  Town,  which  bears  interest  at  4  per  cent.r 
could  be  made  payable  within  thirty  years  from  date,  the 
annual  saving  to  the  Town  would  be  $8,914.  And  if  this 
saving  could  be  deducted  from  the  annual  appropriation  for 
Town  debt  and  interest,  it  would  make  a  material  reduction 
in  the  annual  tax-rate.  The  Selectmen  have  therefore  peti- 
tioned the  Legislature  for  authority  to  fund  the  existing 
4  per  cent,  indebtedness  of  the  Town  in  a  new  loan  having 
thirty  years  to  run  and  bearing  the  same  rate  of  interest. 
In  this  way  alone  can  any  relief  be  had  from  the  present 
tax-rate  and  the  necessity  of  making  burdensome  appro- 
priations on  account  of  the  Town  debt  and  interest.  If  this 
authority  can  be  obtained  it  will  be  possible  to  make 
certain  necessary  expenditures  in  the  nature  of  permanent 
improvements,  either  in  new  school-houses  or  the  perma- 
nent repairs  of  the  roads,  without  any  increase  in  the 
annual  appropriation  or  tax-rate.  As  such  improvements 
are  in  their  nature  permanent,  and  from  them  not  only  the 
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present  but  succeeding  generations  will  have  the  use  and 
derive  benefit,  it  would  seem  a  hardship  to  require  that 
their  cost  should  be  distributed  over  a  short  term  of  years, 
and  the  present  burdens  of  taxation  rendered  excessive  on 
that  account. 

NEW  KOADS. 

During  the  year  work  on  Hall  Street  and  Atlantic  Street, 
authorized  under  the  lay  out  of  the  last  Winter,  has  been 
done,  and  the  extension  of  Water  Street  has  been  completed. 
The  cost  of  the  work  on  Water  Street  was  larger  than  was 
estimated,  owing  to  the  time  at  which  the  work  was  done, 
and  the  character  of  the  labor  employed.  But  it  has  given 
employment  in  many  deserving  cases,  and  doubtless  has 
reduced  the  number  of  persons  who  otherwise  would  have 
been  compelled  to  seek  relief  from  the  Town.  The  appro- 
priation recommended  will  cover  all  necessary  expenditures 
in  this  department  for  the  next  year. 

LIGHTING  STEEETS. 

The  streets  have  been  lighted  under  the  terms  in  the 
contract  made  by  the  Town  with  the  Electric  Light  Company 
in  1893.  No  new  contract  was  made  by  the  Selectmen,  but 
the  price  paid  for  the  lighting  was  the  same  as  under  that 
contract.  There  are  now  thirteen  arc  lights,  one  60  c.  p. 
incandescent  series  lights,  and  262  incandescent  lights,  125 
of  which  are  25  c.  p.  and  137  are  :  2  c.  p.  The  reduction  of 
the  candle  power  of  the  lights  from  32  to  25  has  enabled 
the  Selectmen  to  increase  the  number  of  incandescent  lights 
and  meet  some  of  the  demands  which  from  time  to  time 
during  the  year  have  been  made  upon  them  by  residents  of 
the  streets  which  have  not  been  lighted.  To  light  the 
streets  as  at  present  an  appropriation  of  $6,000  will  be 
required.    It  is  probable  that  with  that  appropriation  and

with  the  change  in  the  candle  power  some  new  lights  could 
be  maintained.  The  question  of  the  advisability  of  lighting 
so  much  territory,  at  so  large  an  expense,  was  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  voters  at  the  last  meeting,  but  the 
opinion  was  almost  universal  that  no  reduction  of  the  num- 
ber of  street  lights  should  be  made. 

The  Selectmen  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $6,000  for 
this  department  the  coming  year. 

ASSESSOKS. 

As  under  the  requirements  of  the  statute  it  is  necessary 
to  prepare  a  copy  of  the  valuation  book  this  year,  some 
increase  in  the  appropriation  on  that  account  will  be 
necessary,  and  the  good  effect  of  the  work  begun  by  the 
Assessors  last  year  to  obtain  a  more  accurate  measurement 
of  the  contents  of  the  lot  assessed,  and  more  careful 
assessment  of  their  values  is  readily  apparent  upon  an 
examination  of  the  Assessors'  reports.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  increase  in  the  value  of  the  land,  apart  from  the  build- 
ings, in  the  Town,  the  past  year  has  been  over  $400,000.  A 
large  part  of  this  is  doubtless  due  to  the  more  accurate 
system  of  measurement  adopted. 

The  Selectmen  believe  that  this  system  should  be  ex- 
tended in  order  that  the  burden  of  taxation  may  be  more 
equalized  and  a  more  accurate  valuation  of  lots  in  the 
Town  obtained.  The  increased  appropriation  last  year 
remedied  some  of  the  results  of  the  old  system  of  valuation 
and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Selectmen  the  money  was  well 
expended. 

POOE  DEPAKTMENT. 

No  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  the  poor  department 
is  necessary  this  year,  and  the  Selectmen  therefore 
recommend  the  same  appropriation  as  last  year,  viz :  $7,000 
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for  the  poor.  For  the  insane  poor  a  slight  additional 
appropriation  will  be  required,  and  we  recommend  an 
appropriation  of  $2,800,  an  increase  of  $300  over  last  year. 

The  amount  expended  under  the  head  of  "Soldiers' 
Relief"  and  "Military  Aid,"  which  is  not  reimbursed  by  the 
State,  amounting  to  $1,752.51,  is  applied  by  the  Selectmen  to 
the  relief  of  deserving  cases  of  soldiers  or  their  families  and 
relieves  many  cases  which  otherwise  would  be  obliged  to 
apply  to  the  poor  department  for  assistance.  It  is  difficult 
to  estimate  the  amount  necessary  for  such  purpose,  and 
the  Selectmen  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  better  to 
make  no  -  appropriation  for  these  items  other  than  the 
appropriation  to  meet  the  deficiency  for  amounts  expended 
the  past  year.  This  deficiency  should  not  be  understood  as 
an  overdraft  on  account  of  any  appropriation,  as  it  is  an 
expenditure  which  the  Town  is  required  to  make  under  the 
statute,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  specific  appropriation 
must  be  reported  to  the  Town  as  a  deficiency. 

TOWN  RECORDS. 

The  deficiency  in  the  Town  Record  account  has  been 
slightly  reduced  the  past  year  by  the  sale  of  volumes,  and 
it  now  stands  at  $1,509.48.  The  third  volume  of  the  Records 
has  been  copied  and  is^ready  for  the  printers,  but  in  view 
of  the  present  condition  of  the  Town,  the  Selectmen  do  not 
feel  justified  in  recommending^  the  publication  this  year ; 
they  suggest  that  the  deficiency  be  again  carried  forward  to 
another  year  in  the  hope  thai  it  can  be  somewhat  reduced 
by  the  sales  of  books  during  the  year,  or  that  the  Commit- 
tee may  be  able  to  make  ^some  contract  by  which  the  third 
volume  shall  be  published  without  an  increase  in  the  defi- 
ciency, and  that  by  a  sale  of  the  three  volumes  some  con- 
siderable sum  may  be  obtained  for  the  reduction  of  this  de- 
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ficiency.  If  it  becomes  apparent  another  year,  that  it  is 
not  probable  that  the  Town  will  complete  the  publication 
of  the  third  volume  at  an  early  (late,  it  would  be  well  to 
make  an  appropriation  to  provide  for  a  deficiency  in  the 
Eecord  account. 

COLLECTOE  OF  TAXES. 
The  Selectmen  again  recommend  that  the  Collector  of 
Taxes  be  paid  by  a  salary  without  deduction  on  account  of 
taxes  uncollected.    They  take  this  opportunity  to  commend 
the  prompt  and  admirable  manner  in  which  the  taxes  of  the 
Town  have  been  collected  during  the  past  year.     For  the 
first  time  for  many  years,  in  the  history  of  the  Town,  it  will 
be  noticed  that  the  uncollected  taxes  cover  only  a  period  of 
two  years.    It  will  be  impossible  without  working  in  some 
cases  a  severe  hardship  for  the  entire  tax  levy  to  be  col- 
lected in  season  for  the  Collector  to  report  to  the  Town  that 
there  are  no  uncollected  taxes.     The  fact  that  of  the  taxes 
of  1893  only  $2,415.97  remains  uncollected,  and  of  the  taxes  ■ 
of  1894  only  $14,794.30  is  a  high  compliment  to  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  Collector. 

EOADS  AND  BEIDGES. 
The  overdraft  in  this  account  is  $2,428.80.    A  sufficient 
explanation  for  it  is  found  in  the  fact  that  the  Town  was 
subjected  to  great  expense  in  the  removal  of  snow  during 
the  past  year-the  cost  of  such  removal  alone  amounting  to 
a  little  over  three  thousand  dollars.     As  a  rule  the  roads 
and  streets  have  been  in  excellent  condition,  except  during 
the  dry  time  in  Summer  when,  owing  to  the  fact  that  no  ram 
fell  for  several  months,  it  was  impossible  to  keep  them  up 
to  the  usual  standard.   The  condition  of  the  main  streets  in 
the  Town,  over  which  passes  so  much  teaming,  and  through 
which  runs  the  electric  car  tracks  makes  it  necessary  that 
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some  special  effort  should  be  made  to  fit  them  for  the  great 
wear  to  which  they  are  subjected.    Some  years  ago  it  was 
recommended  that  a  large  sum  be  expended  in  macadamiz- 
ing these  streets.    At  that  time  the  work  of  laying  the  sew- 
ers was  in  contemplation,  and  it  was  thought  desirable  to 
wait  until  the  sewers  had  been  laid  through  the  main  part 
of  the  Town.    That  work  has  been  largely  completed,  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  further  reason,  on  that  account,  for 
delay.    The  Selectmen  have  therefore  recommended  that 
the  Town  borrow  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000) 
to  be  expended  in  paving  and  macadamizing  the  streets'  It 
is  believed  that  the  expenditure  will  be  a  judicious  one,  and 
that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  outlay  will  be  met  by  the 
saving  in  the  annual  expense  of  the  repairs. 

The  experience  which  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  has 
had  in  the  construction  of  the  State  highway  during  the 
past  Winter  will  be  of  service  in  the  work  of  macadamizing 
the  streets  in  the  centre  of  the  Town.    It  is  evident  that  the 
work  can  be  more  satisfactorily  and  inexpensively  done  if  a 
large  amount  is  done  at  one  time,  than  if  the  matter  is 
divided  over  a  term  of  years.    The  cost  of  the  single  item 
of  steam  rolling,  for  instance,  is  a  considerable  one,  and  it 
is  not  probable  that  the  rolling  can  be  so  well  done  by  any 
horse  roller.    If  the  Town  should  authorize  the  appropria- 
tion, the  Selectmen  recommend  that  so  much  of  the  same 
be  expended  as  is  necessary  to  pave,  or  macadamize,  Court 
Street  from  the  house  of  James  D.  Thurber  to  Main  Street, 
and  Main,  Market,  Summer,  and  part  of  Sandwich  Street 
The  stone  necessary  can  be  obtained  more  cheaply,  probably, 
by  purchasing  it  on  the  line  of  the  Old  Colony  Kailroad,' 
than  by  attempting  to  set  up  a  crusher,  and  carting  it  from 
the  crusher  to  the  road.   There  is  no  rock  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  which  is  available,  and  estimates  which  have 
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been  submitted  show  that  the  stone  can  be  secured  more 
cheaply  delivered  at  the  depot,  than  by  setting  up  a  crusher 
within  the  limits  of  the  Town,  and  carting  the  stone  to  the 
crusher,  and  from  the  crusher  to  the  road. 

STATE  HIGHWAY. 
The  work  upon  the  mile  of  State  highway  authorized  to 
be  constructed  at  Manomet  has  progressed  satisfactorily, 
and  at  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  it  will  probably  be 
completed.  The  contract  made  by  the  Selectmen  with  the 
Highway  Commissioners  was  a  favorable  one,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  Town  will  make  a  substantial  sum  from  the 
construction  of  the  highway.  The  Selectmen  recommend 
that  any  balance  from  the  construction  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  road  department,  and  that  they  be  authorized 
to  extend  the  highway  from  the  southerly  terminus  towards 
the  church.  If  the  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  Town  is 
shown  to  contribute  towards  the  construction  of  the  high- 
way, it  is  possible  that  some  satisfactory  arrangement  can 
be  made  with  the  Commissioners,  and,  at  any  rate,  as  both 
the  crusher  and  the  roller  are  upon  the  ground,  and  can 
now  be  obtained  at  a  reduced  price,  it  would  seem  desirable 
for  the  Town  to  avail  itself  of  the  opportunity  and  extend 
the  work.  It  is  probable  that  in  a  term  of  years  the  saving 
in  repair  will  more  than  counterbalance  any  outlay  which 
the  Town  would  be  required  to  make.  A  further  extension 
of  the  highway  under  the  direction  of  the  Highway  Com- 
missioners will  depend,  of  course,  upon  the  amount  ap- 
propriated for  such  highway  purposes  by  the  present  Legis- 
lature. 

CONTINGENT. 

The  deficiency  in  this  account  is  $1,529.66  and  may  be 
attributed  mainly  to  the  expense  of  $1,145.60  for  fire  in  the 
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woods,  and  the  expense  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  $403.45, 
for  which  no  special  appropriation,  was  made. 

At  the  last  election  the  Town  chose  as  a  Board  of  Health, 
four  of  the  members  elected  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
The  fifth  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  did  not  qualify, 
and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  to  the  Board 
of  the  remaining  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  so 
that  the  same  members  constituted  each  Board.  The 
Board  appointed  Captain  J.  W.  Hunting  as  their  agent  and 
Inspector,  and  Dr.  E.  D.  Hill  as  the  Physician.  The  ex- 
penses of  the  present  Board  were  $328.45,  as  against  $538.52 
incurred  by  the  preceding  Board.  The  report  of  the  Inspec- 
tor to  the  Board  shows  there  have  been  17  cases  of  diph- 
theria, 3  of  which  were  fatal ;  10  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  and 
7  of  typhoid  fever,  one  of  which  proved  fatal.  One  item  of 
the  work  of  the  Inspector  was  the  inspection  of  81  cesspools 
and  vaults,  and  in  all  cases  the  directions  of  the  Inspector 
were  promptly  complied  with. 

The  Board  recommend  the  same  appropriation  on  the 
Contingent  fund  as  last  year,  viz.  :  $4,000,  and  the  further 
appropriation  of  $1,529.66  to  meet  the  deficiency. 

STICKNEY  FUND. 
The  validity  of  the  bequest  by  the  late  J.  Henry  Stickney 
to  the  trustees  of  the  Stickney  fund  is  still  pending  in  the 
Court.  The  Selectmen  are  informed  that  it  is  expected  that 
the  matter  will  come  up  for  final  hearing  at  the  April  term 
of  the  Court  at  Baltimore,  and,  if  so,  a  decision  during  the 
early  Summer  may  be  expected.  If  not  heard  then,  the 
questions  involved  will  be  determined  at  the  sitting  of  the 
Court  held  in  October  next.  The  Selectmen  are  advised 
that  it  is  probable  that  the  validity  of  the  bequest,  in  which 
the  Town  is  so  much  interested,  will  be  sustained. 
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ACCEPTANCE  OF  THE  ACT  KELATIVE  TO  THE 
RESERVATION  OF  SPACES  IN  PUBLIC 
HIGHWAYS. 

The  Selectmen  have  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  the  meet- 
ing an  article  to  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  Chapter  324  of 
the  Acts  of  1894  entitled,  "  An  Act  Relative  to  the  Reserva- 
tion of  Spaces  in  Public  Ways." 

Under  this  act,  if  accepted,  the  Selectmen  would  be 
authorized  in  laying  out  any  street,  townway  or  high- 
way, to  reserve  between  the  side  lines  thereof  special  spaces 
for  the  use  of  persons  riding  on  horseback,  for  the  use  of 
street  railways,  for  drains  and  sewers  and  electric  wires, 
and  for  trees,  grass  and  planting.  It  is  probable  that  it 
would  be  found  convenient  in  certain  streets  which  may  be 
hereafter  laid  out  to  provide  special  spaces  in  which  all 
sewer  and  water  pipes  shall  be  laid,  and  if  those  streets  are 
macadamized,  these  spaces  would  be  located  without  the 
limits  of  the  macadamized  portion  of  the  road.  It  would 
further  enable  the  Selectmen,  in  laying  out  a  street,  to 
provide  a  location  for  a  street  railway,  and  a  space  between 
the  railroad  and  the  traveled  portion  of  the  street  for  trees 
or  planting,  by  which  the  railroad  would  be  taken  out  of 
the  traveled  portion  of  the  street,  and  a  great  danger  to 
public  travel  would  thereby  be  avoided. 

The  acceptance  of  the  act  involves  the  Town  in  no  ex- 
pense, and  it  is  likely  to  prove  of  service. 

BETTERMENTS. 
The  Selectmen  have  also  inserted  in  the  warrant  an  article 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  first  nine  sections  of 
Chapter  51  of  the  Public  Statutes  relating  to  betterments 
and  other  assessments  on  account  of  the  cost  of  public  im- 
provements. 
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Should  the  Town  accept  these  provisions,  the  Select- 
men hereafter,  if  a  way  is  laid  out,  may  determine  the 
value  of  any  benefit  and  advantage  to  any  real  estate 
beyond  the  general  advantage  to  all  real  estate  in  the 
Town,  and  may  assess  on  such  estate  a  proportional  share  of 
the  expense  of  such  laying  out,  alterations,  grading  or  dis- 
continuance not  exceeding  one-half  of  the  special  benefit. 
It  would  seem  that  the  only  argument  which  would  be 
necessary  to  impress  upon  the  voters  the  importance  of 
accepting  those  provisions  of  statute  would  be  to  call  their 
attention  to  the  numerous  cases  where  ways  have  been  laid 
out  in  the  last  few  years  within  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  a 
considerable  sum  paid  by  the  Town  to  land  owners  for 
damage  to  the  land  taken  when  the  result  showed  that  upon 
the  completion  of  the  road  the  value  of  the  remaining  land 
to  the  owner  was  much  larger  than  the  value  of  the  entire 
lot  prior  to  the  construction  of  the  highway,  and  the 
amount  paid  by  the  Town  for  damage  seems  to  have  been  in 
the  nature  of  a  mere  gratuity  and  to  the  cost  of  the  work 
the  owner  has  contributed  nothing.  There  is  scarcely  a  case 
of  the  laying  out  of  a  highway  in  the  Town  where  too  many, 
if  not  most  of  the  land  owners,  affected  by  such  laying  out, 
the  benefits  to  be  derived  therefrom  in  the  increased  value 
of  their  real  estate  is  not  at  once  apparent  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  street ;  and  it  seems  entirely  fair  to  require 
them  to  contribute  somewhat  to  the  cost  of  the  public  im- 
provement from  which  they  are  personally  so  greatly  bene- 
fitted. There  has  been  suggested  in  the  course  of  the  past 
few  years  a  number  of  new  streets  where  the  improvement 
has  been  checked  by  the  somewhat  exorbitant  claims  of 
land  owners,  or  by  the  expense  of  the  improvement,  and 
where,  if  the  Selectmen  had  authority  to  assess  betterments, 
the  cost  of  the  improvement  wouhThave  been  borne  by  the 
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parties  whose  property  would  be  so  materially  benefitted  by 
the  construction  of  the  street.  The  acceptance  of  these  pro- 
visions would  certainly  lead,  in  many  cases,  to  the  protection 
of  the  community  upon  whom  falls  the  burden  of  all  public 
improvements,  protecting  it  in  part  from  exorbitant  claims 
for  damages  by  permitting  the  set  off  of  betterments  against 
damages  under  Chap.  226  Acts  of  1884  as  well  as  by  requir- 
ing the  owners  to  pay  the  whole,  or  a  part,  of  the  expense  of 
such  improvements  when  their  own  estates  are  specially, 
immediately  and  largely  benefitted  by  the  construction  of 
the  streets  petitioned  for. 

SEWEKS. 

During  the  past  year  the  Selectmen  have  constructed 
sewers  in  Lincoln,  Fremont,  Spring,  Market,  Russell,  South 
Russell,  Oak,  Court,  Summer  and  Allerton  streets.  The 
total  cost  of  such  construction  has  been  $6,471.09,  and  the 
Town  has  received  from  entry  fees  from  persons  enter- 
ing their  particular  drains  into  the  main  sewers  of  the 
Town  the  sum  of  $2,027.80.  The  Selectmen  have  not  as- 
sumed any  responsibility  for  the  construction  of  the  sewers 
contracted  for  by  the  Sewer  Committee,  or  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work  upon  the  iron  outlet.  Under  the 
provisions  of  those  contracts  the  work  was  to  be  completed 
under,  and  to  be  subject  to,  the  approval  of  the  Sewer  Com- 
mittee ;  and  it  was  thought,  in  view  of  those  provisions, 
that  it  was  desirable  to  permit  the  Committee  to  complete 
the  work.  They  are  now  advised  by  letter  of  the  Engineer 
in  charge  of  the  sewer  construction,  under  date  January  15, 
1895,  that  the  contractor  has  fulfilled  his  contract  for  work 
on  the  cast-iron  outlet,  and  that  the  pipe  is  satisfactorily 
laid.  Hereafter  the  care  of  the  sewers,  as  laid,  will  fall 
upon  the  Selectmen,  unless  the  Town  otherwise  orders. 
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The  plan  for  the  sewer  construction  prepared  by  the  En- 
gineer was  submitted  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  the 
only  change  which  that  Board  recommended  was  in  the 
outlet-pipe.  The  recommendations  of  the  Board  were 
adopted,  and  the  sewer  has  now  been  laid  in  accordance 
with  its  advice.  If  the  entrance  of  sand  into  the  main 
sewer  can  be  avoided,  as  is  anticipated,  by  placing  solid 
covers  along  Water  street  and  the  construction  of  catch- 
basins  upon  certain  streets,  one  source  of  great  difficulty 
will  be  removed.  The  Selectmen  are  informed  that  it  is 
probable  the  pipe  outlet  can  be  kept  clear  by  flushing  the 
sewer  with  South  Pond  water.  Connection  has  been  made 
with  the  outlet-pipe,  so  that  that  pipe  can  be  easily  flushed, 
and  it  is  possible  that  one  difficulty  will  hereafter  be 
avoided.  The  Selectmen  have  labored  under  an  embarrass- 
ment in  keeping  the  sewers  clean,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  use  of  water  was  limited  by  the  Water  Commissioners. 
It  is  a  matter  of  regret,  and  surprise,  that  the  water  supply 
of  the  Town  is  so  insufficient  that  the  small  amount  neces- 
sary to  flush  the  sewers,  cannot  be  safely  furnished,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Water  Commissioners,  in  the  daytime. 

"FKANCIS  LeBAKON"  FUND. 

The  will  of  Dr.  Francis  LeBaron,  dated  September  3, 
1703,  contained  the  following  bequest : 

"I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  poor  of  the  Town  of  Plym- 
outh ninety  acres  of  my  land  lying  in  said  township  of 
Middleborough,  and  of  such  of  my  land  there  as  lyeth 
nearest  to  the  township  of  Plymouth,  to  be  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  said  poor  forever." 

The  land  devised  by  Dr.  LeBaron,  according  to  the  pres- 
ent measurements,  consists  of  a  little  over  one  hundred 
acres,  lying  in  Carver,  and  forming  a  part  of  the  "  South 
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purchase,"  so-called.  For  many  years  the  Town  has  derived 
no  benefit  from  the  land,  and  has  been  put  to  the  annual 
expense  of  payment  of  taxes  thereupon. 

It  is  recommended  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  (and  in 
that  recommendation  the  Selectmen  concur)  that  this  land 
be  sold  by  the  Town,  and  the  income  of  the  proceeds  annu- 
ally expended  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor.  This  disposition 
of  the  lot  would  seem  to  carry  out  more  effectively,  than  any 
other,  the  wish  of  the  donor,  and  to  secure  to  the  deserving 
poor  an  annual  income,  instead  of  being,  as  at  present,  a 
slight  burden  upon  the  Town.  It  has  been  thought  im- 
practicable to  distribute  wood  cut  from  that  lot  with  any 
economy  among  the  poor,  and  it  is  believed  that  many  a 
deserving  case  could  be  relieved  if  the  income  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale  could  be  applied  to  that  purpose.  The 
Selectmen  therefore  recommend  that  legislative  authority 
(if  necessary  to  give  a  good  title)  be  obtained,  and  that  they 
be  authorized  to  sell  the  land  and  permanently  invest  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  as  a  fund,  to  be  known  as  "The  Francis 
LeBaron  Fund,"  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to 
the  relief  of  deserving  poor  outside  the  almshouse.  The 
changes  which  one  hundred  and  ninety  years  have  brought, 
since  the  will  of  Dr.  LeBaron  was  written,  seem  to  make 
necessary,  if  the  purpose  and  intent  of  the  donor  is  to  be 
carried  out,  that  this  land  shall  be  sold,  and  that  the  poor 
shall  receive  the  benefit  which  the  donor  intended  from  the 
income  of  the  fund  rather  than  from  the  wood  upon  the  lot. 
An  article  to  that  effect  is  inserted  in  the  warrant. 
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In  conclusion,  the  following  appropriations  are  recom- 
mended by  the  Selectmen  :

I  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Town  Treasurer  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1894,  and  find  them  correct. 
Vouchers  have  been  shown  for  all  payments  and  the  cash 
balance  at  the  close  of  the  year  is  $1,923.21,  as  stated  in 
the  Treasurer's  report. 

I  have  also  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Collector  of 
Taxes  and  find  that  the  amount  received  by  him  for  taxes 
and  interest  corresponds  with  the  amount  receipted  for  by 
the  Treasurer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  would  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report  : 

The  Almshouse  remains  in  charge  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Obed 
C.  Pratt.  The  house  is  kept  in  first  class  condition  through- 
out. The  inmates  are  well  fed  and  comfortably  clothed, 
and  the  condition  of  the  whole  institution  will  compare 
favorably  with  like  establishments  in  our  neighboring 
towns  and  cities.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to  make 
certain  repairs  during  the  past  year  at  a  cost  of  about  $200. 
We  close  the  vear  with  an  undrawn  balance  of  $505.24.  It 
is  thought  the  same  appropriation  as  that  of  1894  will  be 
necessary,  namely  $7,000,  and  the  same  is  recommended. 

INSANE  POOR 

In  this  department  it  is  difficult  to  foresee  the  probable 
amount  required.  The  Overseers  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  thought  $2,500  would  be  ample,  but  owing  to  the  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  inmates,  it  was  insufficient,  and 
we  close  the  year  with  an  overdraft  of  $342.81.  It  is 
thought  that  an  appropriation  of  $2,800,  with  an  additional 
$342.81  for  the  deficiency,  will  be  necessary,  and  is  recom- 
mended.

The  Commissioners  would  recommend,  as  soon  as  the 
new  street  is  laid  out  from  Allerton  Street  to  Kingston  line, 
and  accepted  and  the  grade  line  established,  the  laying  of  a 
new  pipe  through  the  new  street.  This  would  give  a  supply 
to  the  new  street,  and  a  much  better  supply  to  the  north 
part  of  the  Town.  The  only  supply  of  the  Town  north  of 
Allerton  Street  is  a  four-inch  pipe  which  is  inadequate  to 
furnish  a  sufficient  supply  for  domestic  and  fire  purposes. 
In  case  of  a  break  in  the  pipe  between  Allerton  Street  and 
Spooner's  Pond.  All  that  section  is  entirely  deprived  of 
water  until  it  can  be  repaired.

The  10-inch  pipe  that  was  laid  around  Thomas'  swamp 
two  years  ago  has  been  connected  with  the  main  at  a  cost 
of  $304.49.    Water  was  let  in  pipe  September  10th. 
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STKEET  MAINS. 

The  street  mains  are  in  good  condition.  We  have  had 
more  breaks  the  past  year  than  ever  before,  caused  by  the 
increased  pressure  on  the  pipes  and  the  settling  of  the  sewer 
trench.  The  high  pressure  reservoir  was  turned  on  into  all 
pipes  August  6th  and  kept  on  until  September  7th,  and  the 
increased  pressure  on  the  pipes  caused  for  a  time  a  large 
number  of  breaks.  At  present  the  number  is  greatly  dimin- 
ished, and  probably  the  weak  places  are  about  all  repaired. 
August  8th  the  pipe  was  struck  by  lightning,  on  South 
Street.  The  cost  of  repairs  was  $11.92.  The  breaks  and 
cost  of  the  repairs  are  included  in  the  following  table.

SEEYICE  PIPES. 

The  street  mains  have  been  tapped  for  new  supplies  in  37 
places,  at  a  cost  of  $159.82.  Add  those  in  use  as  per  last 
year's  report,  1,543,  making  a  total  of  1,580.  Deduct  two 
services  that  have  been  discontinued,  leaving  1,578  services 
in  use.  The  total  street  length  of  service  pipes  is  28,801 
feet.  There  have  been  16  leaks  and  obstructions  in  service 
pipes  this  year,  the  cost  of  repairs  and  removing  obstruc- 
tions being  $35.47.  A  great  part  of  the  leaks  on  the  service 
pipes  was  caused  by  the  settling  of  the  sewer  trench.  One 
iron  service  pipe  has  been  taken  out  and  replaced  by  lead 
at  a  cost  of  $1.30. 


GATES. 

Eleven  new  gates  have  been  set  this  year.  The  cost  of 
ten  of  the  above  gates  is  included  in  the  cost  of  the  exten- 
sions to  which  they  belong.  One  4-inch  gate  was  placed  on 
Court  Street  at  a  cost  of  $15.60.  All  gates  have  been 
inspected  and  put  in  good  condition.  Four  air  cocks  have 
been  put  in,  one  on  4-inch  pipe,  Alden  Street,  and  three  on 
10-inch  pipe,  two  at  Thomas'  Swamp  and  one  at  the  Pump 
Station.  One  new  4-inch  blow-off  has  been  put  in  on  Water 
Street. 


EESEKYOIKS. 

Both  high  and  low  service  reservoirs  are  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  weeds  have  been  cut  down  and  removed,  both 
1nside  and  outside  the  enclosure,  at  a  cost  of  $81.00 
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BUTMENTS  AT  THE  PONDS. 

The  butments  at  Little  South  Pond,  and  Great  South  Pond 
have  been  inspected  and  put  in  good  condition  at  a  cost  of 
$21.10.  The  butment  at  Lout  Pond  has  not  had  any  repairs 
the  past  year.  All  three  butments  are  in  good  condition. 
Two  new  screens  have  been  put  in  at  the  Pump  Station  at  a 
cost  of  $8.54 


TELEPHONE  AND  TELE-HYDRO  BAROMETER. 

There  have  been  some  repairs  on  the  transmitter  and 
wires,  the  receiver  in  the  office  has  been  oiled  and  put  in 
order;  the  batteries  have  been  charged;  the  cost  of  repairs 
and  maintenance  has  been  $29.26. 


PUMPING  STATION. 

The  boilers  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  are  in 
good  condition,  the  boiler  room  has  had  some  minor  repairs 
at  a  cost  of  $6.00.  The  chambers  of  the  house  have  been 
painted,  and  some  other  repairs,  such  as  new  locks,  repair- 
ing of  water  pipes,  roof  over  the  back  staircase,  at  a  cost  of 
$20.75.  A  new  coal  shed  has  been  built  this  year  with 
stone  and  brick  foundation,  which  will  last  many  years,  at 
a  cost  of  $346.65. 


NEW  TAKERS. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  water  takers  this  year  43 
tenements,  82  water  closets,  22  bath  tubs,  5  stables,  2  meat 
markets,  1  restaurant  and  1  office. 

There  have  been  10  water  closets  put  in  the  school  houses 
this  year  that  the  "Water  Department  makes  no  charge  for, 
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and  are  not  included  in  the  82  water  closets  above,  which 
makes  a  total  of  92  water  closets  the  past  year. 


BOXES. 

Fifty-nine  service  boxes  and  seven  gate  boxes  have  been 
replaced  by  new  ones  at  a  cost  of  $86.50. 


DRINKING  FOUNTAINS  AND  STAND  PIPES. 

There  have  been  two  new  drinking  fountains  added  this 
year,  making  the  whole  number  seven.  There  are  five 
standpipes.  There  has  not  been  any  addition  the  past 
year.    All  are  in  good  condition. 


WORK  SHOP. 

There  have  been  a  few  minor  repairs  on  the  shop  this 
year  at  a  cost  of  $3.97.

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  respectfully  present  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1894. 

The  working  force  of  the  Department  is  the  same  as  last 
year,  and  consists  of  a  board  of  six  engineers  and  155  men, 
as  follows : 

Two  steamer  companies  of  30  men  each,  one  steamer 
company  of  15  men,  two  hook  and  ladder  companies  of  16 
men  each,  one  chemical  engine  company  of  16  men,  one 
chemical  engine  company  of  eight  men,  four  hose  companies 
of  six  men  each. 


APPARATUS. 
The  apparatus  of  the  Department  consists  of  three  steam 
fire  engines,  two  hook  and  ladder  trucks,  two  chemical  en- 
gines and  four  hose  carts.    All  are  now  in  good  working 
order. 
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Some  changes  in  location  of  apparatus  have  been  made 
the  past  year.  No.  2  steamer  has  been  located  at  the 
engine  house  on  South  Street ;  the  small  chemical  in  house 
of  No.  5  hose,  on  Watson's  Hill ;  hose  No.  5  in  room  in  rear 
of  central  engine  house,  on  Main  Street. 


HOSE. 

The  supply  of  hose  is  the  same  as  last  year — 5,500  feet. 
None  has  been  purchased  the  past  year.  The  hose  is  in  good 
condition. 


BUILDINGS. 

The  buildings  occupied  by  the  Department  are  owned  by 
the  Town,  with  one  exception.  That  occupied  by  Hose  3  is 
rented  from  Mr.  Seth  Paty,  andlocated  on  Whiting  Street. 
All  the  above  buildings  are  in  fair  condition  and  well 
suited  tfor  the  purpose,  except  the  building  on  South  Street, 
occupied  by  steamer  No.  2  and  ladder  No.  1.  We  find  these 
quarters  rather  crowded  with  these  two  large  companies  ; 
and  we  also  feel  the  need  of  a  tower  on  this  building  to  dry 
the  hose  ,  and  hope  the  Town  will  give  us  money  next  year 
to  enlarge  and  improve  this  building. 


HYDKANTS. 

The  number  of  hydrants  belonging  to  the  Town  is  89. 
Two  have  been  added  the  past  year — one  near  the  Standish 
Mills,  on  Billington  Street,  and  one  on  Water  Street,  near 
the  electric-light  station.    There  are  16  hydrants  owned  by 
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private  parties.  The  new  hydrants  are  all  in  good  order. 
We  have  some  old  ones  about  worn  out,  and  will  soon 
need  to  be  replaced  with  new. 


The  five  reservoirs  belonging  to  the  Town  are  in  good 
condition  and  kept  full.

We  estimate  that  these  changes  can  be  made  at  a  cost  of 
$1,500,  and  hope  the  Town  will  appropriate  this  sum,  so 
that  the  work  may  be  done  the  coming  year.

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As  no  appropriation  was  made  for  any  of  the  parks  this 
year,  nothing  conld  be  done  to  improve  them  and  little  to 
maintain  them  with  the  undrawn  balances  from  the  year 
1893. 

At  Morton  Park  a  considerable  part  of  the  money  received 
from  the  sale  of  wood  was  spent  in  removing  from  the  roads 
and  paths  the  trees  and  branches  which  were  broken  by 
unusual  lodgments  of  snow  in  two  storms  of  the  year. 

Besides  the  amount  of  expenditures  charged  in  the  Mor- 
ton Park  account,  an  additional  sum  of  $20479  has  been 
paid,  by  the  Commissioners  personally,  for  labor  needed  to 
keep  the  roads  and  paths  in  condition  for  use,  and  to  guard 
against  fire  risks,  and  in  cutting  trees  that  grew  near  the 
young  whitepines  that  are  found  in  great  numbers  among 
thick  growths  of  oak.  It  was  necessary  to  thin  the  oaks  that 
the  new  growth  of  pine  may  have  room  to  grow,  and  a 
chance  to  become  a  prominent  and  desirable  feature  in  the 
years  to  come.  The  whitepine  and  sweet  chestnut  groves 
are  making  rapid  growth. 

If  the  Town  desires  to  make  this  park  more  and  more 
valuable  in  the  purpose  it  serves,  some  money  should  be 
spent  each  year  to  improve  the  roads  and  paths,  and  to 
plant  new  trees.  Many  small  trees  can  be  planted  at  little 
cost. 

The  plan  that  has  been  followed,  looking  to  the  permanent 
improvement  of  Morton  Park,  well  accords  with  the  teach- 
ings of  those  to  whom  we  look  as  authority  in  such  matters. 

We  take  the  liberty  to  quote  an  abstract  from  Garden  and 
Forest"  January  9th,  1895,  under  the  heading,  "  Parks  and 
Park  Planting."    In  defining  a  park,  the  editor  says  : 

"We  have  always  used  the  word  park  to  indicate  primarily  a 
place  where  the  mind  and  body  are  refreshed  by  rural  scenery.  Of 
course,  a  park  will  also  furnish  fresh  air  and  sunshine,  opportuni- 
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ties  for  bodily  exercise  and  rest,  but  beyond  these,  and  more  im- 
portant than  these,  is  the  refreshment  of  mind  which  comes  from 
the  influence  of  beautiful  natural  scenery.  The  paths  and  roads 
are  not,  therefore,  merely  places  to  walk  in  or  drive  over ;  their 
fundamental  use  is  to  make  the  scenery  of  the  park  available  to 
persons  on  foot  or  in  carriages  or  on  horseback,  so  that  they  may 
find  that  relief  and  repose  which  natural  beauty  alone  can  bring." 

"A  park  is  more  than  mere  wood  land  and  field,  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  is  not  a  garden  in  the  narrow  sense  of  the  word." 

"  Of  course  a  park  must  be  beautiful,  for  if  it  does  not  speak 
to  the  eye  like  a  picture  — it  will  not  appeal  to  the  heart  like  a 
song  ;  and  if  it  shows  no  refinement  of  taste  it  falls  far  below  the 
rank  of  what  a  forest,  or  meadow,  or  a  vineyard  may  happen  to 
be.  It  is  a  happy  accident  when  a  forest,  which  is  treated  in 
strict  accordance  with  the  forester's  craft,  chances  also  to  be 
striking  from  a  pictorial  point  of  view,  or  when  a  meadow  or  vine- 
yard, by  reason  of  the  fortunate  dispositions  of  its  hills  and  val- 
leys, its  foliage  and  its  water,  is  beautiful  as  well  as  useful. 
But  the  first  purpose  of  a  park  is  to  secure  these  results  which  in 
the  woods  and  the  meadow  are  happy  accidents.  Not  only  is 
beauty  essential  to  a  park  ;  its  whole  value  lies  in  beauty.  But  it 
must  be  that  serene  and  enduring  beauty  which  is  embodied  in  its 
essential  and  permanent  features,  and  not  merely  the  transient 
and  superficial  beauty  of  floral  embroidery.  It  must  have  a  dig- 
nity  of  expression,  and  not  mere  prettiness." 

"  And  since  we  aim  at  permanent  beauty  rather  than  any  tran- 
sient impression,  this  explains  why  tender  exotics,  which  seem  to 
shudder  in  a  cold  climate,  and  imported  novelties,  which  drag  out 
a  homesick  life  in  exile,  are  not  to  be  compared  with  native  Oaks 
and  Pines,  which  rejoice  in  the  vigor  of  health,  and  grow  more 
beautiful  through  years,  and  even  through  centuries." 

"  This  longevity  of  the  noblest  trees  and  their  continued  growth 
in  dignity  and  beauty  suggest  the  thought  that  one  who  creates  a 
great  park  must  plant  for  posterity.     What  is  called  planting  for 
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immediate  effect  is  usually  a  makeshift,  and  like  other  makeshifts, 
an  expensive  blunder.  Light  is  the  life  of  plants,  and  as  the 
whole  plant  is  condemned  to  death  if  it  gets  no  light,  any  part  of 
it  which  the  sunbeams  no  longer  reach  is  doomed.  The  advice  to 
set  the  sapling  where  it  will  have  enough  light  when  it  becomes  a 
tree  is  simple,  but  it  is  constantly  disregarded." 

Training  Green  has  been  kept  neat  and  the  grass  well 
trimmed  by  Mr.  Blackmer,  much  to  his  credit,  as  nothing 
less  than  daily  attention  would  keep  it  tidy. 

Bates  Park  and  Burton  Park  have  deteriorated  some- 
what for  the  lack  of  money  to  do  anything  that  would  result 
in  permanent  benefit. 

Beach  Park  was  made  more  than  usually  attractive  this 
year  through  the  public  spirit  of  the  Electric  Railroad 
Company  in  erecting  at  their  own  expense  and  giving  to  the 
Town  a  large  pavilion  as  a  resting-place  where  shelter 
could  be  found  against  sun  and  storms.  The  call  for  money 
for  such  purpose  not  being  responded  to  by  the  Town,  the 
Commissioners  were  very  glad  to  receive  this  help. 

The  waiting  room,  supplied  with  water  and  toilet  rooms, 
has  been  a  great  convenience  to  the  public.  Mr.  Hodges 
has  taken  good  care  of  the  premises. 

The  following  rules  have  been  adopted  by  the  Park  Com- 
missioners, under  the  authority  vested  in  them  by  the 
statutes : 

Rule  No.  1. — Any  person  killing  a  bird  or  other  animal,  robbing 
a  nest,  discharging  firearms  or  setting  a  fire  within  the  limits  of 
the  park  lands  belonging  to  the  Town,  without  permission  of  the 
Park  Commissioners,  will  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  less  than  three 
dollars  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence.  Beach  Park 
is  excepted  from  this  rule. 
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"Rule  No.  2. — No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  use  any  public 
park  or  any  portion  thereof  for  the  erection  or  maintainance  of 
any  building,  or  for  the  storage  or  deposit  of  property  of  any 
kind  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Park  Commissioners. 

Kule  No.  3. — No  person  will  be  allowed  to  camp  at  night  on 
any  public  park  without  the  consent  of  the  Park  Commissioners. 

The  penalty  for  violating  either  of  the  above  rules  is  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  three  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

The  total  amount  of  individual  contributions  to  procure 
the  land  for  Morton  Park,  and  maintain  it  to  this  time,  has  ] 
been  about  $4,600. 

The  total  contributed  by  the  Town  has  been  $2,000,  and  j 
a  few  acres  of  land  worth  about  $100. 

The  cost  so  far  is  very  small  compared  with  its  value  to 
our  community.    Perhaps  we  do  not  fully  realize  the  bene-  j 
fits  it  confers  upon  the  many  who  now  use  it.    The  benefit  ! 
to  health,  and  also  its  elevating  influence,  is  beyond  money 
value.    It  adds  immensely  to  the  attractive  interests  of  our  ! 
Town  for  the  strangers  who  annually  come  to  Plymouth  ?  j 
helping  to  prolong  their  stay,  and  tempting  them  to  renew 
their  visits  later.    Because  of  its  small  cost,  can  we  not 
more  highly  appreciate  it  and  better  afford  to  maintain  and 
improve  it,  to  the  end  that  we,  and  generations  to  follow, 
may  enjoy  its  benefits  ?    Let  us  try  to  appreciate  our  good 
fortune  in  having  a  park  ready  made  for  us  very  near  the 
central  part  of  the  Town,  more  attractive  for  its  purposes 
than  parks  that  cost  very  large  sums  of  money  to  create. 

The  report  of  the  Agent  of  the  Trustees  of  Public  Reserva- 
tions of  Massachusetts,  1893,  says  :  "  Plymouth  has  at 
present  the  best  system  of  parks  south  of  Boston.  ...  I 
doubt  if  another  town  in  the  country  gets  so  much  for  the 
money." 
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A  little  money  well  expended  yearly  upon  Bates  Park  and 
Burton  Park  would  soon  make  a  great  improvement  in  their 
appearance,  enhance  the  pleasure  of  those  living  in  the 
vicinity,  and  make  them  valuable  attractions  to  the  Town. 

Your  Commissioners  feel  that  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Town 

to  avoid  unnecessary  expenditures  during  the  present 
period  of  business  depression.  Some  communities  have 
purposely  made  unusual  appropriations  for  parks  during 
the  last  two  years,  on  the  ground  that  the  money  is  mostly 
spent  at  home,  and  goes  into  the  pockets  of  its  laborers  at 
a  time  when  work  is  scarce ;  but  this  policy  is  not  in  favor 
here.  Still,  in  economizing,  we  should  avoid  going  to  the 
extreme  of  wasteful  penuriousness.  Your  Commissioners 
do  not  believe  that  the  Town  wishes  to  abandon  its  parks 
and  allow  the  ravages  of  time  and  storms  to  destroy  the 
roads  and  choke  its  young  plantations,  and,  perhaps,  have 
much  of  its  beautiful  growth  of  woods  swept  off  by  fire.  It 
is  obvious  that  labor  is  needed  every  year  to  maintain  the 
roads,  guard  against  fire,  and  give  nature  the  opportunities 
for  improvement  which  we  know  she  will  promptly  avail 
herself  of. 

Neglect  of  maintenance  is,  in  all  business,  either  extrava- 
gance or  mismanagement,  and  can  only  be  excused  by  the 
necessity  sometimes  caused  by  exhausted  credit.  Our  Town 
is  in  no  such  predicament,  and  should  be  ready  to  take  the 
"  stitch  in  time  which  will  save  nine." 

In  order  that  your  Commissioners  should  be  in  a  position 
to  practice  that  true  economy  which  avoids  the  wastefulness 
of  neglect,  either  of  maintenance  or  exceptional  opportuni- 
ties for  improvement,  they  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $500, 
for  the  care  of  all  the  parks,  and  a  further  appropriation  of 
$150,  for  the  care  of  Training  Green. 
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We  desire  to  mention  again  the  need  of  a  sum  of  money 
larger  than  we  can  reasonably  ask  the  Town  to  supply,  for 
certain  desirable  improvements  that  might  be  made  at 
Morton  Park. 

Here  is  an  inviting  field  for  persons  of  wealth  who  may 
desire  to  do  something  to  benefit  Plymouth,  and  are  study- 
ing how  they  can  be  wisely  generous.

The  School  Committee  respectfully  submit  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1894.

The  Committee  recommend  the  following  appro- 
priations for  the  current  year: 

Support  of  schools  $28,000  00 

Books  and  supplies   2,000  00 


The  amount  expended  for  Schools  has  ex- 
ceeded the  appropriation  by  the  sum  of  sixteen 
hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents 
($1,652.63). 

This  was  rendered  necessary  by  the  condition  of 
the  sanitary  arrangements  at  the  Russell  Street 
Grammar  school-house,  which  required  a  change  to  be 
made  that  would  be  more  conducive  to  the  welfare 
and  health  of  the  scholars,  to  which  attention  was 
called  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  by  whom  it  was 
deemed  absolutely  necessary. 

The  outbuildings  have  been  removed,  a  well-lighted 
and  ventilated  cellar  constructed  under  the  entire 
building,  in  which  the  sanitary  arrangements  have 
been  placed,  and  to  which  easy  access  is  had  from  the 
floor  above. 

Sufficient  room  is  now  available  for  placing  the 
heating  arrangements  in  the  basement,  which  should 
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be  done  at  an  early  date,  and  the  old  and  unsatisfac- 
tory way  of  heating  by  stoves  in  each  room  should  be 
abolished. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Primary  School-house,  on 
Lincoln  Street,  was  completed,  and  occupied  by  the 
two  schools  formerly  located  on  South  Street.  The 
heating  and  sanitary  arrangements  are  in  the  base- 
ment, the  building  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and 
everything  is  arranged  for  the  comfort  of  both  teach- 
ers and  scholars. 

The  Lincoln,  Allerton  and  Spooner  buildings  are 
model  school-houses,  and  a  credit  to  the  Town. 

At  a  special  Town  meeting  held  April  30,  1894, 
twelve  hundred  (1,200)  dollars  was  appropriated  for 
the  purchase  of  land  and  the  erection  of  a  school- 
house  at  Vallerville  or  Ship  Pond.  The  work  was  at 
once  undertaken  by  the  Committee,  the  contract  for 
building  the  same  awarded  to  Mr.  Ernest  B.  Jones, 
and  a  building  satisfactory  to  the  Committee  erected, 
which  will  probably  meet  the  requirements  of  that 
locality  for  many  years.  The  amount  appropriated 
was  sufficient  to  cover  the  expense  of  erecting  and 
furnishing  the  building. 

Mr.  Robert  B.  Blodgett  generously  presented  the 
Town  with  half  an  acre  of  land  on  which  to  erect  the 
school-house,  which  kind  act  was  duly  acknowledged 
by  the  Committee,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  for  the  same 
forwarded. 
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The  building  is  located  on  the  east  side  of  the  road 
leading  from  South  Plymouth  to  Ship  Pond,  and  op- 
posite the  road  leading  from  the  Red  House  (so 
called)  to  the  residence  of  Mr.  George  R.  Briggs. 

The  School  was  opened  on  the  first  Monday  in 
October,  and  Miss  Amelia  B.  Holmes,  of  South 
Plymouth,  was  appointed  teacher,  with  seventeen 
scholars  in  attendance. 

In  constructing  the  road  at  Cedarville,  from  the 
Sandwich  road  to  a  point  on  the  road  running 
through  Cedarville  village,  a  small  triangular  piece  of 
land  was  left  adjacent  to  the  school-house  lot  which 
should  be  a  part  of  that  lot. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  same  be  pur- 
chased, and  that  the  sum  of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars 
be  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

The  Chiltonville  Grammar  School  has  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  suffered  for  the  want  of  a  good  and 
sufficient  supply  of  water.  Formerly  depending  on  a 
cistern,  it  has  for  several  years  been  supplied  by  water 
brought  by  the  janitor  from  a  South  Pond  hydrant, 
half  a  mile  distant  from  the  school-house.  Five  years 
ago  an  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made  to  obtain  a 
supply  by  a  driven  well. 

An  attempt  made  during  the  past  year  by  Mr. 
Corey,  of  Duxbury,  has  proved  successful,  and  an 
abundant  supply  of  good  water  is  now  obtained. 

The  school-houses  in  the  Town  now  number  thirty, 
with  forty-two  teachers  and  1,575  scholars. 
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During  the  year  several  changes  have  occurred  in 
the  corps  of  teachers. 

Miss  Carrie  E.  Small,  the  principal  of  the  High 
School,  who  for  eighteen  (18)  years  had  been  associ- 
ated with  it  as  teacher,  on  January  29th  tendered 
her  resignation,  to  take  effect  February  17th,  to  ac- 
cept the  position  of  principal  of  the  Woodward 
Academy,  at  Quincy,  Mass.,  at  a  much  increased 
salary. 

On  February  10th,  on  recommendation  of  the 
Superintendent,  it  was  voted  to  extend  to  Miss 
Marietta  Kies,  formerly  of  Mt.  Holyoke  College,  an 
invitation  to  fill  the  vacancy.  This  was  accepted, 
and  Miss  Kies  entered  at  once  upon  her  duties. 

On  April  5th  the  resignation  of  Miss  Anna  A. 
Jones,  of  the  North  Intermediate  School,  was  ac- 
cepted, and  Miss  Mary  A.  Aldrich  was  transferred  to 
that  School.  Miss  Bessie  A.  Townsend  was  appointed 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  transfer. 

On  May  17th  Mr  E.  E.  Sherman  tendered  his 
resignation  as  teacher  in  the  Russell  Street  Grammar 
School,  to  accept  the  position  of  Superintendent  of 
the  Schools  of  Hopedale,  Mendon  and  Bellingham. 
This  was  accepted,  and  Mr.^Arthur  R.  Gledhill  was 
elected  July  2d  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

On  August  6th  the  resignation  of  Miss  Jennie  W. 
Geer  was  accepted,  and  Miss  Mary  P.  Anderson,  of 
East  Berkshire,  Vt.,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Owing  to  the  retirement  of  Miss  Mary  H. 
Chandler,   of    the    Russell    Street    Second  Grade 
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School,  Miss  Mary  A.  Aldrich  was  transferred  to 
Russell  Street,  Miss  Katharine  A.  O'Brien  to  the 
North  Intermediate,  and  Miss  Lucy  F.  Hadaway  to 
the  Oak  Street  Primary;  Miss  Helen  L.  Holmes  being 
engaged  to  take  the  School  at  Ellisville 

At  a  meeting  of  the  School  Board  on  September 
3d  information  was  received  that  it  would  be  very 
acceptable  to  the  Committee  of  the  Marshfield  Agri- 
cultural Society  to  have  the  Schools  of  Plymouth 
make  an  exhibit  of  their  school-work.  Mr.  G.  F. 
Holmes  and  the  Superintendent  were  appointed  a 
Committee  to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  Fair  Com- 
mittee ;  a  very  satisfactory  exhibit  was  made,  and 
diplomas  were  issued  to  the  four  Grammar  Schools 
and  to^the  Oak  Street  Primary. 

While  the  condition  of  the  schoolrooms  is  gen- 
erally satisfactory,  yet  this  cannot  be  said  of  all. 
More  particularly  do  we  call  the  attention  of  the 
Town  to  the  Sub-Primary  School-house  at  Cold 
Spring,  in  which  forty-seven  scholars  are  congregated 
in  a  room  34  feet  long,  17  feet  wide  and  8  feet  8 
inches  high,  with  a  stove  in  one  corner  of  the  room, 
and  with  no  means  of  ventilation  except  by  the  win- 
dows and  door.  So  apparent  is  this  unhealthy  con- 
dition, that  your  Committee,  to  place  this  matter  in 
the  proper  light  for  the  consideration  of  the  Town, 
requested  an  inspection  by  the  State,  and  the  report 
we  herewith  submit: 
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Rtifus  R.  Wade,  Esq.,  Chief  Mass.  Dist.  Police: 

Sir — In  accordance  with  your  orders,  upon  request 
of  the  School  Committee  of  Plymouth,  I  have  in- 
spected the  Cold  Spring  Sub-Primary  School-house, 
in  said  Town;  and  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I 
find  this  to  be  a  small  one-story  wooden  building, 
containing  one  schoolroom  of  the  following  dimen- 
sions:  Length,  34  feet  3  inches;  breadth,  17  feet  3 
inches;  height,  8  feet  8  inches — giving  5,122  cubic 
feet  of  breathing  space ;  or,  divided  among  the  forty- 
seven  pupils  and  teacher,  an  average  of  less  than  107 
cubic  feet  per  person,  less  than  one-half  the  proper 
amount.  On  entering  the  room  the  vitiated  condition 
of  the  air  was  very  apparent  to  the  senses,  there  being 
no  means  of  ventilation.  A  lime-water  test  of  the  air, 
taken  in  different  parts  of  the  room,  showed  from  33 
to  40  parts  of  carbonic  acid  in  10,000.  The  room  is 
warmed  by  a  box-stove  in  the  northwest  corner,  and 
to  sufficiently  warm  the  opposite  end  of  the  room  the 

!  heat  must  be  unbearable  to  those  nearest  the  stove. 
At  the  time  of  inspection  a  thermometer  at  the  teach- 

!  er's  desk,  and  one  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  room, 
showed  a  difference  of  nine  degrees.  To  sum  up 
the  result  of  my  inspection :  The  ceiling  is  too 
low  and  the  room  too  small  to  accommodate  but 
one-half  the  present  number  of  pupils,  and  not  prop- 
erly warm  to  insure  either  the  health  or  comfort  of 
the  occupants,  and  without  any  means  of  ventilation, 
and  not  suited  for  school  purposes;  and  in  my  opinion 
it  would  not  be  wisdom  or  economy  to  attempt  to 
make  it  so.  I  would  recommend  that  the  schoolroom 
be  abandoned,  and  a  modern,  ventilated  schoolroom 
provided.

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We  recommend  that  the  Cold  Spring  Sub-Primary 
School-house  be  abandoned  at  the  end  of  the  present 
school  year,  or  earlier  if  possible,  and  a  building  suit- 
able to  the  wants  of  that  locality  be  erected,  and  that 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  ($3,000)  dollars  be  appro- 
priated for  the  purchase  of  land  and  the  erection  of 
the  building. 

There  remains  to  the  credit  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment for  new  school-houses  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  fifty-three  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents  ($353.96). 
An  extra  appropriation  will  therefore  be  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  vote  of  the  Town  to  provide  ac- 
commodations for  the  School  on  School  Street,  and 
for  which  the  lot  of  land  on  Russell  Street  was  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

With  the  experience  of  the  past  two  years,  we  have 
grave  doubts  as  to  the  wisdom  of  erecting  a  building  j 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  that  School. 

The  number  of  scholars  is  constantly  increasing, 
and  there  are  now  in  the  Russell  Street  building  too 
many  scholars. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  two-room  building  is 
necessary,  and  recommend  an  additional  appropriation  j 
of  five  thousand  ($5,000)  dollars. 

The  cases  of  truancy  brought  to  the  attention  of  j 
the  Committee  are  few,  and  have  been  promptly  and 
satisfactorily  attended  to  by  the  truant  officer,  Capt.  j 
Joseph  W.  Hunting. 
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With  the  present  system  of  free  school-books  and 
supplies,  the  danger  of  the  spreading  of  any  conta- 
gious disease  is  increased,  and  great  care  is  necessary 
to  prevent  it.  This  has  also  been  faithfully  attended 
to  by  Capt.  Hunting  and  appreciated  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Death  has  again  entered  our  educational  circle,  and 
removed  from  our  midst  an  honored  and  respected 
citizen  of  our  Town — one  who  for  the  greater  part  of 
his  life  has  been  a  resident,  and  prominently  identified 
with  the  cause  of  education.  His  loss  we  deeply  feel 
and  deplore. 

On  Sunday,  the  25th  day  of  November,  our  hon- 
ored and  respected  Superintendent,  Mr.  Charles 
Burton,  was  suddenly  summoned  to  his  eternal  home. 
Although  he  had  attained  the  ripe  old  age  of  nearly 
four  score  years,  he  was  still  active,  and  continued  to 
the  day  of  his  death  deeply  interested  in  the  schools 
of  Plymouth.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  his  late 
residence  on  Wednesday,  November  28th,  at  1  o'clock 
p.  m.,  followed  by  a  public  service  at  2  o'clock  p.  m., 
at  the  Church  of  the  Pilgrimage,  attended  by  the 
citizens  and  scholars  from  the  various  schools. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Monday  even- 
ing, November  26th,  called  to  take  action  on  the 
death  of  Mr.  Burton,  the  following  resolutions  were 
passed : 

Resolved :  That  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Burton  the 
schools  of  Plymouth  have  lost  a  faithful  and  devoted 
Superintendent :  one  who,  by  his  rare  breadth  of 
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mind,  his  cultured  intellect,  his  varied  knowledge,  his 
courteous  manners  and  his  unceasing  interest  in  the 
cause  of  education,  has  impressed  upon  the  Town  an 
influence  which  will  never  end. 

Resolved :  That  the  School  Committee  realize  that 
in  their  future  meetings  they  will  keenly  miss  Mr. 
Burton's  ready  co-operation,  his  valuable  suggestions 
and  his  readiness  to  sacrifice  his  own  personality  for 
the  general  good. 

Resolved :  That,  in  remembrance  of  the  intercourse 
of  many  years,  the  Committee  offer  to  Mrs.  Burton 
and  other  relatives  their  heartfelt  sympathy  in  this 
hour  of  sorrow. 

No  heartier  tribute  could  have  been  given  to  Mr. 
Burton  than  the  cordial  and  efficient  manner  in 
which  the  teachers  of  the  Public  Schools  showed  that, 
having  been  so  long  and  faithfully  guided,  they  could 
carry  on  the  work  for  a  time  without  their  leader. 

No  Superintendent  has  as  yet  been  appointed  in 
Mr.  Burton's  place,  the  Committee  having  been  le- 
gally advised  to  wait  for  the  authority  of  the  Town 
to  make  such  appointment.

TOWN  MEETING. 


To  either  of  the  Constables  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  in  the 
Gommonivealth  of  Massachusetts  : 

Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you 
are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Town  of  Plymouth,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and 
Town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Armory  in  said  Plymouth,  on 
Monday,  the  fourth  day  of  March  next,  at  eight  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers.  The  fol- 
lowing officers  to  be  voted  for  all  on  one  ballot,  viz. :  Five 
Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes, 
Auditor,  one  Assessor  for  three  years,  seven  Constables,  one 
Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  three  years,  one  Water  Commis- 
sioner for  three  years,  two  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  three  years,  one  member  of  the  School  Committee 
for  one  year,  one  Park  Commissioner  for  three  years,  and 
three  members  of  a  Committee  on  Agawam  and  Half-way 
Pond  Fishery,  and  to  vote  by  ballot,  "Yes"  or  "No,"  in  an- 
swer to  the  question,  "Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  Town?  " 

Art.  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  boards  of 
officers  and  committees  of  the  Town  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  revise  and  accept  a  list  of  Jurors  prepared 
by  the  Selectmen. 
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Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  and  for  disbursement  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  relating  to  State  Aid  and  Military  Aid, 
and  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town  after  Jan.  1st,  1896. 

Art.  6.  To  make  the  necessary  appropriations  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  Town,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  to 
raise  such  sums  of  money  as  the  Town  shall  deem  expedient.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  make  an  additional  ap- 
propriation of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  for  the  erection 
of  a  two-room  school-house  on  Eussell  Street,  on  the  land 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  School  Committee,  as  voted  May 
24.

Committee  to  abandon  for  school  purposes  the  Cold  Spring 
Sub-Primary  school-house. 
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Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  place  the  land  and 
building  now  occupied  by  the  Cold  Spring  Sub-Primary 
School,  when  abandoned,  in  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen  to 
be  sold,  leased  or  applied  to  such  purpose  as  they  may  con- 
sider for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town.

—  Voted,  That  the  Town  authorize  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  erect  a  building  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  Cold  Spring  Sub-Primary  School, 
and  expend  the  sum  of  three  thousand  ($3,000) 
dollars  for  the  same. 

April  13. —  Voted,  That  the  Town  make  an  additional  expen- 
diture of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection 
of  a  two-room  school-house  on  RussbII  Street, 
on  the  land  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  School 
Committee,  as  voted  May  24. 

April  13. —  Voted,  That  the  Town  authorize  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  abandon  for  school  purposes  the  Cold 
Spring  Sub-Primary  School-house. 

April  13. —  Voted,  That  the  Town  place  the  land  and  building 
now  occupied  by  the  Cold  Spring  Sub-Primary 
School,  when  abandoned,  in  the  hands  of  the 
Selectmen,  to  be  sold,  leased,  or  applied  to  such 
purposes  as  they  may  consider  for  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  Town,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  the 
Town  all  necessary  papers. 

April  13. —  Voted,  That  the  matter  of  lighting  streets  for  the 
ensuing  vear  be  referred  to  a  Committae  of 
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Fifteen,  consisting  of  the  Selectmen,  Moderator, 
and  nine  other  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator,  to  report  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

April  13. —  Voted,  That  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  be 
appropriated  for  the  sidewalks  of  the  Town,  a 
portion  of  which  sum  to  be  expended  between 
Winter  Street  and  Jabez  Corner. 

April  13. —  Voted,  That  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  be 
appropriated  for  the  care  of  the  various  ceme- 
teries and  burial  places  of  the  Town. 

April  13. —  Voted,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand, 
seven  hundred  and  seventy-six  and  two-hun- 
dredths  dollars  be  raised  and  assessed  upon  the 
polls  and  estates  of  the  inhabitants  of  Ply- 
mouth and  upon  the  estates  of  non-residents, 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

April  13. —  Voted,  That  the  Collector  of  Taxes  be  authorized 
to  use  all  means  of  collecting  the  taxes  which  a 
Town  Treasurer  when  appointed  a  Collector 
may  use. 

April  1%.— Voted,  That  the  Collector  of  Taxes  be  author- 
ized to  receive  the  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year 
at  such  places  as  he  shall  designated,  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  that  in- 
terest be  charged  on  all  taxes  remaining 
unpaid  on  said  fifteenth  day  of  October,  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  such  rate 
shall  continue  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Town,  and  all  taxes  and  interest  remaining  un- 
paid on  the  first  day  of  January  following,  shall 
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be  collected  forthwith  by  legal  process,  and  the 
Collector  is  hereby  authorized  to  collect  at  once, 
by  legal  process,  all  taxes  of  previous  years 
now  outstanding. 

June  15. —  Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  borrow 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  to  issue 
therefor  the  notes  of  the  Town,  each  for  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  bearing  interest  at 
the  rate  of  four  per  centum  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually,  dated  August  1,  1895,  and  pay- 
able one  at  the  end  of  one  year  from  said  day, 
and  one  at  the  end  of  each  successive  year 
threafter,  until  the  wdiole  are  paid.  The  said 
notes  to  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer,  and  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town. 

June  15. —  Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  bor- 
row the  sum  of  seven  thousand,  nine  hundred 
and  ninety-nine  dollars  and  eighty  cents,  and 
to  issue  therefor  the  notes  of  the  Town,  each 
for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  sixty-six  dol- 
lars and  sixty-six  cents,  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  four  per  centum  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually,  dated  August  1,  1895,  and  pay_ 
able  one  at  the  end  of  one  year  from  said  day, 
and  one  at  the  end  of  each  successive  year 
thereafter,  until  the  whole  are  paid.  The  said 
notes  are  to  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen. 

June  15. —  Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized 
to  lease  or  to  sell,  at  public  or  private  sale,  the 
old  High  School-house  and  lot,  on  such  terms 
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as  tlie>'  think  proper,  and  to  execute  any  papers 
necessary  to  carry  this  vote  into  effect. 

June  15. —  rated,  That  the  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized 
to  provide  sanitary  arrangements  for  the  use  of 
the  public,  and  charge  same  to  contingent  ac- 
count. 

June  15. —  Voted,  That  the  Town  adopt  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  186  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  relative  to  the 
watering  of  streets. 

June  15. —  Voted,  That  the  following  by-law  be,  and  is 
hereby  adopted  : 

From  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand, 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  the  wheels  of  all 
draft  vehicles  not  hung  upon  springs,  passing 
over  or  upon  any  highway  of,  and  owned  in  this 
Town,  shall  have  tires  as  follows  :  If  of  four 
wheels,  not  less  than  three  inches  in  width, 
and  if  of  two  wheels,  not  less  than  four  inches 
in  width.  The  owner  or  driver  of  any  draft 
vehicle  owned  in  this  Town,  who  shall  drive  or 
suffer  the  same  to  be  driven  over  any  highway 
in  this  Town,  with  tires  contrary  to  these  pro- 
visions, shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five,  or  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

June  15. —  Voted,  That  the  following  be  adopted  as  an  addi- 
tion to,  or  amendment  of,  the  existing  by-laws 
of  the  Town  : 

No  person  shall  ring  the  door  bell,  or  gong,  or  knock 
at,  or  open  the  door  of  any  dwelling  house,  for 
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the  purpose  of  depositing  therein,  or  leaving, 
or  calling  attention  to,  any  placard,  show-bill, 
hand-bill,  or  other  advertisement.  A  violation 
of  either  of  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one,  nor 
more  than  five  dollars. 

June  15. —  Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  render  the  foregoing  ef- 
fectual and  binding. 

June  15. —  Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized 
to  contract,  in  the  name  of  the  Town,  with  the 
State  Highway  Commissioners  for  the  construc- 
tion of  any  State  highway  that  may  be  now  or 
hereafter  laid  out  in  this  Town. 

June  15. —  Voted,  That  the  vote  of  the  Town  whereby  the 
Almshouse  was  designated  as  a  place  of  con- 
finement of  truants,  be  rescinded,  and  that  the 
truant  school  at  Walpole  be  designated  as  the 
place  of  confinement  of  such  truants. 

June  22. —  Voted,  That  the  Town  accept  and  allow  the  exten- 
sion of  Fremont  Street,  as  laid  out  by  the  Select- 
men, and  reported  to  the  Town. 

June  22. —  Voted,  That  the  Town  accept  and  allow  the  exten- 
sion of  Wat  3r  Street,  as  laid  out  by  the  Select- 
men, enl  reported  to  the  Town. 

June  22. —  Voted,  That  the  Committee  on  Lighting  the  Streets 
be  continued,  and  make  a  report  at  some  future 
meeting,  and  that  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
employ  an  expeit  electrical  engineer. 
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June  22.—  Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  are  hereby  instructed 
to  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric 
Light  Commissioners  in  regard  to  the  price  or 
quality  of  service  rendered  in  lighting  the 
streets  of  the  Town,  if  so  requested  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Lighting  Streets. 

June  22. —  Voted,  That  the  School  Committee  are  hereby 
authorized  to  provide  accommodations  for  ad- 
ditional schools,  in  the  new  school-house  to  be 
erected  on  Russell  Street,  by  the  construction 
of  a  four-room  building.

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The  appropriation  for  this  year  was  $21,000,  but  no  account 
was  probably  made  of  the  amount  that  is  necessary  for 
interest  on  temporary  loans.  It  requires  about  $1,500  for 
this  item  alone,  as  the  year  begins  January  1,  but  no  money 
is  received  for  taxes  until  October.  The  amount  that  was 
borrowed  this  year  was  $71,500,  and  last  year  $84,500;  so  it 
can  easily  be  seen  that  this  is  quite  an  item.  There  are 
other  receipts  besides  the  appropriation,  such  as  interest  on 
taxes,  etc.,  which  amount  to  about  $750.  The  payments  on 
the  principal  for  next  year  amount  to  $21,676.06,  but  $5,140 
of  this  will  be  paid  from  the  water  receipts.  The  interest 
on  the  debt,  other  than  water  debt,  will  be  about  $5,2 30. 
An  appropriation  of  $22,500  will  be  required  and  is  recom- 
mended, besides  an  appropriation  for  the  overdraft,  $327.96. 
The  notes  issued  this  year  for  school-houses,  macadam  and 
sewer  were  sold  in  one  block  at  102.40  and  accrued  interest. 

SEWERS. 

New  sewers,  with  the  necessary  manholes,  etc.,  have  been 
laid  as  follows  : 

Court  Street,  South  Depot  Avenue  to  Chilton  Street,  175 
feet  of  8-inch,  322  feet  of  6-inch. 

Allerton  Street,  Russell  Street  to  Reservoir,  296  feet  of 
8-inch,  194  feet  of  6-iuch. 

Sandwich  Street,  South  Street  to  center  of  Green,  168  feet 
of  10-inch,  276  feet  of  8-inch. 

Seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  have  been  received 
from  persons  entering  the  sewers.  There  has  been  a  con- 
stant demand  on  the  Selectmen  to  lay  new  sewers  in  places 
Avhere  the  entry  fees  will  not  pay  the  expenses  of  the  sewer, 
but  as  there  was  only  a  small  amount  of  money  for  this 
account,  they  were  unable  to  lay  them  except  in  the  cases 
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where  the  entry  fees  would  very  nearly  pay  the  cost.  As 
long  as  we  have  a  system  of  sewerage,  whether  it  is  perfect 
or  not,  it  seems  as  if  sewers  ought  to  be  laid  in  all  places 
where  there  is  a  sufficient  demand,  even  if  the  whole  of  the 
first  cost  will  not  be  at  once  met  by  the  entry  fees,  and  the 
people  given  the  advantage  of  the  sewerage.  All  persons 
who  now  have  cesspools  should  be  given  the  opportunity  to 
enter  sewers  where  it  can  be  done  at  small  expense  to  the 
Town,  and  certainly  the  health  of  the  Town  could  not  but  be 
improved  thereby. 

Some  work  has  been  done  on  the  outlet  pipe  into  the 
harbor,  but  it  is  not  completed  at  this  time.  The  facts  in 
regard  to  this  pipe  are  as  follows  :  From  the  manhole  in 
Water  Street  a  14-inch  cast  iron  pipe  was  laid  into  the 
harbor  about  1,200  feet.  For  the  first  225  feet  this  pipe  has 
a  good  fall,  but  from  that  point  to  the  end  it  is  on  a  level. 
There  is  a  small  hole  which  was  cut  in  the  pipe  about  225 
feet  from  Water  Street,  and  which  is  only  3x12  inches. 
About  450  feet  from  Water  Street  there  is  a  similar  opening, 
and  about  600  feet  there  is  a  jacket  around  the  whole  pipe, 
which  can  be  taken  off,  and  leaves  the  whole  of  the  end  of 
the  pipe  clear.  For  a  long  time  all  the  sewage  has  been 
running  out  of  the  first  opening,  and  none  would  come  out 
of  any  of  the  other  openings.  Mr.  George  W.  Bradford  was 
employed  to  try  to  clear  the  pipe,  and  at  present  it  seems  to 
be  clear  as  far  as  the  first  opening  and  pretty  clear  as  far  as 
the  jacket,  COO  feet  from  Water  Street.  Work  is  still  being 
done  as  the  conditions  are  favorable,  but  whether  the  pipe 
can  be  cleared  from  the  jacket  to  the  end,  and  whether  it 
can  be  kept  clear,  are  doubtful  questions.  As  catch  basins 
for  sand  have  been  built  at  all  necessary  points  where  sand 
could  enter  the  sewer,  it  seems  as  if  the  pipe  ought  to  be 
kept  clear  as  far  as  the  jacket  in  any  event.    The  Selectmen 
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feel  that  the  whole  job,  as  far  as  this  outlet  is  concerned, 
was  a  poor  one,  both  in  the  laying  and  in  the  material  of 
which  it  is  laid,  and  should  never  have  been  accepted.  It 
was  made  of  cast  iron  pipe,  with  bell  ends,  which  were  put 
together  with  lead  joints  on  the  shore,  and  floated  off  and 
dropped  into  position.  The  point  where  there  is  the  jacket 
is  where  the  ends  of  the  pipe  did  not  meet.  There  appears 
to  be  a  place  in  the  pipe  where  it  drops  below  grade,  and 
then  comes  up,  thus  forming  a  sort  of  pocket.  The  floating 
and  dropping  of  the  pipe  loosened  the  joints,  so  that  now  it 
is  impossible  to  put  any  amount  of  pressure  on  the  pipe  by 
means  of  the  aqueduct  water,  as  when  pressure  is  put  on 
the  water  comes  out  at  most  of  the  joints.  In  our  opinion 
the  pipe  ought  to  have  been  constructed  of  wood,  so  that  it 
could  be  easily  opened  at  any  point,  or  at  least  of  iron  pipe 
with  flanges,  and  put  together  with  bolts,  so  that  sections 
could  be  taken  up  and  the  pipe  easily  cleaned  from  time  to 
time.  This  opinion  is  entirely  our  own,  given  for  what  it  is 
worth,  and  without  any  claim  to  expert  knowledge.  On 
account  of  the  obstruction  to  the  flow  of  the  sewage,  large 
quantities  of  grease  formed  in  the  pipe,  and  pieces  four 
inches  thick  have  been  removed.  If  the  pipe  can  be  kept 
clear,  so  that  there  will  be  a  good  flow,  it  is  hoped  that  this 
will  not  form,  and  the  worst  element  in  making  obstructions 
will  be  removed.  From  the  jacket  to  the  end  of  the  pipe 
the  flow  of  sewage  has  dug  out  a  shallow  channel,  so  that  if 
the  pipe  can  be  kept  clear  as  far  as  the  jacket,  we  think  it 
will  work  satisfactorily,  even  if  the  pipe  from  the  jacket  to 
the  end  has  to  be  abandoned.  No  sewage  has  run  through 
this  last  piece  for  about  two  years,  and  the  end  is  about 
eight  feet  under  water,  and  probably  by  this  time  covered 
with  mud  some  feet  thick  and  the  pipe  near  the  end  com- 
pletely rilled.    Under  these  circumstances  we  recommend

do  further  action  in  the  matter  at  present.  There  is  an 
undrawn  balance  of  $291.79.  An  appropriation  of  $1,000  is 
recommended. 

ROADS  AND  BEIDGES. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  Town  appropriated  nine 
thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  macadamizing  or  paving- 
streets,  and  authorized  the  issuing  of  bonds  or  notes  therefor. 
The  whole  Board  of  Selectmen  looked  into  the  matter  thor- 
oughly, and  visited  places  where  macadam  had  been  down 
for  some  years,  and  unanimously  decided  to  use  that  mate- 
rial. It  had  already  been  decided  by  the  previous  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  begin  on  Court  Street,  at  Lothrop  Street,  and 
carry  the  work  as  far  South  through  Court  and  Main  streets, 
as  the  appropriation  would  allow.  The  State  Highway  Com- 
missioners have  kindly  advised  the  Board  in  the  matter  and 
permitted  their  Engineers  to  make  the  surveys  for  the  same, 
and  these  surveys  and  plans  have  been  followed  as  nearly 
as  possible,  some  slight  changes  in  the  grades  being 
made  to  avoid  too  much  excavation.  The  road  is  generally 
crowned  three-quarters  of  an  inch  to  the  foot,  except  on  Main 
Street,  where  it  necessarily  was  made  flatter  as  the  curb  on 
the  East  side  of  the  street  was  so  much  below  the  curb  on 
the  West  side.  As  this  street  would  be  subject  to  the  great- 
est amount  of  traffic  it  was  decided  to  get  the  Salem  trap 
rock,  which  is  considered  the  best  for  the  purpose.  A  con- 
tract was  made  with  the  Massachusetts  Broken  Stone  Co. 
for  stone,  free  on  board,  at  the  wharf  in  Plymouth,  for 
$1.45  per  net  ton.  The  Stone  Co.  were  much  bothered  in 
their  shipping  arrangements  in  Salem  and  lost  considerable 
money  on  the  contract,  and  the  work  was  greatly  delayed 
and  the  Town  put  to  additional  expense  by  the  failure  to 
deliver  stone  promptly.    The  Selectmen  have  not  as  yet  set- 
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tied  in  fall  for  the  stone,  as  tliey  claim  damages  for  the  delay 
in  the  delivery.  An  agreement  was  made  with  the  Buffalo- 
Pitts  Agricultural  Works  for  the  use  of  a  steam  roller  until 
May  1,  1896,  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  with  the 
privilege  of  purchasing  the  same  for  $2,600,  the  rent  of  five 
hundred  dollars  to  be  used  towards  said  purchase  money. 
The  roller  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and  the  weight, 
twelve  and  one  half  tons,  proper  for  our  needs,  and  the 
Selectmen  earnestly  recommend  its  purchase.  It  could  be 
used  not  only  for  any  work  that  the  Town  may  do  on  macad- 
am in  the  future,  but  also  could  be  used  to  great  advantage 
on  gravel  roads.  Considerable  complaint  has  been  made  in 
regard  to  crossings.  The  Selectmen  can  only  state  that  they 
acted  under  advice  in  removing  them  and  that  all  persons 
familiar  with  the  matter  have  stated  to  the  Selectmen  repeat- 
edly that  they  will  not  be  necessary,  that  as  soon  as  the  road 
is  worn  a  little  in  the  early  Spring,  the  excess  of  fine  material 
on  the  top  can  be  removed  and  the  road  will  be  in  good  con- 
dition for  crossing.  This  fact  was  stated  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  State  Commissioners,  at  the  public  hearing  the  Com- 
missioners held  at  the  Court  House,  in  Plymouth,  and  in  the 
Town  of  Danvers  there  is  not  a  single  crossing  on  the  mac- 
adam roads,  which  are  built  of  stone  from  the  same  quarry 
that  supplied  the  stone  used  in  Plymouth.  If  it  is  proved 
that  crossings  are  necessary,  the  Selectmen  will  willingly 
put  them  down.  In  regard  to  the  road  itself,  all  persons 
familiar  with  macadam  who  have  seen  it,  state  that  the  work 
is  well  done  and  that  it  will  be  an  enduring  road.  If  other 
roads  are  built  the  expense  can  be  probably  lessened  by  get- 
ting at  least  the  bottom  stone  from  Cohasset.

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There  is  quite  a  number  of  tons  of  stone  on  Land  and  the 
item  for  surveying  covers  also  a  survey  of  Market  and  Sand- 
wich streets  to  the  Green,  and  a  survey  of  Summer  Street 
to  Edes  Street,  but  no  deductions  have  been  made  for  these 
items  in  the  above  account. 

The  total  number  of  yards  of  macadam  laid  was  8,742, 
and  the  cost  per  yard,  not  including  grading,  87  cents  a 
square  yard.  The  State  Highways  are  laid  with  macadam 
only  fifteen  feet  wide,  whereas  this  road,  on  account  of  the 
width  of  the  road  bed,  was  necessarily  laid  much  wider,  so 
that  the  total  number  of  yards  laid  would  just  about  make  a 
mile  of  highway,  fifteen  feet  wide.  The  cost  of  the  State 
mile  at  Manomet,  was  74  cents  a  yard,  but  the  stone  is  not 
nearly  as  good.  The  number  of  square  yards  of  gutter,  laid 
or  relaid,  was  1,402  and  part  of  the  cost  of  this  item,  as  well 
as  the  cost  of  macadamizing  the  turn-out  at  Murray  Street, 
was  paid  by  the  Street  Railroad.  The  material  removed  in 
the  grading  was  good  to  a  large  extent  for  use  on  other  roads 
and  was  so  used  greatly  to  their  benefit,  but  no  allowance  wras 
made  therefor,  but  the  whole  cost  charged  to  this  account. 
There  is  due  the  Town  by  the  owners  of  the  roller,  $43.20 
for  freight,  and  the  Town  owes  the  Stone  Co.,  $912.65,  less 
any  deductions  that  may  be  made  for  delay  in  the  delivery 
of  stone.  The  Selectmen  recommend  that  an  appropriation 
of  five  thousand  dollars  be  made  for  macadamizing  or  paving 
streets. 

Attention  has  never  been  paid  in  this  Town  sufficiently  to 
the  matter  of  grades  in  laying  out  or  improving  the  roads 
and  sidewalks,  and  none  of  the  members  of  this  Board  have 
ever  realized  it  until  the  construction  of  this  road.  We 
desire  to  call  attention  to  the  matter,  so  that  in  future  the 
question  may  be  considered,  and  we  believe  that  in  all  cases 
money  paid  for  the  services  of  competent  engineers  would 
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be  well  spent.  We  refer  more  especially  to  the  cross  sec- 
tions, which  are  very  important,  as  the  sidewalks  on  the  two 
sides  of  a  road  should  be  as  nearly  as  possible  on  the  same 
level. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  on  the  other  roads 
of  the  Town  during  the  year,  especially  on  some  of  the  out- 
lying through  roads,  and  several  permanent  improvements 
made.  The  demand  is  constantly  for  improved  roads,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  roads  are  kept  in  much  better 
condition  than  ten  years  or  so  ago,  and  each  decade  sees  a 
constant  and  permanent  improvement.  This  improvement, 
of  course,  involves  considerable  expenditure.  The  account 
this  year  is  overdrawn  $1,751.65,  but  the  appropriation  was 
$1,000  less  than  last  year.  An  appropriation  of  $14,000  is 
recommended,  besides  an  appropriation  for  the  deficiency. 

LIGHTING. 

The  matter  of  lighting  the  streets  is  still  in  an  unsatis- 
factory condition.  The  committee  appointed  by  the  Town, 
in  accordance  with  the  authority  given  them,  unanimously 
voted  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  make  an  appeal  to 
the  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners.  Such  an  ap- 
peal was  made  last  Fall,  complaining  both  of  the  quality 
and  price  of  the  light,  and  the  matter  is  now  before  that 
Board.  No  hearing  has  yet  been  held,  as  the  Board 
stated  that  there  was  so  much  work  for  them  to  do  at  the 
close  of  the  year  that  they  could  not  attend  to  the  matter 
until  towards  Spring.  The  Electric  Light  Company  gave 
notice  to  the  Selectmen,  on  July  23d,  that  the  price  of  lights 
would  be  raised  about  10  per  cent,  from  September  1st,, 
but  the  Selectmen  have  refused  to  pay  such  increased  price,, 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  excessive.    Aside  from  the  qual- 
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ity  and  the  price  of  the  light  furnished,  the  chief  trouble  is 
that  the  Town  is  lighting  too  much  territory,  and,  even  at  a 
fair  price,  the  expense  would  be  more  than  the  Town  ought 
to  incur.  In  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen, 
$5,000  ought  to  be  the  limit  that  the  Town  should  expend 
for  lighting.  The  Selectmen  also  feel  that  a  better  contract 
could  be  made  for  a  length  of  time  rather  than  for  one  year. 
They,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $5,000  be  ap- 
propriated, and  that  they  be  authorized  to  make  contracts 
for  lighting,  in  such  manner  as  they  see  fit,  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  three  years.  The  Chairman  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  amount  could  properly  be  much  more  reduced,  and 
that  $3,500  is  the  outside  limit  to  the  amount  that  should 
be  expended. 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

No  Board  having  been  elected  by  the  Town,  the  Select- 
men constituted  the  Board.  Mr.  J.  W.  Hunting  was  ap- 
pointed Agent,  and  E.  D.  Hill,  M.  D.,  Physician.  In  the 
Spring  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  Town,  from  Kingston 
line  to  Jazeb  Corner,  was  made,  and  46  cesspools,  or  vaults, 
were  found  to  be  in  bad  condition  and  were  ordered  cleaned. 
Twenty-eight  complaints  of  nusiances  were  received  from 
various  persons,  all  of  which  were  investigated,  and,  when 
a  nuisance  existed,  it  was  ordered  removed.  In  all  cases 
the  owners  have  cheerfully  complied.  In  quite  a  number 
of  cases  the  Board  have  ordered  the  premises  to  be  con- 
nected with  the  sewers. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  57  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
10  of  diphtheria,  and  17  of  typhoid  fever.  All  were  very 
light,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  of  the  scarlet  fever  cases, 
.and  two  deaths  resulted  from  this  disease,  and  none  from  the 
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other  diseases.  Most  of  the  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  in 
the  territory  bounded  by  Union,  Water,  Sandwich  and  Brad- 
ford streets,  and  the  Board  were  convinced  that  the  springs 
in  that  locality,  which  were  used  for  drinking,  were  the 
cause  of  the  tremble.  The  springs  were  closed  up,  and  there 
has  been  no  trouble  since.  The  Agent  of  the  Board  recom- 
mends that  regulations  as  to  the  dumping  of  waste  paper 
and  other  dry  waste  material  should  be  adopted,  which 
recommendation  is  approved,  but  the  matter  can  be  at- 
tended to  by  the  Board,  and  does  not  need  the  action  of  the 
Town. 

STATE  HIGHWAY. 

The  first  mile  of  the  State  highway  has  been  finished  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  the  extension  of  the  same  to  the  Beaver 
Dam  road  was  laid  out  by  the  Commissioners  and  built  by 
the  Town  under  contract  with  the  Commissioners.  A  stone 
arch  bridge  was  built  over  Beaver  Dam  Brook  and  the  whole 
work  on  both  sections  and  the  bridge,  is  completed.  No 
settlement  has  been  made  with  the  Commissioners  as  the}^ 
have  as  yet  not  completed  their  figures  of  quantities  of  mat- 
erial moved  and  work  done,  but  there  are  large  allowances 
to  be  made  the  Town,  but  whether  they  will  equal  the  over- 
draft cannot  be  told  at  this  time,  but  there  will  probably  be 
some  deficiency.  The  total  amount  of  the  bills  paid  by  the 
Town  on  the  first  contract,  is  $9,665.39,  and  there  is  due  the 
Massachusetts  Broken  Stone  Co.,  $197.05,  but  the  bill  has 
not  been  paid  as  part  of  the  amount  is  in  dispute.  There 
has  been  paid  by  the  State  on  this  contract  $8,626.40. 

On  the  second  contract  the  total  amount  of  bills  paid  is 
$10,487.37,  and  there  is  due  the  Stone  Co.,  $70.57.  The  State 
has  paid  on  this  contract,  $4,732.12,  and  other  reimburse- 
ments were  $20.93. 
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A  full  report  of  botli  contracts  and  the  expenditures  and 
receipts  will  be  made  to  the  Town  in  the  future,  after  the  ac- 
counts with  the  State  have  been  adjusted. 

NEW  ROADS. 

But  little  work  was  done  this  year  on  new  roads.  The  road 
laid  out  by  the  Town,  extending  Fremont  Street  to  high 
water,  has  been  worked  and  opened  for  travel.  The  new 
road  from  Ship  Pond  to  Ellisville,  laid  out  by  the  County 
Commissioners,  has  been  begun  and  will  be  worked  this 
winter,  and  probably  be  finished  in  the  early  spring.  Work 
will  also  be  done  by  the  town  teams,  as  the  weather  per- 
mits, on  Spooner  Street,  where  considerable  work  will  have 
to  be  done,  but  it  can  be  performed  from  time  to  time,  when 
the  teams  are  not  otherwise  employed.  The  extension  of 
Water  Street  has  never  been  properly  covered  and  will  need 
some  additional  work  which,  when  done,  should  be  charged 
to  this  account.  The  appropriation  was  $2,003,  and  as  the 
work  done  amounted  to  only  $243.50,  there  is  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $1,756.50,  which  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  do  the 
work  for  the  coming  year,  unless  new  roads  are  laid  out. 

CONTINGENT. 

The  contingent  account  is  overdrawn  £047.94.  The  appro- 
priation for  this  account  has  been  $4,000  for  some  years,  and 
there  has  always  been  an  overdraft.  The  expenses  of  this 
account  have  increased  in  late  years  by  the  expenses  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  Cattle  Inspection,  Registration,  and  the 
election  expenses,  and  it  seems  advisable  to  make  the  appro- 
priation at  least  $4,500,  and  try  to  avoid  an  overdraft.  The 
bills  paid  by  the  Town  yearly  on  account  of  the  Standish 
Guards  are  $000  for  lent,  $370  for  heating  and  lighting,  and 
$50  for  rifle  range,  and  any  small  expenses  for  repairs,  etc., 
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that  may  arise  ;  $300  of  the  amount  paid  for  rent  is  refunded 
by  the  State.  The  amounts  paid  seem  to  be  large,  especially 
the  amount  paid  for  heating  and  lighting,  and  this  amount 
is  likely  to  be  larger,  as  the  company  up  to  this  time  have 
obtained  heat  from  the  Pocket  Company,  but  on  account  of 
the  removal  of  the  Pocket  Company  they  must  now  run  the 
boiler  themselves.  The  Selectmen  think  that  other  arrange- 
ments might  be  made  if  they  were  authorized  to  make  a 
lease  for  three  years  or  more.  Hiring  Davis  Hall  has  been 
suggested,  but  the  Chairman  of  the  present  Board,  on  account 
of  his  interest  in  that  property,  preferred  that  the  matter 
should  be  decided  by  the  next  Board,  of  which  he  will  not 
be  a  member.  The  Selectmen  recommend  that  they  be 
authorized  to  take  a  lease  of  such  property  as  they  may  see 
fit  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  question  of  the  validity  of  the  bequests  of  J.  Henry 
Stickney  is  still  before  the  courts  in  Maryland,  and  at  this 
time  has  not  been  decided,  but  we  are  still  assured  that  in 
all  probability  the  bequests  will  be  held  valid,  and  that  the 
money  will  eventually  be  paid  over  for  the  benefit  of  the 
own. 

By  Chapter  232  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  the  Town  was  authoi- 
ized  to  sell  the  lands  comprised  in  the  devise  of  Dr.  Francis 
eBaron  to  the  Town  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  and  the 
electmen  were  authorized  by  the  Town  to  sell  the  same, 
t  was  all  woodland  in  Carver,  and  the  Selectmen  have  sold 
the  same  to  Charles  N.  Atwood  for  $1,350,  and  the  money 
as  been  deposited  in  the  Plymouth  Savings  Bank  and  the 
ly mouth  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank,  under  the  name  of  the 
rancis  LeBaron  Fund,  the  income  to  be  used  under  the 
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direction  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor,  as  provided  in  said  Act. 

The  sales  of  the  printed  Town  Records  this  year  amounted 
to  $32.65,  which  reduces  the  overdrawn  balance  to  $1,476.83. 
It  seems  inadvisable  to  carry  this  balance  any  longer,  as  the 
sales  in  the  future  cannot  amount  to  any  large  sums,  and  we 
therefore  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $1,476.83  be 
made  for  this  account,  and  that  the  money  received  for  all 
future  sales  be  credited  to  the  contingent  account. 

A  large  part  of  the  appropriation  for  sidewalks  has  to  be 
spent  each  year  for  repairing  concrete,  and  the  Selectmen 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  concrete  sidewalks  do  not 
pay,  and  recommend  to  use  crushed  stone  in  the  future. 
The  first  cost  is  less,  and  the  repairs  ought  to  be  nominal. 
The  Selectmen  have  seen  many  sidewalks  constructed  of 
this  material,  and  in  all  cases  it  has  given  the  best  satisfac- 
tion. 

The  Selectmen  have  adopted  a  regulation  that  the  Treas- 
urer shall  present  to  the  Selectmen  a  statement  showing 
the  standing  of  each  account  on  the  first  of  each  month,  so 
that  they  may  have  at  hand  the  state  of  each  account  and 
take  such  measures  as  they  can  to  prevent  an  overdraft.  Of 
course,  overdrafts  will  be  frecpiently  necessary  for  some  of 
the  accounts,  but  we  believe,  if  more  attention  was  paid  to 
the  matter,  the  garment  could  be  cut  to  the  cloth  in  most 
cases.  Sufficient  appropriations  should  be  made,  and  over- 
drafts be  the  exception,  rather  than  the  rule.  The  Select- 
men, therefore,  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  ^ 
to  pay  no  bills  that  will  cause  an  overdraft  in  any  account 
unless  authorized  bv  vote  of  the  Selectmen.

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report : 

Calls  for  help  the  past  year  have  not  been  as  great  as  for 
the  previous  year,  and  we  have  expended  $670.98  less  than 
in  1894. 

The  usual  good  management  of  the  Almshouse  continues. 
The  inmates  have  been  well  cared  for  and  have  been  made 
as  comfortable  as  they  well  could  be.  It  is  thought  that 
an  appropriation  of  $6,000  will  be  sufficient  for  the  ensu- 
ing year,  and  is  recommended. 


INSANE  POOH. 


The  number  of  insane  have  again  increased  over  previ 
ous  }^ears,  and  we  have  been  unable  to  keep  within  the  ap 
propriation.

The  last  two  years  the  Assessors  have  made  measurements 
of  a  large  portion  of  the  principal  streets  from  Hotel  Pilgrim 
to  Kingston  line,  in  order  to  make  a  more  equal  assessment 
upon  the  lots,  and  have  taken  upon  each  street  for  a  basis,  a 
rate  that  seemed  just  and  fair  to  all  tax-payers.    Upon  no 
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street  lias  the  valuation  been  raised  above  a  former  valua- 
tion of  some  of  the  lots  ;  on  the  contrary,  in  adjusting  the 
rate  to  the  true  quantity,  some  have  been  lessened  while 
others  have  been  raised  to  make  the  valuation  equal. 

Of  the  amount  of  increase  upon  real  estate  the  last  year, 
$229,475  was  upon  buildings  and  $92,175  was  upon  the  land. 
A  large  portion  of  each  being  upon  the  corporations,  which 
semed  to  the  Assessors  should  come  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  instead  of  going  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Commonwealth.

Gentlemen  —  The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  respectfully- 
present  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,. 
1895. 

The  working  force  of  the  Department  consists  of  six 
Engineers  and  155  men,  as  follows  :  Two  steamer  compa- 
nies of  30  men  each,  one  steamer  company  of  15  men,  two 
hook  and  ladder  companies  of  16  men  each,  one  chemical 
company  of  16  men,  one  chemical  company  of  8  men,  four 
hose  companies  of  6  men  each. 


APPAKATUS. 

The  apparatus  is  the  same  as  reported  last  year,  and  con- 
sists of  three  steamers,  two  chemical  engines,  two  hook  and 
ladder  trucks  and  four  hose  carts,  all  in  good  order,  except 
one  hose  cart  or  reel.

We  have  about  5,000  feet  of  2|-inch  cotton,  rubber-lined, 
hose  in  good  condition.

The  street  mains  have  been  tapped  for  new  supplies  in  43 
places,  at  a  cost  of  $130.60.  Add  those  in  use  as  per  last 
year's  report,  1,578,  making  a  total  of  1,621.  Deduct  one  ser- 
vice that  has  been  discontinued,  leaving  1,620  services  in 
use.    The  street  length  of  service  pipes  is  28,993  feet. 

There  have  been  15  leaks  and  obstructions  in  service  pipes 
this  year,  the  cost  of  repairs  and  obstructions  being  $46.43. 


GATES. 

Five  new  gates  have  been  set  this  year.  The  cost  of  the 
gates  is  included  in  the  cost  of  extensions  to  which  they  be- 
long. All  gates  have  been  inspected  and  put  in  good  condi- 
tion.

The  weeds  have  been  cut  down  and  removed,  both  inside  and 
outside  of  the  enclosure,  at  a  cost  of  $46.69.

The  butments  at  Little  South  Pond  and  Great  South  Pond 
have  been  inspected  and  put  in  good  condition  at  a  cost  of 
$12.00.    The  butment  at  Lout  Pond  has  not  had  any  repairs 
the  past  year.    All  three  butments  are  in  good  condition. 


TELE-HYDROBAROMETER, 

There  have  been  some  repairs  on  the  transmitter  and  wires, 
the  batteries  have  been  charged ;  the  cost  of  repairs  and  main- 
tenance has  been  $1406.

The  boilers  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  are  in  good 
condition.  The  boiler-room  has  had  two  coats  of  albamural 
on  the  walls  and  ceiling,  and  put  in  good  order  at  a  cost  of 
$30.77.

Dear  Sir —  In  reply  to  ,  your  letter  with  reference  to  the 
conditkm  of  the  Plymouth  water  supply  and  requesting 
information  as  to  measures  for  improving  it,  I  will  say  that 
the  Board  will  advise  you  in  this  matter  after  a  visit  to  the 
Town  has  been  made  by  one  of  its  Engineers,  which  will 
be  in  a  few  days. 

The  cause  of  the  present  trouble  with  the  water  is  the 
presence  in  the  water  of  the  pond  of  a  very  large  number 
of  the  organism  "  Uroglena,"  which  has  been  present  in  the 
pond  in  previous  years,  but  probably  never  before  in  such 
large  numbers.  I  know  of  no  method  of  preventing  this 
growth.  Flushing  pipes  has  generally  been  found  of  no  ad- 
vantage while  the  organism  is  present  in  large  numbers  in 
the  pond,  and  it  would  probably  be  best  to  avoid  flushing 
at  such  times.

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BUKTON  PAKE. 

The  appropriation  for  Burton  Park  not  being  enough  to  pay 
for  the  fences  erected  on  the  northeast  and  northwest  sides  and 
around  the  gully  which  has  been  planted  with  small  shrubs 
and  grass  seed,  the  Commissioners  have  overdrawn  the  ac- 
count $13.68  and  ask  you  to  approve  the  same.  On  the  other 
four  accounts  there  is  a  total  sum  undrawn  of  $90.96. 

Burton  Park  would  be  much  improved  by  setting  out 
shrubs,  for  which  a  small  annual  appropriation  is  needed  for 
a  few  years. 

BATES  PABK. 

On  the  larger  part  of  Bates  Park  more  depth  of  soil  is 
j  needed  to  ensure  the  support  of  a  good  lawn,  but  no  soil 
!  has  been  offered  this  year  at  a  price  low  enough  to  justify  its 
purchase.  There  seems  nothing  more  appropriate  than  grass 
and  a  few  trees  and  shrubs  for  this  park.  Some  increase  in 
the  sum  to  its  credit  is  desired,  that  soil  may  be  procured 
whenever  it  can  be  done  to  advantage.  It  is  probable  that 
some  fencing  may  be  needed  next  year. 

BEACH  PAKE. 

At  Beach  Park,  a  plank  walk  has  been  built,  extending 
from  the  wooden  driveway  to  the  shelter  Pavilion.  The 
waiting-room  and  the  Pavilion  have  served  their  purposes 
f\    Tery  well. 

Of  !  This  fourteen  hundred  feet  of  sandy  sea-shore  is  much  used 
1.    by  the  townspeople  and  visitors  from  other  places. 

MORTON  PARE. 

Morton  Park,  after  seven  years'  ownership  by  the  Town, 
i  though  only  a  woodland  with  large  ponds,  shows  prominent 
I   marks  of  difference  from  any  and  all  other  woodlands  in  the 
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Town,  by  reason  of  the  care  that  has  been  used  to  encourage 
the  growth  of  the  better  trees  and  the  removal  of  the  inferior 
ones,  without  materially  changing  the  natural  woodland 
aspect  of  the  scenery,  and  also  on  account  of  the  improve- 
ments made  in  roads  and  paths.  This  park  has  become  one 
of  the  principal  attractions  to  visitors  to  the  Town.  They 
enjoy  its  quiet  wildness  and  natural  beautj^,  and  contrast  it 
favorably  with  parks  in  other  places. 

The  money  appropriated  this  year  has  been  mostly  ex- 
pended in  keeping  the  roads  and  paths  from  deteriorating. 
Some  small  white  pines  have  been  set  out  at  no  cost  except 
for  labor,  and  many  promising  young  trees  of  pine  and  beach 
have  had  room  made  for  them  by  removing  inferior  trees 
which  would  retard  their  growth. 

The  growth  of  the  chestnut  and  white  pine  groves  is  rapid 
beyond  anything  that  could  be  anticipated. 

There  is  in  this  park  an  abundance  of  good  gravel  and 
some  coarse  stone.  Whenever  money  is  available  to  pay  for 
the  labor  of  using  these  materials,  it  will  be  easy  to  make 
improvements  of  a  more  permanent  character  than  has  been 
practicable  in  the  past. 

When  the  road  on  the  west  side  of  Little  Pond,  called 
Little  Pond  Drive,  was  first  marked  out  by  cutting  away  the 
trees  and  bushes,  Mr.  Harold  Whiting  volunteered  to  grade  it 
roughly  at  his  own  expense.  He  did  so,  and  used  it  one  sea- 
son in  driving  to  and  from  his  summer  home  at  Billington 
Sea  before  the  Park  Commissioners  expended  any  money  in 
grading  it.  Mr.  Benjamin  M.  Watson  has  suggested  that  it 
would  be  appropriate  to  change  the  name  from  Little  Pond 
Drive  to  Harold's  Waj^.  The  suggestion  is  gladly  received 
by  the  Commissioners,  and  hereafter  that  route  is  to  be 
called  Harold's  Way,  in  memory  of  one  who,  by  the  upright- 
ness of  his  character,  the  simplicity,  sincerity  and  kindness  of 
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his  intercourse  with  our  people,  the  refreshing  and  inexhaus- 
tible enthusiasm  so  freely  displayed  in  his  love  of  Plymouth 
and  the  region  around  Billington  Sea,  endeared  himself  to 
all  who  knew  him. 

In  order  to  learn  how  much  the  beach  trees  in  the  park 
grow  yearly,  measurements  have  been  taken  of  the  circum- 
ferences of  tv,  enty  trees  for  six  years,  and  of  ten  other  trees 
for  shorter  periods.  The  preferred  height  for  measurement  is 
found  to  be  about  the  height  of  the  measurer's  shoulder, 
higher  or  lower  if  the  limbs  interfere,  the  exact  spot  on  each 
tree  being  marked,  generally  by  a  large-headed  tack  nail. 

The  trees  selected  varied  in  size  from  two  inches  in  diam- 
eter to  thirteen  inches.  The  greatest  growth  for  any  year  of 
a  single  tree  was  one  and  one-half  inches,  or  about  one-half 
an  inch  in  diameter.  The  average  yearly  growth  of  twenty 
trees  in  five  years  was  one-quarter  of  an  inch  in  diameter. 

TRAINING  GREEN. 

Training  Green  is  a  constant  reminder  of  the  wisdom  of 
the  Town  in  changing  it  from  a  neglected  "  common  "  into  at- 
tractive grass  plots  and  useful  paths,  surrounded  by  a  plain, 
yet  appropriate  and  secure,  stone  curbing.  It  has  been  neatly 
kept  by  Mr.  Blackmer. 

It  has  been  frequently  suggested  that  our  roads  would  be 
much,  less  sandy  if  a  belt  of  protecting  trees  was  left  on  each 
side.  This  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  most  of  the  very 
sandy  pieces  of  road  are  where  there  is  little  shade,  and  also 
by  the  rapidity  with  which  a  fair  piece  of  road  becomes 
sandy  when  the  wood  is  cut  off  from  the  neighboring  lots. 

Some  owners  of  woodland  show  their  public  spirit  by 
leaving  trees  uncut  along  the  roadside,  and  doubtless  more 
would  do  so  if  they  realized  the  considerable  benefit  they 
would  confer  on  the  community  by  so  doing,  and  the  small 
personal  loss  they  would  incur. 
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To  illustrate  these  points  let  us  take  the  case  of  a  wood-lot 
bordering  on  a  highway  on  both  sides  for  one  quarter  of  a 
mile.  If  the  owner,  when  cutting  this  lot  leaves  strips  one 
rod  wide  uncut,  he  would  probably  leave  standing  eight  or  ten 
cords  of  wood  which  might  have  a  market  value  of  $5  or  $10, 
according  to  location.  This  money  would  not  be  lost,  as  the 
wood  would  still  be  available  for  use  in  case  of  necessity,  and 
these  belts  would  easily  supply  considerable  fire-wood  with- 
out injury  to  their  use  for  shade ;  the  owner  would  simply 
postpone  realizing  on  an  acre  of  his  lot. 

We  ask  the  Town  to  appropriate  the  same  amounts  for  each 
park  and  for  Training  Green  as  were  voted  in  1895.

MUNICIPAL  LIGHTING. 


Understanding  that  there  is  to  be  no  formal  report  of  the' 
Committee  on  Municipal  Lighting  (appointed  at  the  last  an- 
nual Town  meeting),  the  undersigned,  one  of  the  Committee, 
desires  to  state  briefly  to  the  Town  certain  facts  and  recom- 
mendations relating  to  the  subject. 

The  writer  has  given  some  time  to  the  collecting  of  reports 
and  to  a  personal  investigation  of  a  number  of  electric  light- 
ing plants.  An  increasing  number  of  towns  and  cities  in  this 
Commonwealth,  and  elsewhere,  furnish  their  own  electric  light,, 
and  at  a  great  saving  over  what  the  same  would  be  furnished 
by  private  parties.  There  is  no  apparent  reason  why  an  elec- 
tric plant  should  not  be  managed  by  the  Town  as  economi- 
cally and  wisely,  and  for  the  people's  interest,  as  well  as  the 
highways  of  which  the  lights  would  seem  to  be  a  part,  or  as  the 
public  water  supply ;  and  in  this  State  the  private  ownership 
of  public  water  supplies  is  generally  and  properly  dis- 
couraged. The  City  of  Boston  lately  investigated  this  subject, 
and  October  15,  1895,  reported  in  favor  of  municipal  owner- 
ship of  the  public  lighting  plant.  The  City  of  Salem  is  agi- 
tating the  subject.  The  Town  of  Peabody  owns  its  own 
plant.  Wakefield  has  recently  bought  out  the  local  company 
with  certain  attendant  features  not  necessary  to  be  duplicated. 
The  Town  of  Wellesley  owns  its  street  distribution  which  it 
put  in  at  a  cost  of  $13,000,  and  purchases  its  current  of  a 
company  in  Natick  at  $6.00  per  light.     There  are  504  lights. 
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Marblehead  has  a  population  of  between  7,000  and  8,000,  and 
its  valuation  is  nearly  the  same  as  that  of  Plymouth.  The 
electric  light  plant  there  is  exceedingly  well  planned  and  ar- 
ranged. There  are  165  arc  and  40  incandescent  lights,  cover- 
ing 35  miles  of  streets.  In  their  forthcoming  annual  report 
the  cost  in  detail  of  running  the  station  for  one  day  (or  night) 
December  21,  1895,  will  be  shown.  The  lights  are  run  from 
dark  toxdaylight,  or  all  night,  and  the  cost,  after  making  all 
deductions,  including  interest  and  depreciation  charges,  was 
23  J  cents  per  arc  light,  or  $7.50  for  300  nights,  or  at  the  rate 
of  about  $35.00  per  year  for  half  night  service,  such  as 
Plymouth  enjoys  for  $75.00. 

Many  other  instances  might  be  cited,  but  perhaps  enough 
has  been  said  to  warrant  the  recommendation  that  the  Town 
instruct  the  present  Committee,  or  some  other,  to  investigate 
and  report  on  the  proper  method  and  probable  cost  of  estab- 
lising  an  electric  light  plant  to  be  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Town.

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  public  schools  is  a 
growing  burden  upon  the  tax-payer.  Our  Town  has 
given  liberally  for  the  needs  of  its  schools,  yet  they  are 
not  fully  met.  Each  additional  requirement  coming 
from  the  State  House,  each  new  building  with  approv- 
ed heating  and  ventilating  apparatus,  and  each  new 
school  add  permanently  to  the  running  expense. 
Teachers  are  commanding  better  salaries,  and  we  are 
liable  at  any  time  to  lose  some  of  our  best  teachers,  by 
reason  of  better  salaries  offered  from  cities  or  towns 
that  pay  more  than  we.  There  is  not  a  sufficient  sup- 
ply of  well  trained  and  efficient  teachers,  and  it  is  be- 
coming more  difficult  to  fill  the  vacancies  without 
impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  schools. 

Our  system  of  grading  the  salaries  is  an  unfortunate 
one,  being  regulated  by  the  grade  of  the  school,  and 
not  by  the  success  of  the  teacher.    This  should  be 
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changed  whenever  it  is  possible  to  do  so.  Our  piimary 
schools  require  the  very  best  of  teachers  and  under 
the  present  system,  teachers  who  are  well  adapted  to 
the  work,  and  particularly  successful  in  it,  are  dissatis- 
fied, and  are  anxious  to  go  up  to  another  grade,  for  the 
increase  of  pay.  We  now  have  many  that  it  would  be 
a  misfortune  to  lose,  and  we  have  felt  compelled  to  in- 
crease some  of  the  salaries,  as  will  be  shown  by  the 
accompanying  statement. 

The  Town  has  authorized  the  construction  of  two 
new  school  buildings,  and  the  abandonment  of  the 
building  on  School  Street,  also  the  old  one  near  Cold 
Spring.  The  delay  in  the  construction  of  the  new 
building  on  Russell  Street  (which  is  through  no  fault 
of  the  contractor),  has  made  it  impossible  to  give  up 
the  School  Street  building,  but  we  hope  to  do  so  in  a 
few  months.  Your  Committee  are  reluctant  to  build 
a  new  building  at  Cold  Spring,  not  only  because  it  is 
difficult  to  find  a  suitable  lot,  but  we  believe  it  to  be  of 
great  advantage  to  bring  the  schools  together,  and 
would  discourage  the  construction  of  isolated,  or  de- 
tached, school-houses.  We  understand  that  the 
Town  has  expressed  its  approval  of  this  change  in 
policy  in  authorizing  the  erection  of  the  new  four- 
room  building,  rather  than  a  smaller  one. 

The  vacant  land  in  the  lot  of  the  Alden  Street 
school  was  suggested  as  an  available  building  site,  but 
a  careful  examination  has  shown  it  to  be  very  nearly 
all  bog,  and  therefore  unfit.  This  lot  also  presents 
unusual  difficulties  in  the  matter  of  drainage. 
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The  Cold  Spring  Primary  School  having  become 
too  large  to  remain  under  one  teacher,  and  no  other 
room  being  obtainable,  the  building  occupied  by  the 
North  Grammar  School  was  divided,  the  grammar 
school  taking  the  northerly  half,  and  new  primary 
school  the  southerly.  As  a  temporary  expedient  this 
has  worked  well,  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  comple- 
tion of  the  ntw  building  on  Russell  Street,  we  shall  be 
able  to  so  arrange  the  schools  as  to  obviate  for  the 
present  the  necessity  for  another  house. 

Should  it  at  any  time  be  found  necessary  to  provide 
additional  school-room  at  the  North,  it  may  be  done 
advantageously  by  building  on  to  the  front  of  the 
school-house  on  Court  Street,  now  occupied  by  the  In- 
termediate School.  The  location  of  this  building  and 
the  size  of  its  lot  offer  an  unusual  opportunity  for  the 
economical  enlargement  of  the  building,  and  for  the 
improvement  of  the  heating  and  ventilating  of  the  pre- 
sent school-room. 

Repairs  upon  the  school  buildings  necessitate  the 
outlay  of  very  considerable  sums  of  money,  but  only 
such  have  been  made  as,  in  our  judgment,  could  not 
wisely  have  been  delayed. 

At  Cedarville,  the  building  has  been  replastered,  fit- 
ted with  slate  black-boards,  a  new  floor  laid,  and  the 
roof  reshingled.  The  coming  year  the  exterior  should 
receive  a  coat  of  paint.  The  building  on  Court  Street, 
occupied  by  Miss  O'Brien,  has  been  supplied  with  new 
desks  and  slate  black-boards,  a  new  floor  was  laid,  and 


the  interior  repainted.  The  division  of  the  larger 
building  at  Cold  Spring,  fitting  it  for  two  schools, 
compelled  a  rearrangement  of  the  sanitaries,  and  this 
has  been  done  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  affording  a 
protection  which  is  much  needed  at  some  other 
schools.  We  have  been  obliged  to  protect  the  High 
School  building  by  painting  the  exterior  wood  work 
and  the  tin  roofs.  The  sanitaries  in  the  High  School 
building  have  been  connected  with  the  sewer,  and 
other  changes  have  been  made,  which  will,  it  is  hoped, 
make  the  system  more  satisfactory. 

Early  in  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  secure 
the  use  of  the  Church  building,  on  Sever  Street,  and 
we  now  have  more  than  fifty  scholars  in  that  building. 
This  school  will  be  provided  with  suitable  accom- 
modations on  the  completion  of  the  new  building. 

A  larger  room  in  the  Town  House  having  been  as- 
signed  to  the  use  of  the  School  Department  as  a  Sup- 
erintendent's office,  the  necessary  furniture  was  pur- 
chased, and  its  cost  is  included  in  the  items  of  expen- 
diture. 

The  expenditure  for  insurance  was  caused  by  the 
renewal  of  policies  covering  the  High  School  build- 
ing for  the  term  of  five  years,  for  the  sum  of  $22,000. 

This  is  the  only  insurance  carried  by  the  School 
Department,  it  having;  been  the  policy  of  the  Town  to 
insure  its  own  buildings ;  if  a  change  in  this  policy  is 
desired,  the  Committee  should  be  so  instructed. 

In  compliance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  the 
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Cedarville  School-house  lot  has  been  enlarged  bv  the 
purchase  of  the  triangular  piece  of  land  lying  on  the 
Southerly  side,  thus  extending  it  to  the  new  road. 
The  Town  having  made  no  provision  therefor,  pay- 
ment for  the  same  was  made  from  the  regular  appro- 
priation for  schools. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  recent 
legislation,  all  school  buildings,  not  already  supplied, 
have  been  furnished  with  flags  and  poles.  Even  with 
the  greatest  care  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  the  flags 
are  frequently  torn,  and  are  liable  to  suffer  great  wear 
by  the  exposure  now  required  by  law.  Repairing  and 
replacing  these  flags  and  poles  will  make  a  consider- 
able item  of  expense  in  each  coming  year. 

Your  Committee  believe,  that  if  the  children  now  at 
the  out-lying  schools,  could  be  brought  to  the  central 
district,  they  would  profit  greatly  by  the  change. 
With  this  in  view,  we  have  sought  to  discontinue  the 
small  school  at  South  Ponds,  but,  not  having  been 
able  to  make  satisfactory  provision  in  the  matter  of 
transportation  for  the  safety  and  comfort  of  the  chil- 
dren, we  are  under  the  necessity  of  continuing  the 
present  arrangement. 

In  the  past,  we  have  paid  but  little  attention  to  the 
provisions  of  the  law  requiring  all  children  in  the 
public  schools  to  be  vaccinated.  By  inquiries  sent  to 
other  towns,  we  learn  that  they  are  very  generally 
complying  with  the  law.  We  have  recently  called  the 
attention  of  parents  and  guardians  to  this  law,  by  nc- 
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tices  in  the  local  papers,  that  they  might  have  ample 
time  to  comply  with  it.  Injhe  Spring,  with  the  com- 
ing of  warmer  weather,  we  shall  require  all  scholars, 
not  exempt  by  law,  to  furnish  evidence  of  having 
been  duly  vaccinated. 

The  School  Committee  are  required  by  law  to  take, 
in  the  month  of  May,  in  each  year,  a  census  of  all 
children  between  certain  ages,  and  this  matter  should 
no  longer  be  neglected.  It  will  put  upon  the  School 
Department  a  very  considerable  item  of  expense,  un- 
less we  can  have  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors.  In  that  month  the  Assessors  make  a  can- 
vass of  the  Town,  and,  apparently,  it  would  be  adding 
but  little  to  their  labors,  or  to  the  cost  of  their  service, 
should  they  procure  this  information.  Otherwise,  the 
Committee  must  employ,  at  a  considerable  expense, 
some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  go  over  the  same 
ground,  and  thus  require  an  additional  .appropriation, 
or  lessen  the  amount  applicable  to  other  school  pur- 
poses. The  Committee  do  not  feel  that  they  can 
properly  arrange  with  the  Assessors  personally  to  do 
this  work,  for  they  will  at  that  time  be  receiving  pay 
by  the  day  from  the  Town,  and  we  therefore  ask  the 
Town  to  instruct  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  sfive  to 
the  School  Committee  a  list  of  the  names,  ages,  and 
places  of  residence  of  all  children  in  the  Town,  be- 
tween the  ao;es  of  five  and  fifteen  years. 

The  Town  having  duly  authorized  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  employ  a  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr. 
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Francis  J.  Heavens  was  selected  with  entire  unan- 
imity, and  has  been  engaged  to  serve  for  one  year  at  a 
salary  of  $2,000.  We  feel  that  the  Town  is  very  for- 
tunate in  having  the  benefit  of  his  experience,  skill 
and  energy,  and  we  desire  to  call  special  attention  to 
his  able  report  herewith  submitted,  heartily  endorsing 
each  recommendation  therein  contained. 

Your  Committee  have  not  found  it  possible  to  con- 
duct this  department  in  a  satisfactory  manner  with 
the  appropriation  as  provided  by  the  Town  for  the 
last  year-  We,  therefore,  ask  for  an  appropriation  of 
$35,000  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the.  School  Depart- 
ment for  the  present  year,  including  therein  the  cost 
of  books  and  supplies  usually  provided  for  by  a 
special  appropriation.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee  : — 

The  following  is  submitted  as  the  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  for  the  year  1895  : — 

My  connection  with  the  schools  under  your  charge  is  too 
recent  to  permit  my  presenting  any  complete  report.  I  have 
endeavored,  during  my  stay  here,  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  methods,  character  and  spirit  of  your  schools,  to  com- 
pare their  opportunities  and  results,  and  to  note  their  weak- 
nesses and  excellencies. 

The  plan  of  organization,  the  arrangement  of  work  and 
the  methods  employed  in  the  schools  here  are,  in  some 
respects,  peculiar.  They  present  unusual  conditions  and 
circumstances.  These  conditions  have  not  come  about  by 
chance,  but  are  the  result  of  a  well-defined  policy.  They 
bear  the  stamp  of  an  intelligent  purpose.  But  this  policy 
has  not  alwa}Ts,  perhaps,  been  corrected  by  comparison  with 
the  methods  pursued  and  results  obtained  in  schools  of  other 
intelligent  communities,  nor  always  modified  by  what  exper- 
ience has  taught  is  best  for  other  schools. 

However  wise  and  successful  the  policy  pursued  here  has 
been,  I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  needs  of  the 
schools  of  to-day  demand  some  changes, — not  so  much,  per- 
haps, in  the  principles  underlying  this  policy,  as  in  the 
methods  of  their  application. 
8 
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The  following  suggestions  embody  a  few  changes  which, 
if  made,  will  doubtless  tend  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
schools. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

At  the  present  time,  in  classes  below  the  eighth  year 
(Grammar  School),  there  are  very  few  text  books  in  the 
hands  of  pupils.  Indeed,  excepting  some  reading  matter 
and  a  few  well-worn  geographies,  they  have  none  at  all.  It 
is  supposed  that  the  teacher  will  supply  the  place  of  books, 
that  she  will  be  text  book  on  the  many  subjects  now  required 
to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools.  This  method  is  success- 
fully employed  in  the  German  schools,  to  be  sure  ;  but  in 
adopting  the  system  here,  there  is  no  evidence  that  there 
ever  accompanied  it  the  definite  and  detailed  outline  of  work, 
together  with  the  multiplicity  of  reference  books,  maps, 
globes  and  other  school  apparatus,  that  are  always  found  in 
the  German  schools.  Or  if  these  things  were  supplied,  they 
have  now  very  effectually  disappeared.  Nor,  I  think,  would 
the  present  corps  of  teachers  claim  to  possess  that  skill  and 
training  uniformly  demanded  of  teachers  in  Germany  to 
make  this  method  of  work  a  success. 

The  first  lessons  in  every  subject  are  usually  taught  in  the 
best  schools  without  text  books.  The  primary  school  needs 
few  books  except  a  liberal  supply  of  suitable  reading  matter. 
*  Most  of  the  work  up  to  the  fifth  year  at  school  may  be  done 
by  oral  exercises.  But  this  oral  work  is  here  continued  too 
long,  and  the  schools  are  suffering  from  it.  Experience 
shows  the  need  of  text  books  much  earlier  than  they  are 
here  supplied.  They  should  be  in  the  hands  of  pupils  at 
least  as  early  as  their  fifth  school  year.  To  rely  upon  the 
teacher  to  supply  the  need  of  books  is  to  assume  that  she 
can  extemporize  lessons  as  valuable  as  those  which  have 
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taken  authors,  skilled  in  the  given  subject,  hours  to  prepare. 

The  present  practice  also  requires  that  the  teacher  shall 
conduct  every  exercise  with  the  whole  school  at  once  ;  and 
this  very  few  teachers  can  do  successfully.  Moreover,  the 
writing  of  so  many  exercises  on  the  blackboard  is  an  unne- 
cessary tax  upon  the  time  and  strength  of  teachers,  and  the 
copying  of  these  exercises  is  a  wicked  waste  of  time  and 
energy  on  the  part  of  pupils,  and  a  severe  strain  on  the  eyes 
of  all. 

However  successfully  the  schools  have  heretofore  carried 
on  their  work  without  text  books,  no  one  who  sees  and  un- 
derstands the  present  needs  of  the  schools,  will  question  the 
absolute  necessity  of  their  being  at  once  supplied  with 
suitable  books,  maps,  and  other  apparatus.  To  the  lack  of 
these  things  is  due,  I  believe,  much  of  the  fragmentary,  in- 
complete and  disconnected  work  so  evident  in  many  of  the 
schools,  and  the  helpless,  dependent  way  in  which  pupils 
endeavor  to  work,  even  during  their  first  year  at  the  High 
School,  when  books  are  at  length  supplied  them.  Teachers 
are  recognizing  the  weakness  of  their  schools  in  this  respect. 
Repeatedly,  during  the  past  few  months,  they  have  asked 
that  the  necessary  books  be  supplied  ;  but  there  have  been 
no  funds  with  which  to  do  it.  All  the  regular  appropriation 
for  books  and  supplies  is  needed  to  rebind,  replace,  and 
supplement  the  books  already  in  use,  and  to  furnish  the  other 
needed  supplies  outside  of  new  books.  But  if  the  schools 
here  are  to  do  the  work  which  this  community  has  the  right 
to  de-mand  of  them,  this  need  must  in  some  way  be  met.  It 
wiil  take  not  less  than  $1,500  to  reasonably  well  supply  the 
necessary  books  and  maps. 

When  these  are  secured,  by  exercising  proper  care  in  their 
use  and  reasonable  economy  in  purchasing  other  material, 
the  ordinary  appropriation  for  books  and  supplies  will  be 
sufficient  to  meet  the  current  needs  of  the  schools. 
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EE  G  BAD  IN  G. 

The  plan  of  work  for  the  Primary  and  Grammar  schools 
here  provides  for  a  ten  }rears'  course  of  study.  That  is, 
there  are  ten  grades  or  classes,  the  work  of  each  grade  or 
class  occupying,  ordinarily,  one  year.  To  each  teacher  there 
is  assigned  at  least  two  years'  work  —  two  grades  or  classes. 
The  teacher  endeavors  to  go  over,  in  a  general  way,  the  two 
years'  work  in  one  year,  carrying  with  her  as  many  of  her 
pupils  as  can  go  at  this  rapid  pace  ;  and  those  who,  at  the 
end  of  the  first  year,  are  considered  to  have  done  satisfac- 
torily the  work  of  the  two  years  are  promoted  to  the  grade 
next  above. 

Naturally,  only  a  small  number  ofeach  school  is  qualified 
to  pass  on  at  the  end  of  the  first  year.  Those  who  are  not 
promoted,  together  with  those  who  come  in  from  the  grade 
next  below,  go  over  again  the  same  work  already  attempted, 
hoping  to  complete  it,  if  they  have  any  hope  or  ambition 
left,  by  the  end  of  the  second  year.  The  school  work  has 
been  arranged,  and  the  school-houses  planned  and  built,  to 
carry  out  this  scheme  of  work  successfully. 

The  results  of  this  method  are  not  wholly  satisfactory. 
The  plan  tends  to  induce  superficial  work  in  all  the  schools. 
Those  pupils  who  are  accounted  able  to  do  the  two  years' 
work  in  one  year,  do  not  have  sufficient  drill  to  become  well 
grounded  in  anything.  To  those  pupils  who  have  the  ambi- 
tion to  work  earnestly  for  the  yearly  promotion,  but  not  the 
ability  to  successfully  accomplish  it,  the  failure  brings  dis- 
couragement and  needless  humiliation ;  while  those  who 
have  to  go  over  the  same  work  a  second  time,  do  it  in  that 
listless,  perfunctoiy  manner  which  dampens  all  ardor  and 
enthusiasm  of  both  teacher  and  school. 

This  method  of  organization  is  unique,  and  doubtless  has 
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many  advantages.  But  the  experience  of  other  good  schools 
seems  to  indicate  that  the  close  grading  of  schools,  with 
suitable  provision  for  individual  promotions,  and  the  assign- 
ing of  only  one  grade  or  class  to  each  teacher,  is  the  best 
plan  yet  formed.  A  regrading  on  this  basis  has  been  effected 
in  a  few  schools  where  it  could  conveniently  be  arranged, 
and  already  more  and  better  work  is  being  secured  than 
would  seem  to  be  possible  with  the  same  amount  of  effort 
where  a  teacher  has  to  divide  her  energies  between  two 
classes  and  over  two  or  more  years'  work. 

But  how  to  carry  this  regrading  further  is  a  question. 
Wherever  there  were  pupils  enough  to  form  a  school  of  two 
grades,  there  a  building  has  been  erected  and  a  school  of 
this  kind  organized,  until  the  number  of  buildings  contain- 
ing such  schools  is  twenty-seven,  of  which  there  are  two 
four-room  buildings  and  two  two-room  buildings.  All  the 
other  buildings  have  only  one  room  each.  This  gives  an 
average  number  of  fifty  pupils  to  each  school  building. 

This  seems  an  unfortunate  state  of  affairs  out  of  which  to 
bring  effective  teaching  or  to  secure  econonrv  in  school 
expenditures.  All  of  these  school  buildings  are  as  simple 
in  construction  and  as  plain  in  furnishings  as  they  can  well 
be  ;  but  even  so,  it  must  be  a  severe  drain  on  the  yearly 
appropriation  to  keep  them  in  reasonable  repair  —  and  will 
be  increasingly  so  as  they  become  older.  If  the  schools 
could  be  consolidated  in  a  third  as  many  buildings  —  and 
that  might  well  be  brought  about  —  very  much  more  efficient 
school-work  could  be  done  by  a  less  number  of  teachers, 
and  a  considerably  smaller  sum  of  money  would  be  needed 
annually  for  repairing,  refurnishing  and  heating  school 
buildings. 

Regrading  and  reorganizing  the  work  of  the  schools  are 
attended  with  difficulties  peculiar  to  this  community,  and 
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can  be  accomplished  only  at  considerable  inconvenience. 
Some  children  would  have  to  walk  much  farther  than  they 
now  walk  to  school,  and  others  would  have  to  be  transferred 
out  of  the  district  in  which  they  are  at  present  attending 
school ;  but,  in  my  judgment,  the  greater  efficiency  in  school- 
work  resulting  from  the  change  would  much  more  than 
balance  the  inconvenience  incurred. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

A  definite  course  of  study  for  the  schools  has  been  in  use 
here,  but  for  some  time  it  has  not  been  followed.  Schools 
of  the  same  grade  are  not  all  of  them  doing  the  same  work. 
When  a  necessary  transfer  of  pupils  from  one  school  to 
another  of  corresponding  grade  is  made,  these  pupils  are 
sometimes  obliged  to  go  over  again  work  already  done.  The 
schools  in  this  respect  need  to  be  re-arranged  and  the  work 
unified. 

If  the  course  of  study  formerly  in  use  here  were  again 
followed,  it  would  not  meet  the  wants  of  the  schools  of 
to-da,y.  Nor  does  an  outline  of  work  especially  prepared 
for  other  schools  fill  the  requirements  of  the  schools  here. 
The  lack  of  suitable  text  books  and  maps,  the  unusual 
arrangement  of  classes,  and  other  conditions  peculiar  to  the 
schools  of  this  place,  make  the  task  of  preparing  a  suitable 
outline  of  work  somewhat  difficult.  Nevertheless,  since 
teachers  work  more  freely  and  with  a  more  definite  purpose 
—  and  hence  more  intelligently  —  when  they  know  exactly 
what  is  expected  of  them,  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  form  a 
definite  outline  as  soon  as  the  time  in  which  to  do  it  can  be 
found. 
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TKUANCY. 

This  community  is  arranging  in  the  Lest  possible  man- 
ner for  its  own  welfare  and  prosperity  in  establishing  and 
maintaining  good  schools.  These  being  secured,  it  is  a 
duty  the  people  owe  themselves  to  see  that  all  the  children 
in  the  Town  receive  those  helps  toward  good  citizenship 
which  the  schools  furnish. 

As  in  all  other  communities,  there  are  some  parents  here 
who  fail  to  appreciate  the  advantages  the  schools  offer. 
Through  carelessness  or  indifference,  they  allow  their  chil- 
dren habitually  to  absent  themselves  from  school.  Such 
children  are  present  onty  when  the  law  compels  their  at- 
tendance. Teachers  do  all  they  can  to  reach  and  hold  such 
pupils ;  they  try  to  make  school  life  pleasant  and  school 
work  evidently  profitable  ;  and  by  all  reasonable  means  they 
endeavor  to  secure  the  regular  and  punctual  attendance  of 
every  child;  but,  unless  they  receive  the  active  co-operation 
of  all  concerned,  their  efforts  sometimes  end  in  failure  and 
consequent  discouragement. 

The  Committee  recognize  it  to  be  their  duty,  when  other  and 
milder  measures  have  failed,  to  have  recourse  to  the  law  pro- 
vided for  truants,  and  for  parents  and  others  who,  through 
indifference  or  criminal  neglect,  practically  contrive  to  ren- 
der the  school  laws  of  no  effect.  The  active  measures  al- 
ready taken  are  having  a  wholesome  effect  upon  careless 
parents  and  delinquent  pupils.  The  teachers,  too,  are  feel- 
ing and  appreciating  the  active  support  of  the  school  authori- 
ties in  this  respect.  A  vigorous,  yet  prudent,  policy  in  this 
matter  will  have  an  excellent  effect  in  carrying  out  more 
.nearly  the  purpose  for  which  the  schools  are  established. 
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NEW    SCHOOL  LAW. 

There  seems  to  be  a  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of 
some  parents  and  citizens  relative  to  the  action  of  the  Com- 
mittee with  respect  to  the  Compulsory  School  Law  passed 
in  1894.  The  requirements  of  this  law  seem  clear.  All 
children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen,  except  those 
specifically  mentioned  in  the  Act,  mast  attend  school  at 
least  thirty  weeks  every  year ;  their  attendance  must  be 
continuous  for  the  length  of  time  mentioned,  and  must  be- 
gin within  four  weeks  of  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term. 

It  is  the  last  mentioned  provision  —  that  requiring  the 
year's  attendance  to  begin  before  the  end  of  the  first  month 
of  the  Fall  term  —  that  seems  to  bear  heavily  upon  those 
children  engaged  at  the  cranberry  bogs.  Many  times  last 
Fall  the  Committee  was  requested  to  give  to  children  per- 
mission to  remain  out  of  school  beyond  the  time  the  law 
allows.  These  requests,  some  of  them  made  on  what  ap- 
peared very  reasonable  grounds,  could  not  be  granted,  for 
the  Committee  does  not  see  that  it  has  any  power  in  the 
matter.  If  it  could  excuse  any  child  from  school  for  a 
month,  it  could  excuse  him  for  a  year,  and  thus  make  the 
law  of  no  effect.  However  severe  or  imperfect  or  unjust 
some  may  regard  this  law,  it  cannot  lessen  the  responsibil- 
ity of  the  Committee  with  respect  to  its  enforcement. 

It  has  been  suggested  that,  to  meet  the  difficulty  the  law 
creates,  especially  in  the  outlying  districts,  the  schools  there 
be  not  opened  until  October.  This  would  give  the  people 
there  the  opportunity  of  keeping  their  children  out  during 
the  entire  cranberry  season,  and  yet  place  them  in  school 
before  the  time  of  absence  allowed  by  law  had  expired. 
Then,  by  continuing  these  schools  through  the  month  of 
July,  the  children  would  still  have  a  yearly  school  session  of 
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forty  weeks,  the  length  of  time  required  by  the  Town.  Just 
this  plan  was  tried  in  the  Fall  of  1894.  Some  of  the  out- 
lying schools  were  not  opened  until  October.  During  May 
and  June  of  the  following  Spring,  the  attendance  at  some 
of  these  schools  fell  off  nearly  50  per  cent.  Nevertheless,, 
a  paper  was  sent  to  the  parents  of  pupils  in  those  districts- 
to  determine  how  many  would  send  their  children,  provided 
the  schools  were  continued  through  July,  to  make  up  the 
time  lost  in  the  Fall.  In  some  instances  not  one  parent  re- 
sponded ;  in  other  cases  the  attendance  of  two  or  three 
children  was  promised.  But  in  no  case  was  there  sufficient 
encouragement  to  warrant  the  Committee  in  continuing  any 
school.  Apparently,  it  is  no  more  convenient  for  children 
in  those  districts  to  attend  school  during  July  than  during 
September,  or,  in  many  cases,  than  in  April  and  May. 

Doubtless  this  condition  of  affairs  is  due  more  to  the 
circumstances  and  condition  of  the  people  there  than  to 
any  lack  of  appreciation  of  school  privileges.  In  any  case, 
the  result  is  the  same.  These  children  are  not  receiving, 
that  training  which  the  State  demands,  and  for  which  the 
Town  makes  provision  at  great  expense.  The  Town  is  now 
paying  very  nearly  twice  as  much  for  teachers'  salaries  to 
educate  each  pupil  in  the  outlying  districts  as  it  is  for  each 
pupil  in  the  center  of  the  Town. 

Conditions  in  the  outlying  districts  should  be  changed,  so 
that  a  better  trained  class  of  teachers  would  be  willing  to 
go  and  to  remain  there.  A  more  regular  school  attendance 
should  be  enforced,  a  better  quality  of  teaching  be  made 
possible  by  reducing  the  number  of  grades  assigned  each 
teacher  and  by  giving  her  enough  pupils  to  keep  up  her  in- 
terest and  enthusiasm.  More  efficient  school  work  cannot 
be  expected  until  the  schools  are,  to  some  extent,  consoli- 
dated. Such  a  measure  would  remove  many  obstacles- 
which  at  present  make  successful  work  impossible. 
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MUSIC. 

It  became  evident  to  me  very  soon  after  my  connection 
with  the  schools,  that  the  work  being  done  in  music  was  not 
satisfactory.  Enough  time  was  assigned  for  this  purpose, 
but  it  was  not  used  to  advantage.  There  existed  in  nearly 
every  school  a  disposition  to  slight  the  music  work.  This 
inclination  was  especially  evident  in  the  High  School,  where 
more  than  half  the  whole  number  of  pupils  was  excused,  at 
the  request  of  parents,  from  taking  any  part  in  the  music. 

The  Music  Teacher  was  working  at  a  decided  disadvantage. 
Most  of  the  schools  had  no  music  books  at  all.  He  could, 
therefore,  assign  the  different  classes  no  definite  amount  of 
work ;  nor  could  the  regular  teacher's  conduct,  to  advantage, 
such  work  as  was  assigned.  The  whole  scheme  was  unsys- 
tematic and  incomplete,  and  the  results  were  meagre  and  un- 
certain. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year,  Mr.  Leonard,  the  Music 
Director,  left  the  service.  To  fill  the  vacancy,  the  Committee 
was  able  to  secure  Mr.  F.  L.  Diman,  who  has  been  so  favor- 
ably known  here  and  elsewhere  as  a  Teacher  of  Music.  The 
teachers  were  asked  to  co-operate  in  putting  the  music  work 
on  a  better  basis,  and  their  schools  were  supplied  with  the 
books  and  charts  absolutely  needed,  All  excuses  of  pupils  to 
omit  music  were  cancelled,  and  no  others  have  since  been 
granted.  Teachers  and  pupils  have  cheerfully  responded  to 
the  efforts  made  to  render  their  work  more  profitable.  They 
have  taken  it  up  with  a  zeal  and  enthusiasm  which  still  con- 
tinues. 

If  the  schools  are  supplied  with  the  needed  material,  and 
the  work  wisely  directed,  there  is  little  doubt  that  music  will 
do  for  the  schools  here  the  valuable  service  it  is  doing  for  the 
schools  in  other  places. 
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PENMANSHIP. 

An  effort  lias  been  made,  during  the  past  few  months,  to ' 
)l  make  the  work  in  penmanship  more  systematic  and  profit- 
able. Each  school  was  doing  what  seemed  to  it  best,  with- 
J  out  much  regard  to  the  work  of  any  other  school.  Some  of 
18  the  teachers  had  already  tried,  or  were  at  that  time  trying, 
e  the  vertical  system  of  writing,  and  seemed  to  be  gaining  good 
lt  results  from  it.  It  seemed  an  opportune  time  to  give  the  ver- 
tical system  a  fair  trial. 

In  September  the  Committee  voted  to  allow  the  schools  to 
t    try  this  method  of  writing  for  so  long  a  time  as  was  neces- 
sary  to  determine  whether  or  not  results  would  justify  its  re- 
ft   tention  in  the  schools. 

On  the  whole,  very  creditable  results  have  followed.  In 
D"  I  some  cases  the  improvement  has  been  quite  marked.    All  the 
teachers  seem  to  favor  this  system  of  writing,  and,  while  the 
;  time  given  to  testing  it  has  not  been  long  enough,  perhaps,  to 
w  1  warrant  a  definite  judgment,  yet  the  satisfactory  results  se- 
lf   cured  thus  far  would  seem  to  warrant  its  permanent  adoption. 
Ik       It  seems  desirable  that  pupils  in  these  schools  should  begin 
j  pen  and  ink  practice  earlier  than  they  do.     The  best  results 
i  require  an  early  familiarity  with  the  pen  —  at  least  as  early  as 
to   the  second  year  at  school.    The  desks  in  the  primary  schools 
rt  i  here  contain  no  ink  wells,  making  it  inconvenient  to  begin  the 
h   use  of  the  pen  until  the  fifth  year  at  school.    By  that  time 
iej    the  pupil  very  often  has  acquired1  careless  and  slovenly  habits 
jdi    in  written  exercises,  induced  by  the  ease  with  which  all  work 
done  with  the  slate  and  pencil  can  be  effaced.     Indeed,  many 
'  of  the  schools  are  working  at  considerable  disadvantage  in 
fi    their  endeavors  to  secure  the  best  results  from  exercises  re- 
lit   quiring  writing  and  drawing.    The  desks  and  seats  are  poorly 
adjusted  to  the  size  of  the  pupils.    This  is  especially  true  of 
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tlie  primary  schools.  In  the  lowest  primaries,  many  feet  can- 
not reach  the  floor,  and  in  the  third  and  fourth  year  classes, 
the  seats  and  desks  are  much  too  small  and  low. 

This  condition  of  affairs  is  unfortunate  in  any  grade  of 
school,  but  it  is  especially  so  in  primary  grades,  for  in  them 
it  more  readily  engenders  awkward,  careless  habits,  renders 
good  work  impossible,  and  is  very  likely  to  do  permanent 
harm  to  the  bodies  of  the  pupils. 

These  obstacles  to  successful  work  should  be  removed. 
The  furniture  should  be  readjusted  and  refitted,  the  use  of  the 
slates  restricted,  and  the  using  of  paper  and  ink  made  pos- 
sible earlier. 

CLOSING  EXERCISES  IN  GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

A  class  of  about  seventy  finished  the  work  of  the  Grammar 
schools  last  June.  On  the  last  day  of  the  school  year,  for 
an  hour  in  the  afternoon,  these  boys  and  girls  came  together 
at  the  High  School,  and  in  the  presence  of  their  friends  took 
part  in  some  simple  closing  exercises.  The  programme  was 
short,  but  each  school  took  part,  and  the  exercises  were  of 
so  simple  a  character  that  very  little  time  was  required  in 
their  preparation. 

Every  year  a  class  having  about  the  number  of  the  last 
class  finishes  the  work  prescribed  for  the  Grammar  schools. 
For  some  of  these  pupils  it  is  the  end  of  their  school  career. 
Many  do  not  enter  the  High  School.  It  seems  fitting  that 
some  formal  recognition  be  made  of  this  important  epoch  in 
the  life  of  those  who  do  not  return  to  school,  and  in  this 
distinct  stage  of  the  work  of  those  who  enter  the  High 
School.  And  the  more  so,  inasmuch  as  it  gives  an  oppor- 
tunity to  the  different  classes  in  the  four  or  five  Grammar 
schools  to  meet  together  for  an  exercise  in  which  they  all 
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have  a  common  interest.  Since  the  High  School  is  a  suita- 
ble and  convenient  place  in  which  to  hold  these  closing 
•exercises,  the  occasion  serves  for  many  of  the  pupils  as  a 
pleasant  and  fitting  introduction  to  their  new  school  home. 

I  hope  these  exercises,  or  those  of  a  more  suitable  char- 
acter, may  be  continued,  for  they  may  be  made  a  memorable, 
pleasant  and  profitable  feature  in  the  closing  days  of  the 
school  life  of  many  pupils. 

TEACHERS. 

If  the  character  and  ability  of  its  teachers  are  qualities 
which,  primarily,  render  the  schools  of  any  community 
worthy  the  trust  and  liberal  support  of  the  people,  then  the 
schools  of  this  Town  merit  the  confidence,  support  and 
esteem  which  they  receive.  And,  in  this  connection,  it  is 
pleasant  to  me  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  earnest, 
faithful  work  the  teachers  are  here  doing.  I  have  found 
them,  as  a  body,  zealous  and  conscientious,  ready  to  receive 
suggestions,  and  intelligent  in  interpreting  and  carrying 
them  out.  Their  regular  and  cheerful  attendance  at  the 
many  teachers'  meetings  held  the  past  few  months,  and 
their  response  to  every  call  upon  their  time  and  strength 
for  increased  effort,  show  their  willingness  to  give  any 
reasonable  amount  of  time  to  make  their  own  work  and  that 
of  the  whole  school  system  here  a  success.  This  community 
is  fortunate  in  having  so  many  good  teachers  —  teachers 
whose  services  would  command  much  larger  salaries  else- 
where. 

The  most  perplexing  question  in  school  management 
to-day  is  how  to  secure  and  retain  good  teachers.  The 
cities  and  larger  towns  of  this  State  especially  are  all  the 
time  making  strenuous  efforts  to  find  such  teachers,  and  are 
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offering  the  largest  financial  inducements  their  treasuries 
will  allow  to  secure  them.  The  supply  of  good  teachers  is 
not  nearly  equal  to  the  demand. 

By  referring  to  the  statistics  given  on  a  later  page  of  this 
report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  salary  paid  the 
teachers  here  below  the  High  School  is  more  than  one-fifth 
less  than  the  average  salary  paid  the  teachers  in  this  State. 
If  the  Committee  here  hope  to  retain  the  present  teachers,, 
or  secure  worthy  successors  for  those  who,  for  one  reason  or 
another,  drop  out  year  by  year,  a  larger  sum  of  money  must 
be  applied  to  teachers'  salaries. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  schools  of  to-day  are  accounted  better  than  those  of 
yesterday.  They  cost  more  in  time,  money  and  effort.  Year 
by  year  they  are  influencing  at  more  points  and  more  vitally 
every  public  interest.  They  are  calling  into  their  service 
men  and  women  of  the  best  and  highest  attainments.  The 
demands  of  the  modern  school  make  heavy  drafts  upon  the 
public  treasury ;  but  by  well-nigh  universal  consent,  no 
public  investment  gives  a  larger,  surer  or  better  return. 
The  best  schools  alone  are  worth  the  having  ;  and  any  rea- 
sonable amount  of  money  and  energy  wisely  applied  to  the 
securing  such  schools  is  well  spent. 

The  lively  and  intelligent  interest  which  the  people  of 
this  Town  show  in  their  schools  is  evidence  enough  that 
they  wrish  them  to  rank  with  the  best,  and  are  willing  to 
make  all  reasonable  and  necessary  provision  for  that  end. 

It  is  in  this  belief,  and  with  an  earnest  desire  for  the  in- 
creased efficiency  of  the  schools,  that  the  preceding  suggest- 
ions are  given  and  summarized  below  : — 

1.  That  the  schools  be  supplied  at  once  with  the  neces- 
sary text  books,  maps  and  charts. 
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2.  That  the  regrading  of  the  schools  be  carried  out  still 
further,  and  each  teacher,  so  far  as  possible,  be  given  only 
one  class  or  grade. 

3.  That  a  definite  course  of  study  be  outlined  and 
adopted. 

4.  That  the  furniture  of  the  schools  be  refitted  and  read- 
justed where  necessary. 

5.  That  the  policy  of  consolidation  of  schools  be  definite- 
ly adopted,  and  carried  out  as  far  as  possible. 

6.  That  a  larger  sum  of  money  be  applied  to  teachers' 
salaries,  so  that  it  may  be  possible  to  pay  to  teachers  here 
below  the  High  School,  the  average  salary  paid  to  other 
teachers  in  this  State.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you 
are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers.  The  fol- 
lowing officers  to  be  voted  for  all  on  one  ballot,  viz :  Five 
Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes, 
Auditor,  one  Assessor  for  three  years,  seven  Constables,  one 
Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  three  years,  two  Water  Commission- 
ers for  three  years,  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  for 
three  years,  one  Park  Commissioner  for  three  years,  and 
three  members  of  a  Committee  on  Agawam  and  Half-way 
Pond  Fishery,  and  to  vote  by  ballot,  "  Yes "  or  "  No,"  in 
answer  to  the  question  :  "  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  Town  ?  " 
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Art.  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  boards  of  offi- 
cers and  committees  of  the  Town  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  revise  and  accept  a  list  of  Jurors  prepared  by 
the  Selectmen. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes,  and  for  disbursement  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  laws  relating  to  State  Aid  and  Military  Aid,  and 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town  after  January  1st,  1897.

—  Voted,  That  the  vote  of  the  Town  passed  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  in  regard  to  the  vacant 
lot  of  land  on  South  Street,  be  reconsidered. 

April  14. —  Voted,  That  Mr.  Lewis  Eddy  be  authorized  and 
instructed  to  grade  and  improve  the  lot  on 
South  Street,  occupied  in  part  by  the  Primary 
School-house,  and  enclose  the  same  with  a 
post  and  rail,  or  single  chain  fence,  at  an 
expense  not  to  exceed  the  sum  appropriated 
for  the  same  at  the  annual  town  meeting, 
last  March,  namely,  $650.00. 

April  14.—  Voted,  That  the  Dog  Fund,  amounting  to  $777.00, 
and  the  additional  sum  of  $530.00  be  and 
hereby  is  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Pub- 
lic Library  for  the  current  year  to  be  ex- 
pended :  First,  towards  keeping  the  Library 
open  from  the  opening  in  the  morning  con- 
secutively till  the  closing  hour  at  night  : 
second,  toward  a  revision  of  the  library  and 
the  printing  of  a  new  catalogue,  and  that  the 
Directors  of  the  Library  be  requested  to  print 
in  the  Town  Eeport  each  year  the  number  of 
patrons,  the  number  of  books  issued  and  under 
the  various  headings  of  Historical,  Biographi- 
cal, Scientific,  Poetic,  etc. ;  also  the  periodicals 
and  papers  furnished  the  Beading  Koom  and 
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the  number  patronizing  it,  and  such  other  in- 
formation as  the  Directors  may  deem  proper. 

April  14. —  Voted,  That  the  Town  accept  and  allow  the 
lay-out  of  a  Town  way  from  Alden  to  Spooner 
Street,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  and  re- 
ported to  the  Town. 

April  14.  Voted,  That  the  Town  accept  and  allow  the  lay- 
out of  a  Town  way  from  Samoset  to  Alden 
Street,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  and  re- 
ported to  the  Town. 

April  14 — Voted,  That  the  Town  accept  and  allow  the 
alterations  of  Union  Sireet,  as  altered  by  the 
Selectmen  and  reported  to  the  Town. 

April  14. —  Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  take  a  lease  of  such  property  as 
they  see  fit,  for  an  armory,  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  five  years. 

April  14. —  Voted,  That  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 

one  thousand  dollars  for  sewers, 
i 

April  14. —  Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  sell  for  one  dollar,  and  convey 
any  interest  the  Town  may  have  in  the  lot 
of  land  on  the  Northerly  side  of  Sandwich 
Street,  near  Water  Street,  on  which  the  house 
of  Thomas  A.  Peterson  stands,  including  the 
land  around  the  house,  and  extending  from 
Sandwich  Street  to  Town  Brook,  provided 
said  Peterson  shall  give  a  right  to  the  Town 
to  maintain  the  sewer  or  drain  now  running 
through  said  premises. 
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April  14. —  Voted,  That  tlie  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  borrow 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  and  to  issue 
therefor  the  notes  of  the  Town,  each  for  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  bearing  interest 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  4|  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually,  dated  July  1st,  1896, 
and  payable,  one  at  the  end  of  each  year  there- 
after, until  the  whole  are  paid,  said  notes  to  be 
sigued  by  the  Treasurer  and  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  Selectmen. 

April  14. —  Voted,  That  the  Town  p.uthorize  the  Selectmen  to 
make  a  contract  for  lighting  the  streets  and 
Town  House  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three 
years,  at  a  cost  of  not  exceeding  five  thou- 
sand dollars  a  year. 

April  14. —  Voted,  That  the  number  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee be  reduced  from  six  to  three,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  the  statute. 

April  14.  —  Voted,  That  the  further  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  and 
thirty  dollars  be  apppropriated  at  this  meeting, 
viz.:  Public  Library,  $530.00  ;  sewers,  $1,000.00 
in  addition  to  the  amount  of  $103,766.52  appro- 
priated at  the  annual  meeting,  making  a  total 
amount  of  one  hundred,  five  thousand,  two 
hundred,  ninety-six  and  T5o2o  dollars  be  raised 
and  assessed  upon  the  polls  and  estates  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  and  upon 
the  estates  of  the  non-residents,  to  defray  the 
•expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  ensuing  year. 


REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN. 


The  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  the  following  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1896 : 

STATE  HIGHWAY. 

The  last  annual  report  contained  extended  reference  to 
the  highway  and  bridge  at  Manomet.  These  were  con- 
structed by  the  Town  under  contract  and  bargain  with 
the  State  Highway  Commissioners,  under  their  super- 
vision, and  from  plans  and  specifications  drawn  by  that 
Board,  with  the  understanding,  so  far  as  the  present 
Board  of  Selectmen  have  knowledge  of  the  matter,  that 
the  entire  cost  of  the  work  to  the  Town  would  be  re- 
imbursed upon  filing  proper  vouchers  of  the  cost  of  same. 
By  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  it  will  be  seen  that  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  a  balance  of  State 
highway  account  of  $6,819.04.  Since  that  time  a  pay- 
ment of  $3,589.13  has  been  made,  and  a  few  small  bills 
charged  up  to  the  account,  leaving  a  net  balance  at  the 
end  of  the  year  due  from  the  State  $4,117.59  accord- 
ing to  the  books  of  the  Town.  During  the  year  this 
claim  has  been  pressed  upon  the  attention  of  the  State 
Board  repeatedly,  but  so  far  no  further  allowance  could 
be  obtained,  as,  unfortunately  for  the  Town,  the  State 
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Board  seems  to  measure  cost  by  feet  and  inches  rather 
than  by  dollars  and  cents,  as  paid  out  by  the  Town 
to  its  citizens  for  the  work  done. 

To  make  clear  the  position  of  the  State  Highway 
Commissioners  in  this  matter,  the  Selectmen  beg  leave 
to  quote  from  a  communication  received  from  that  Board 
under  date  of  January  23,  1897,  as  follows : 

"Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  Plymouth,  Mass.: 

"Dear  Sir — Your  letter  of  Jan.  15,  stating  that  yon  find  that 
there  is  a  balance  due  from  this  Board  on  account  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  State  highway  at  Manomet,  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Board  at  its  meeting  held  Jan.  21,  and  I  was 
directed  to  make  reply  that  the  Board  does  not  think  it  advis- 
able to  make  any  further  allowance  on  the  claim." 

During  the  summer  the  Selectmen  were  duly  notified 
that  the  further  sum  of  $4,000  had  been  apportioned 
for  the  extension  of  the  State  highway,  and  that  a  pre- 
liminary survey  should  be  made  by  the  Town,  and 
choice  of  route  be  given,  so  far  as  the  Selectmen  had 
preference  in  the  matter.  Three  surveys  Avere  made  by 
Mr.  Lyman,  under  direction  of  this  Board,  and  each  care- 
fully considered.  One  by  the  present  Shore  road,  so 
called,  one  by  the  Pine  Hills  road,  and  one  through  the 
valley  east  of  the  latter.  The  Selectmen  finally  decided, 
after  receiving  a  petition  signed  by  nearly  every  voter 
in  Manomet,  and  considering  the  saving  in  distance  of 
about  a  mile  and  a  quarter,  that  the  Pine  Hills  route  was 
the  most  desirable  of  the  three,  and  so  advised  the  Com- 
missioners. 

The  recommendation  of  this  Board  was  accepted,  and 
the  contractor  has  now  entered  upon  the  work,  which 
by  the  coming  summer  will  probably  be  completed,  and 
the  road  again   opened   to   the   use   of   the  Town  in  a 
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much  improved  condition.  The  Town  under  the  Statute 
had  the  first  right  to  contract  with  the  Commissioners 
for  the  work,  but  in  view  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition 
of  the  State  highway  accoubt,  as  referred  to  above,  it 
was  deemed  advisable  by  the  Selectmen  to  waive  that 
provision  and  allow  the  Commissioners  to  advertise  for 
bids  covering  the  work  proposed. 

The  additional  section  as  now  laid  out  will  extend 
from  the  Beaver  Dam  road  to  the  top  of  the  Pine  Hills, 
following  substantially  the  line  of  the  old  road,  with  a 
much  improved  grade  as  well  as  road-bed,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  with  another  appropriation  it  may  be  carried  to  the 
Hotel  Pilgrim. 

NEW  KOADS. 

Extensions  and  improvements  have  been  made  in  this 
department.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  work  on 
Spooner  Street,  now  in  fairly  good  condition  as  to  road- 
bed and  sidewalk.  The  widening  of  Union  Street,  from 
Fremont  to  Bradford  streets,  is  a  very  great  improve- 
ment to  that  section  and  at  a  small  cost  to  the  Town. 
One  half  of  the  land  damage  for  the  entire  length  of 
the  widening  was  assumed  by  our  public-spirited  and 
generous  citizen,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Morton,  who  has  upon 
mairy  occasions  before  testified  substantially  his  broad 
and  philanthropic  interest  in  all  that  pertains  to  the 
welfare  of  the  Town. 

The  further  widening  of  Fremont  Street,  from  Union 
Street  to  the  shore,  by  taking  the  strip  of  land  dona- 
ted by  the  estate  of  Charles  Burton,  for  the  purpose 
of  broadening  the  sidewalk,  is  a  marked  improvement 
to  which  the  Selectmen  desire  to  call  attention. 

The  cost  of  the  work  on  the  extension   from  Valler- 
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ville  to  Ellisville,  was  probably  increased  by  three  or 
four  hundred  dollars,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Coun- 
ty Commissioners  required  a  width  of  18  feet  instead 
of  15  feet,  as  estimated  by  the  Selectmen  in  the  ori- 
ginal calculation  submitted  to  the  Town.  This  road  is 
now  open  to  travel  and  being  near  the  shore  it  will, 
no  doubt,  in  time,  invite  improvement  and  settlement  in 
that  section. 

Standish  Avenue,  as  accepted  by  the  Town  at  the 
annual  meeting,  has  not  been  worked,  owing  to  the 
expenditures  of  the  appropriation  in  other  sections  as 
enumerated  above ;  but  it  is  now  proposed  to  enter  upon 
that  work  at  once  from  Samoset  Street  with  the  unex- 
pended balance,  and  before  the  annual  meeting  some 
progress  will  have  been  made.  If  it  is  considered  de- 
sirable that  this  improvement  should  be  carried  through 
at  once  from  Samoset  Street  to  Spooner  Street,  a  con- 
siderable appropriation  will  be  needed.

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ROADS  AND  BRIDGES. 

This  department  might  more  properly  be  referred  to 
as  roads  and  sidewalks  ;  considering  the  fact  that  much 
more  is  expended  annually  on  sidewalks,  in  concrete  re- 
pairs, and  extensions,  than  on  bridges.  Under  the  careful 
supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  the  high- 
ways of  the  Town  have  been  kept  in  good  condition, 
with  the  exception  of  a  period  of  dry  weather  during  the 
summer,  when,  with  our  light  and  sandy  soil,  it  was  of 
no  avail  to  make  repairs. 

The  experimental  section  of  macadam  through  Court 
and  Main  streets  is  proving  the  wisdom  of  that  outlay, 
as  it  has  now  had  the  test  of  a  year's  constant  traffic, 
and  little,  if  any  wear  is  perceptible.  No  expenditure 
has  been  made  except  for  cleaning,  and  watering  for  a 
short  time  during  the  early  spring,  when  complaint  was 
made  of  dust  from  the  fine  surface  layer,  which  was 
not  hardened  down  as  it  now  is,  and  probably  little,  if 
any  further  trouble  will  be  had  from  this  source. 

Your  Board  is  not  prepared  to  recommend  a  further 
appropriation  for  macadam,  until  its  durability  shall 
have  been  fully  tested  by  the  present  section,  so  that  the 
Town  may  be  satisfied  that  it  is  not  only  desirable  as 
an  improved  roadbed,  but  is  economical  in  the  end. 
The  considerable  overdraft  in  this  account  was  caused 
by  the  difficulty  of  estimating  accurately  the  repairs  on 
roads  and  sidewalks  required  to  give  satisfactory  and 
safe  accommodation  to  the  public.  The  heavy  snowfall 
in  December  caused  an  expenditure  of  something  over 
fifteen  hundred  dollars,  which  of  course  could  not  have 
been  anticipated  in  asking  for  appropriation. 

The  question  of  widening  Middle  Street,  in  order  to 
P2 
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obtain  the  bequest  made  in  the  will  of  the  late  J. 
Henry  Stickney  for  that  purpose,  will  be  brought  before 
the  Town  at  the  annual  meeting.  To  carry  out  fully 
what  seem  to  have  been  Mr.  Stickney's  intentions  in 
the  matter,  would  require  an  additional  outlay  on  the 
part  of  the  Town;  but  with  the  growing  public  inter- 
est in  the  Pilgrim  traditions  and  the  annual  increase 
of  visitors  to  the  Town,  effort  should  be  made  to  pre- 
serve and  protect  all  points  of  historic  interest. 

SEWEES. 

Extensions  in  the  sewer  have  been  made  chiefly  in 
localities  where  application  has  been  made  by  residents 
desiring  the  same,  and  where  the  entrance  fees  would,  to  a 
large  extent,  cover  the  cost  of  construction.  The  section 
from  Fremont  Street  through  Sandwich  Street  south  was 
much  more  expensive  than  was  anticipated,  owing  to  the 
difficulties  encountered  in  excavating  to  the  depth  required 
in  that  part  by  the  Engineer's  plan  —  eighteen  feet.  So 
that  the  overdraft  in  this  account  is  largely  due  to  the 
excessive  cost  of  a  small  portion  of  the  actual  extension. 

Until  recently  the  outlet  pipe  in  the  harbor  has  been 
a  theme  for  much  criticism,  and  doubts  have  been  ex- 
pressed as  to  the  possibility  of  ever  obtaining  satisfactory 
results  from  it.  Your  Board  has  continued  investigations 
in  regard  to  it,  and  as  a  fortunate  result  a  short  time 
ago  it  was  discovered  that  a  metallic  bucket  had  lodged 
in  the  pipe  through  the  carelessness  of  some  employee 
of  the  contractor,  and  had  {.Tactically  closed  the  pipe. 
This  obstruction  being  removed,  a  jacket  was  placed  over 
the  outlet  a  short  distance  from  the  shore,  which  had  been 
used  previous  to  the  discovery  of  the  bucket.  The  pipe 
is   now   working   satisfactorily  the  entire   length  of  the

harbor  section,  and  in  accordance  with  the  theory  of  the 
Engineer.

LIGHTING  STREETS. 


At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  appropriation  for  this 
department  was  reduced  from  $6,000  to  $5,000.  This 
was  done  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  majority  of 
the  Board,  presumably  upon  the  supposition  that  the 
Town  would  instruct  the  Selectmen  as  to  what  section, 
or  sections,  of  the  street  lighting  should  be  discontin- 
ued. As  no  instructions  were  received,  the  Board  has 
been  obliged  either  to  exceed  the  appropriation  or  to 
reduce  the  number  of  lights.  As  the  present  lighting 
system  was,  we  assume,  established  by  the  Town  with 
a  full  understanding  of  the  cost  and  the  extent  of  the 
territory  to  be  covered,  it  has  not  seemed  to  your 
Board  a  matter  within  its  province  to  arbitrarily  cut 
off  sections  of  the  Town  from  the  convenience  of  the 
street  lights,  obtained  fairly  by  appeal  to  the  Town  or 
to  the  Board.  Therefore  it  was  unanimously  agreed  by 
the  Selectmen  that  the  present  system  should  continue 
until  such  time  as  the  Town  should  give  definite  in- 
struction in  the  matter. 
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HARBOR  MASTER 

Under  Chapter  69  of  the  Public  Statutes,  Selectmen 
have  authority  to  appoint  a  Harbor  Master  where  such 
official  may  be  required.  On  account  of  the  constantly 
increasing  traffic  in  our  harbor  during  the  summer  s  ea- 
son,  it  seemed  to  your  Board  desirable  that  authority 
should  be  vested  in  some  person  for  the  regulation  and 
control  of  our  harbor  front  and  channels  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  law  governing  the  same.  Mr.  E. 
"W.  Harlow,  as  one  familiar  with  all  our  harbor  limits 
from  long  experience  and  investigation,  was  appointed 
to  serve  as  Harbor  Master  of  the  port  of  Plymouth 
and  has  rendered  efficient  service. 

TOWN  BELL. 

Under  vote  of  the  Town  the  Selectmen  made  con- 
tract with  the  Blake  Bell  Co.,  of  Boston,  successors  to 
the  Paul  Revere  Co.,  for  recasting  the  old  town  bell, 
and  from  tests  already  made  the  work  seems  entirely 
satisfactory.  The  bell  is  now  in  the  tower  of  the  new 
Unitarian  Church ;  and  as  soon  as  that  structure  has 
been  accepted  by  the  Society,  the  bell  will  be  perma- 
nently placed  for  the  use  of  the  Town. 

TAXES. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  impress  upon  those  specially 
aggrieved  in  the  matter  of  taxation,  and  upon  all  citi- 
zens, that  the  time  to  get  relief  from  this  burden  is 
at  the  annual  meeting,  where  all  appropriations  are 
made,  and  not  at  the  office  of  the  Collector  who  is 
obliged  to  follow  the  instructions  of  the  Assessors.  A 
careful  and  judicious  scrutiny  of  all  appropriations  re- 
commended is  therefore  suggested. 
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"With  diminishing  resources,  as  a  result  of  the  general 
depression  in  business,  the  expenditures  of  the  Town 
for  the  present  should  be  restricted  to  absolute  neces- 
sities. Large  appropriations  for  railroads,  school  build- 
ings and  highways  may  be  avoided  if  the  Town  is 
put  upon  a  dietetic  regime  of  Catholic  fast  days,  rather 
than  to  continue  the   feast  days  of  the  past  ten  years.

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AUDITOB'S  KEPOKT. 


I  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  foi 
the  year  1896.  Vouchers  have  been  shown  for  pay 
ments  made,  and  the  amounts  received  from  various 
sources  have  been  credited  to  the  proper  departments. 
The  cash  balance  at  the  close  of  the  year,  as  shown 
by  his  report,  was  $22,682.87.  A  discrepancy  between 
that  amount  and  the  cash  on  hand  has  been  made  good. 

The  accounts  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes  are  in  a  very 
satisfactory  condition.  The  taxes  of  1894,  which  were 
unpaid  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  have  been  col- 
lected, or  abated,  leaving  now  outstanding,  taxes  for  the 
years  1895  and  1896.  The  amounts  reported  as  re- 
ceived by  him  correspond  with  those  receipted  for  by 
the  Treasurer. 

I  have  also  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Collectors 
of  Water  Bates,  and  find  that  the  sum  of  $17,087.71 
has  been  by  them  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SALARIES. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Town,  held  April  14,  1896,  under 
Article  15  in  the  warrant  for  said  meeting,  which  was 
as  follows  : 

"To  determine  aud  fix,  in  compliance  with  Chapter  423, 
of  the  Acts  of  1893,  the  salary,  or  compensation,  if  any,  to 
be  paid  to  the  Selectmen  aud  other  Town  officers  whose 
pay  is  not  now  legally  fixed," 

It  was  voted : 

"That  the  subject  matter  of  this  Article  be  referred  to  a 
Committee  of  three,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  and 
said  Committee  shall  report  their  recommendations  to  the 
Town  at  a  future  meeting,  or  in   the  next  annual  report." 

The  undersigned,  duly  appointed  under  the  above  vote, 
submit  the  following  recommendations  for  annual  sal- 
aries, from  and  after  January  1,  1897  : 

Selectmen — The  salaries  of  the  Selectmen  shall  be 
$350  for  the  Chairman,  and  $150  for  each  of  the  other 
members  of  the  Board. 

Overseers  of  the  Poor — The  salary  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  shall  be  $50. 

Town  Clerk — The  salary  of  the  Town  Clerk  shall  be 
$50,  and  such  fees  for  special  work  as  are  either  fixed 
by  law,  or  shall  be  allowed  as  heretofore  by  the  Select- 
men, and  in  addition  thereto  $60,  as  ex  -  officio  a  mem- 
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ber  of  the  Board  of  Kegistration  and  Clerk  of  the 
Board.  The  other  members  of  the  Board  are  by  law 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  and  under  the  law  their 
pay  is  fixed  by  them. 

Moderator — The  compensation  of  the  Moderator  shall 
be  $10  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  including  all  ad- 
journments thereof. 

Now  Fixed — The  salaries  of  the  Treasurer,  Collector 
of  Taxes,  Assessors,  Sexton  and  Herring  Committee,  are 
already  legally  fixed. 

Appointees — All  Boards,  Committees,  and  other  officers 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  shall  receive  such  compen- 
sation, if  any,  as   they  shall  determine. 

Committees,  Etc. — Other  Boards,  Committees,  and  offi- 
cers usually  chosen  by  the  Town,  whose  salaries  or  compen- 
sation are  neither  fixed  by  the  Town  nor  included  in  this 
report,  and  all  special  Committees  whose  pay  shall  not 
be  fixed  by  the  Town  at  the  time  of  their  appoint- 
ment, shall  receive  no  pay.

REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report : 

The  calls  for  aid  from  the  outside  poor  do  not  vary 
materially  from  the  previous  year.  The  inmates  of  the 
Almshouse  are  as  usual  well  cared  for,  have  an  abundance 
of  wholesome  food,  are  comfortably  clad  and  kindly  and 
considerately  treated,  and,  as  you  will  see,  we  close  the  year 
with  an  undrawn  balance  of  $51499.  It  is  thought  an 
appropriation  of  $6,000.00  will  be  necessary  for  the  ensu- 
ing year,  and  the  same  is  recommended. 

INSANE  POOR 

The  number  of  insane  have  decreased  one  within  the 
year,  and  while  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  probable 
cost  in  this  Department,  the  Overseers  feel  that  an  appro- 
priation of  $3,000.00,  with  an  additional  $77.24  for  the  defi- 
ciency, ought  to  be  sufficient,  and  is  recommended.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


The  number  of  cases  of  contagious  diseases  reported  for 
the  year  was  eighty-eight,  divided  as  follows : 


Nearly  all  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  in  a  very  mild 
form,  and  were  mostly  confined  to  the  north  part  of  the 
Town,  and  out  of  the  fifty-six  cases  there  were  but  two 
deaths.  The  twenty-eight  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were 
distributed  over  that  part  of  the  Town  lying  between 
the  Franklin  House  on  the  south  and  Kingston  line  on 
the  north.    Three  of  the  twenty-eight  cases  proved  fatal. 

During  the  months  of  April  and  May  an  inspection 
of  the  Town  was  made,  and  the  contents  of  sixty-eight 
cesspools  and  privy  vaults  were  ordered  removed.  A  num- 
ber of  complaints  have  been  made,  all  of  which  have  been 
investigated.  Eight  houses  have  been  connected  with  the 
sewer,  by  order  of  the  Board.

KEPOET  OF  THE  DIKECTOBS. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  expressed  by  the  Town 
at  its  Town  meeting  held  April  14,  1896,  the  Directors 
of  the  Plymouth  Public  Library  respectfully  submit  to 
the  Town  the  following  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
Library  and  of  its  work  during  the  past  year  : 

The  Directors  soon  after  the  meeting  made  arrange- 
ment with  the  Librarian  by  which  the  Library  has  been, 
and  is  now,  continuously  open  to  the  public  from  10  A. 
M.  to  9  P.  M.  every  day  in  the  week,  except  on  Sundays 
and  holidays. 

A  new  Supplement  to  the  Catalogue  has  lately  been 
printed,  so  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  latest  recent  ad- 
dition of  books,  the  original  Catalogue  and  its  various  Sup- 
plements form  a  complete  printed  Catalogue  of  all  the 
books  in  the  Library.  This  is  in  addition  to  a  complete 
Card  Catalogue  of  all  the  books  which  have  been  added 
to  the  Library  since  the  original  Catalogue  of  1880.  The 
subject  of  an  entirely  new  Catalogue  has  been,  and  is 
now,  under  consideration,  but  as  it  is  a  matter  involving  a 
heavy  expense,  and,  if  done  at  all,  should  only  be  done  in 
the  best  and  most  effective  manner,  the  Directors  are 
carefully  investigating  the  matter  before  making  their 
decision.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Plymouth  : 

Gentlemen  —  The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  respectfully 
present  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec. 
31,  1896. 

The  working  force  of  the  Department  consists  of  six 
Engineers  and  155  men,  as  follows :  Two  steamer  com- 
panies of  30  men  each,  one  steamer  company  of  15  men, 
two  hook  and  ladder  companies  of  16  men  each,  one 
chemical  engine  company  of  16  men,  one  chemical  engine 
company  of  8  men,  and  four  hose  companies  of  6  men 
each. 


APPAKATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  Department  is  the  same  as  re" 
ported  last  year,  and  consists  of  three  steamers,  two  hook 
and  ladder  trucks,  two  chemical  engines  and  four  hose 
carts,  all  in  good  order. 


HOSE. 

We  now  have  about  5,000  feet  of  2^  inch  cotton,  rub- 
ber-lined hose,  which  is  now  in  good  condition,  some 
of  it  having  been  re-lined  the  past  year. 


BUILDINGS. 

The  buildings  used  by  the  Department  are  owned  by  the 
Town,  with  one  exception ;  that  used  by  Hose  No.  3  on 
Whiting  Street  is  leased  from  Mr.  Seth  W.  Paty.    All  the 
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buildings  are  in  fair  condition,  and  suitable  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  they  are  used,  except  that  on  South  Street, 
formerly  a  school  building.  When  abandoned  for  school 
purposes,  it  was  turned  over  to  the  Fire  Department.  This 
building  is  in  no  way  suitable,  as  it  is  not  large  enough 
for  the  men  and  apparatus  quartered  there.  It  has  no 
tower  for  drying  hose  and  no  tank  for  washing  same. 
It  has  no  sanitary  arrangements,  no  sewer  connections, 
and  is  not  in  any  way  convenient. 


HYDKANTS. 

Two  hydrants  have  been  added  the  past  year,  making 
in  all  belonging  to  the  Town  93,  and  23  belonging  to  pri- 
vate parties.  There  are  57  hydrants  on  high  service  and 
36  on  low. 


RESERVOIRS. 

There  are  five  reservoirs  belonging  to  the  Town,  all  of 
which  are  tight  and  kept  full. 


FIRES  AND  ALARMS. 

The  Department  has  responded  to  17  alarms  the  past 
year,  13  for  fires  in  buildings  and  4  for  fires  in  the  woods. 
Considering  the  number  of  alarms,  the  loss  has  been 
small,  as  compared  with  former  years.

MORTON  PARK. 

Nearly  all  the  money  expended  at  Morton  Park  has 

been  used  in  repairing  and  improving  the  roads  and 
paths. 

About  one  hundred  dollars  was  used   in   grading  the 

hill  at  the  southerly  end  of  Highland  Road.    This  hill 

has  always  been  considered  too  steep  for  safety,  but 
heretofore  the  annual  appropriations   have   been  needed 
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for  other  improvements  which  seemed  equally  or  more 
important.  The  grade  of  the  road  is  now  easy,  and 
the  appearance  of  that  part  of  the  park  is  much  im- 
proved. 

Highland  Road  and  the  paths  that  go  out  from  it  lead 
to  the  most  attractive  places  of  their  kind  in  the  park. 
Here  may  be  found  the  finest  wooded  slopes,  the  steepest 
hill,  the  deepest  dell,  the  densest  shade  and  varieties  of 
flowers  and  ferns  not  found  elsewhere  in  the  park. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  in  forestry  cultivation  that 
white  pine  and  pitch-pine  trees  grow  best  when  no  trees 
are  near  enough  to  touch  them  with  their  limbs,  or 
shade  them  during  the  middle  half  of  the  day.  Although 
the  oak  largely  predominates  in  Morton  Park  (and 
we  hope  it  always  may  to  a  reasonable  extent),  there 
are  thousands  of  pines,  large  and  small,  growing  among 
the  oaks.  Every  year  some  of  the  oaks  have  been  cut 
to  make  room  for  the  pines ;  but  this  year  such  cutting 
has  been  done  more  thoroughly  than  ever  before.  This 
kind  of  trimming,  continued  every  year,  will  soon  bring 
in  a  fair  proportion  of  evergreen  foliage  which  will  add 
much  to  the  beauty  of  the  park,  especially  when  the 
oaks  are  not  in  leaf. 

Mr.  George  P.  Hayward  very  kindly  gave  money  to- 
purchase  black  spruce  and  balsam  fir  trees,  not  native 
to  our  woods.  About  twenty-five  of  each  kind  are  grow- 
ing in  the  park. 

This  park  is  wild  in  its  nature  and  the  shrubbery 
so  abundant  that  it  has  not  been  considered  necessary 
to  put  any  restrictions  on  picking  or  cutting  flowers 
and  common  shrubs  ;  but  we  do  now  earnestly  request 
that  hereafter  no  evergreen  trees  or  shrubs  be  in  any 
way  interfered  with,  as  the  loss  of  any  of  the  hemlock, 
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white  pine,  pitch-pine,  spruce  and  balsam  fir  trees,  which 
we  have  planted  or  are  trying  to  develop,  would  be  an 
injury.  We  ask  every  visitor  to  the  park  to  help  us 
to  maintain  the  evergreens. 

In  the  Fall  of  1895  a  large  number  of  white  oak 
acorns  were  planted  in  plaees  where  a  new  growth  of 
oak  would  be  desirable.  Many  of  the  acorns  sprouted 
last  Spring,  and  a  fair  proportion  of  the  sprouts  are 
now  alive.  This  Fall  more  acorns  were  planted.  If 
such  planting  can  be  continued  every  year,  it  is  hoped 
that  the  somewhat  distant  future  will  show  that  this 
kind  of  work  gives  valuable  results  at  little  cost. 

The  main  entrance  to  Morton  Park  from  Summer  Street, 
known  as  Little  Pond  Lane,  for  about  a  thousand  feet  is  over 
lands  of  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Watson  and  Mrs.  Caroline  C.  Finney, 
the  Town  having  only  a  right  of  way.  As  it  seems 
very  desirable  that  this  entrance  should  become  a  part  of 
the  park,  a  survey  of  the  premises  has  been  made  (gra- 
tuitously by  our  worthy  Ex-Park  Commissioner,  Walter  H. 
Sears)  and  definite  bounds  placed  for  laying  out  this 
part  of  the  lane.  Mrs.  Watson  has  generously  offered 
to  give  the  part  of  her  land  included  in  the  lay-out,  and 
Mrs.  Finney  will  give  her  portion  on  condition  that  the 
Town  will  erect  and  maintain  suitable  fences  on  her  line, 
if  any  should  be  needed.  The  location  will  be  duly 
filed  with  the  Town  Clerk,  and  the  Town  will  be  asked 
to  accept  and  allow  the  same  for  an  addition  to  Mor- 
ton Park. 

Some  of  the  most  valuable  trees  have  been  injured  this 
year,  presumably  by  gunners  returning  from  the  hunt  by 
way  of  the  park,  with  unused  charges  in  their  guns  which 
they  desired  to  get  rid  of ;  they  have  taken  the  smoothest 
and  best  tree  trunks  for  targets,  probably  not  thinking  of 
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the  damage  they  were  doing,  and  possibly  not  knowing 
that  for  discharging  a  gun  in  the  park,  they  were  liable 
to  a  fine  of  three  dollars  to  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 


BATES  PARK. 

When  Union  Street  was  widened  some  good  soil  was  ob- 
tained for  Bates  Park  for  the  cost  of  cartage.  This  park 
being  much  in  need  of  soil,  and  the  opportunity  to  get  it 
at  so  good  advantage  being  rare,  the  appropriation  asked 
for  by  your  Commissioners  for  this  park  was  exceeded 
in  the  cost  of  the  work.  The  appropriation  made  by 
the  Town  this  year  was  a  lump  sum  for  all  parks.  Under 
the  circumstances,  it  seemed  proper  to  use  the  money 
needed  at  this  park,  so  long  as  the  whole  appropriation 
was  not  exceeded.  The  soil  carted  covered  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  surface  of  the  park  four  to  six  inches  in 
depth,  which,  with  the  soil  previously  there,  makes  very 
good  support  for  grass.  This  has  been  sown  with  grass 
seed.  The  improvement  should  be  continued  to  cover  the 
remaining  third  when  more  soil  can  be  obtained  to  advan- 
tage. 

The  plants  which  Commissioner  Lanman  placed  in  this 
park,  and  the  special  care  he  gave  to  it,  were  much 
approved  of  by  the  neighbors  and  visitors. 


BURTON  PARK. 

This  park  would  seem  to  serve  its  purpose  best  if 
planted  with  hardy  shrubs  and  dwarf  trees,  requiring 
but  little  outlay  after  becoming  well  established.  Your 
Commissioners  wish  to  plant  as  much  of  this  work  as 
is  possible  the  coming  season. 
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BEACH  PARK 

This  park  continues  to  be  an  attractive  resort.  The 
undrawn  balance  in  the  account  is  liable  to  be  called 
upon  at  any  time  to  repair  damages  to  buildings  and 
walks,  on  account  of  possible  encroachments  of  the  sea. 


TRAINING  GREEN. 
The  Green  has  had  the  customary  excellent  care  by 
Mr.  B.  E.  Blackmer.  There  is  a  continued  annoyance 
by  dogs  of  the  neighborhood,  which  seem  to  make  these 
'beautiful  grounds  their  special  place  of  rendezvous.  They 
dig  up  the  grass,  especially  the  young  grass  on  newly 
sown  places.  They  romp  and  race  with  each  other  by 
the  hour,  doing  much  damage.  On  the  coming  of  Mr. 
Blackmer  they  disappear,  and  return  as  soon  as  they 
see  that  he  has  gone.  If  the  owners  of  the  dogs  would 
find  some  means  to  abate  this  nuisance,  they  would  re- 
ceive many  thanks. 

In  mid-summer  the  grass  on  the  Green  began  to  turn 
brown,  and  later  large  patches  died.  Many  small  ants 
were  found  in  these  places,  from  which  it  might  be  in- 
ferred that  they  were  the  cause  of  the  damage.  Those 
whom  we  accept  as  good  authority  in  such  matters  say 
that  the  action  of  such  ants  is  a  benefit  to  a  lawn. 

We  take  the  liberty  of  making  a  few  extracts  from 
Garden  and  Forest  of  November  18th  and  25th,  1896, 
copies  of  which  are  now  on  file  at  the  Public  Library, 
giving  a  very  full  and  interesting  account  of  the  insects 
which  destroy  grass,  and  of  some  remedial  measures 
that  may  be  used. 

"  Land  cultivated  in  one  kind  of  crop  for  many  years 
successively  tends  to  attract  all  the  different  kinds  of 
insects  that  feed  upon  it." 
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"Farmers  have  loDg  known  that  after  land  has 
been  in  pasture  for  a  few  years,  or  has  been  long 
mowed,  the  grass  'runs  out.'  They  accept  this  fact  and 
act  upon  it  without  much  questioning  as  to  just  what 
this  running  out  consists  of ;  but  in  many  cases  the 
land  has  become  so  thoroughly  infested  with  grass-feed- 
ing insects  that  the  roots  are  no  longer  able  to  sup- 
port a  growth.  Insects  are  not  confined  to  farms  or 
farm  lands  ;  they  occur  wherever  plants  are  grown,"  "and 
are  troublesome  even  to  the  little  patch  of  lawn  in 
front  of  the  house." 

"Insects  of  almost  all  orders  are  found  in  grass  lands." 
<£In  the  order  Lepidoptera,  we  find  among  the  moths  a  se- 
ries of  little  species  known  as  Crambids,  many  of  which 
live  in  the  larval  stage  on  grass,  either  at  the  surface 
or  just  below  it,  feeding  upon  the  roots  or  cutting  off 
the  stalks  just  at  the  level  of  the  ground." 

"  Perhaps  the  most  common  and  destructive  of  the 
larvae  found  in  lawns  are  white  grubs,  the  larvae  of 
several  species  of  leaf-horned  or  Lamellicorn  beetles." 
"  Ordinarily  when  we  find  a  white  grub,  nearly  a  quar- 
ter of  an  inch  in  diameter  and  somewhat  more  than  an 
inch  in  length,  without  any  hairy  covering,  we  can  take 
it  for  granted  that  it  is  the  larvae  of  one  of  the  May- 
beetles." 

"Their  eggs  are  laid  in  the  ground  itself  among  the 
roots  of  the  grass,  and  the  larvae  when  they  hatch  at  once 
begin  feeding.  They  live  for  two  or  three  years  in  this 
stage,  growing  very  slowly,  and,  on  the  whole,  not  eating 
very  ravenously."  "An  old  sod  is,  however,  very  apt  to 
become  infested  by  successive  broods,  and  much  damage 
may  then  be  done,  the  roots  being  in  some  cases  eaten  off 
clean,  and  the  grass  becoming  brown  on  the  surface,  and 
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eventually  dying."  This  is  what  seems  to  have  happened 
at  the  Green. 

"  Remedial  measures."  "  One  of  the  simplest  measures 
is  frequent  cutting  and  rolling."  "  The  grass  should  be 
always  kept  well  fed,"  "  using  no  barnyard  manure." 
"  Lawns  should  be  fed  almost  entirely  with  mineral  fer- 
tilizers "  "to  furnish  the  necessary  nitrogen  and  potash." 

The  article  goes  on  to  describe  the  method  that  has 
been  successfully  used  in  applying  kerosene  emulsion  to 
small  lawns  to  kill  all  underground  insects. 

The  Green  will  need  to  be  newly  seeded  next  Spring, 
and  probably  some  other  extra  expense  incurred  to  try  to 
prevent  the  continuance  of  this  trouble.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

FOR  THE  YEAE  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1896. 


The  justice  of  selling  all  water  by  meter  measure- 
ment is  now  practically  acknowledged  and  confirmed  by 
the  reports  of  the  water  commissioners  of  several  cities 
and  towns.  "While  it  is  not  expected  that  there  should 
be  any  curtailment  of  the  legitimate  use  of  water,  there 
is  no  good  reason  why  some  persons  should  be  deprived 
of  water  by  allowing  others  to  waste  it.  From  our  own 
experience  and  reports  from  other  towns  the  only  effectual 
remedy  is  for  every  one  to  pay  for  what  they  use. 

Extensions. 

The  Commissioners  would  call  the  attention  of  the 
Town  to  the  necessity  of  extending  the  (14-inch)  main 
from  near  the  store  of  A.  J.  Atwood  to  Allerton  Street. 
This  would  furnish  a  large  supply  of  water  through  the 
most  compact  part  of  the  Town. 

The  supply  of  water  at  the  North  part  of  the  Town, 
considering  its  great  increase  in  valuable  property,  is  very 
inadequate.  When  the  new  street  is  worked,  probably  the 
Commissioners  will  ask  for  an  appropriation  to  extend 
the  water  pipe  through  the  new  street,  and  by  connec- 
tions with  the  present  pipe  on  Court  Street  will  furnish 
a  satisfactory  supply  to  that  part  of  the  Town.

It  is  very  pleasing  to  the  Committee  to  be  able 
to  report  at  the  close  of  the  year  an  unexpended 
balance  of  appropriation,  although  the  actual  saving 
is  not  as  large  as  would  appear  from  the  figures 
given  above.  Notwithstanding  our  efforts  to  settle 
all  accounts,  bills  amounting  to  a  little  over  four 
hundred  dollars  were  contracted  that  we  were  not 
able  to  have  paid  before  the  Treasurer  closed  his 
accounts  for  the  year.  By  the  lengthening  of  the 
Summer  vacation,  some  six  hundred  dollars  have 
been  saved  in  salaries  this  year,  to  fall  upon  the 
next.  It  has  been  our  earnest  endeavor  to  keep 
expenses  down,  and  for  this  reason  repairs  have 
been  put  off,  and  other  needs  have  gone  unsatis- 
fied. Only  general  repairs  have  been  made,  almost 
nothing  having  been  done  in  the  way  of  renovation. 

The  completion  of  the  new  four-room  building 
on  Russell  Street  has  provided  accommodations  for 
the  Grammar  School  from  the  North,  and  the 
Primary  School  from  School  Street,  enabling  the 
Committee  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  old  build- 
ings on  School  Street  and  at  Cold  Spring.  They 
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have  been  surrendered  to  the  Selectmen,  as  pro- 
vided by  vote  of  the  Town.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  Fall  term,  certain  schools  were  so  crowded  as 
to  compel  the  opening  of  another  school,  and  room 
for  it  was  found  in  the  Burton  Building,  thus 
proving  the  foresight  of  the  Town  in  erecting  a 
four-room  building,  rather  than  one  of  smaller  size, 
as  was  at  first  proposed.  This  building  is  well 
adapted  to  school  purposes,  and  is  fully  equipped, 
having  excellent  desks  and  seats  of  the  latest 
approved  pattern,  with  heating  and  ventilating 
apparatus  to  meet  all  requirements.  Every  desk 
and  seat  may  be  raised  or  lowered  to  suit  the 
height  of  its  occupant.  The  cause  of  the  delay 
in  the  construction  of  this  building,  and  also  the 
increased  expenditures  upon  it,  were  fully  explained 
to  the  Town  at  its  last  annual  meeting.  No  ap- 
propriation was  made  to  meet  the  increase  in  the 
size  of  the  building  when  authorized  by  the  Town, 
and  therefore  an  overdraft,  or  deficiency,  has  been 
unavoidable. 

Heretofore  our  school  buildings  have  not  been 
named,  as  is  commonly  the  practice  elsewhere,  but 
to  prevent  confusion  which  might  arise  from  the 
location  of  the  new  building  by  the  side  of  the 
old  one  on  Russell  street,  a  name  has  been  given 
to  each  of  these  buildings.  The  new  one  is  des- 
ignated as  the  "  Burton,"  in  memory  of  our  former 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  the  name  "  Cornish  " 
has  been  put  upon  the  other,  marking  the  place 
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where  Mr.  Aaron  H.  Cornish  gave  faithful  service 
as  a  teacher  for  almost  a  lifetime.  It  is  fitting: 
that  the  services  which  Mr.  Burton  and  Mr. 
Cornish  gave  to  the  public  schools  of  Plymouth 
should  be  recognized  by  placing  their  names  upon 
the  first    buildings  to  be  thus  marked. 

The  building  at  Cold  Spring,  now  occupied  by 
two  primary  schools,  would  be  made  more  comfort- 
able, and  be  more  economically  heated,  if  provided 
with  a  furnace  and  modern  ventilating  arrangements. 
While  it  is  desirable  to  substitute  a  furnace  for  the 
coal  stove  in  all  buildings  having  a  suitable  cellar, 
insuring  better  ventilation,  a  more  even  tempera- 
ture and  a  warmer  floor,  we  think  that  this  build- 
ing offers  an  unusual  opportunity  for  making  this 
improvement  at  a  comparatively  slight  cost,  as  shown 
by  plans  which  have  been  prepared  for  the  Com- 
mittee. This  work  may  be  undertaken  whenever 
money  can  be  afforded  for  the  purpose. 

The  Hi^h  School  Building  was  constructed  and 
arranged  for  the  seating  of  all  the  scholars  in  the 
main  or  larger  room,  but  the  interests  of  the  school 
a^e  better  served  by  placing  some  of  the  classes  in 
the  smaller  rooms,  which  were  originally  fitted  only 
for  recitation  purposes.  This  arrangement  is  usually 
adopted  in  buildings  constructed  for  large  schools, 
and  since  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term  we  have 
given  it  a  trial,  apparently  with  satisfactory  results. 
A  large  number  of  seats  and  desks  were  required, 
and  to  have  secured  the  best  results,  they  should 
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have  been  new  ones  of  an  improved  pattern,  similar 
to  those  provided  at  the  Burton  School.  Not  wish- 
ing to  incur  this  large  expense,  the  Committee  has 
used  desks  and  seats  which  were  discarded  at  the 
old  High  School  and  other  buildings.  It  will  add 
greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  scholars  whenever  the 
Town  shall  feel  able  to  replace  these  desks  and  seats 
with  adjustable  furniture.  By  a  small  expenditure 
the  two  upper  side-rooms  of  the  High  School  Build- 
ing, heretofore  vacant,  have  been  made  of  use  to  the 
school.  One  is  used  for  the  exercises  in  music,  and 
the  other  as  a  physical  laboratory.  This  latter  room 
being  admirably  adapted  to  its  purpose,  the  upper 
laboratory  can  now  be  reserved  for  the  work  in  chem- 
istry. 

Cranberry  picking  is  still  a  disturbing  factor  in 
the  matter  of  the  opening  of  the  schools.  The 
requirements  of  the  law  have  been  made  known 
to  parents  in  those  localities  Where  this  business 
is  actively  carried  on,  and  in  some  cases  there 
has  been  a  ready  compliance.  As  the  law  now 
stands,  attendance  during  the  first  weeks  of  school 
is  not  compulsory,  and  many  schools  have  a  num- 
ber of  scholars,  who,  entering  after  the  others  are 
well  started  upon  their  studies,  disarrange  the 
school  work  and  delay  its  progress.  This  is  dis- 
couraging alike  to  pupils  and  to  teacher,  and  adds 
greatly  to  the  labors  of  the  latter.  Parents  ought 
therefore  to  be  willing  to  make  great  sacrifices 
rather  than  to  thus  limit  the  opportunities  of  their 
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children,  and  we  believe  that  they  would  do  so 
if  they  fully  appreciated  the  importance  of  this 
matter.  To  partially  obviate  this  difficulty,  the 
Summer  vacation  was  prolonged  for  one  week 
beyond  the  time  of  its  usual  closing,  and  the 
coming  Summer  vacation  will  begin  a  week  later 
than  heretofore.  It  is  urged  upon  the  Committee 
that  on  this  account  certain  outlying  schools  should 
be  kept  for  a  less  time  than  forty  weeks.  Believ- 
ing it  to  be  the  wish  of  the  Town  that  all  schools 
should  be  maintained  for  the  full  time,  that  those 
scholars  who  can  and  will  attend,  should  not  be 
denied  the  opportunity ;  and,  that  it  would  not  do 
away  with  the  interruption  of  the  schools,  we  have 
opened  all  at  the  same  time. 

We  would  respectfully  ask  for  a  careful  consid- 
eration of  all  the  matters  presented  in  the  accom- 
panying report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
We  endorse  his  views  and  ask  the  co-operation 
of  the  Town  in  his  efforts  to  improve  our  schools.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee: 

The  following  is  respectfully  submitted  as  the  report 
of  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  year  1896 : 

It  is  difficult  to  definitely  measure  and  report  what 
has  been  accomplished  in  the  real  work  of  the  schools 
for  any  given  year.  There  have  been  no  radical  changes 
made  or  contemplated.  The  main  attempt  has  been  to 
strengthen  the  work,  making  only  such  changes  as  would 
contribute  to  that  end.  There  has  been  a  great  deal  of 
earnest,  conscientious,  untiring  and,  we  hope,  intelligent 
effort  expended  in  every  department  of  school  work  in 
the  past  year,  and  doubtless  a  candid  observer  would 
note  substantial  gains. 

Statistics  given  on  a  later  page  show  the  following  for 
the  past  year :  A  slight  increase  in  the  number  enrolled ; 
a  more  regular  attendance,  making  the  record  93  8  per 
cent.,  an  advance  of  nearly  one  per  cent,  over  the  fig- 
ures for  the  preceding  year  ;  the  number  of  late  marks 
lessened  by  over  1,500.  This  gain  in  punctuality  is  es- 
pecially noticeable  in  the  High  School,  where  the  num- 
ber of  tardy  marks  has  decreased  since  September,  from 
an  average  monthly  number  of  164  to  less  than  25 ; 
more  visits  made  to  the  schools  by  parents  and  others, 
indicating,  we  hope,  an  increased  interest  in  the  schools. 
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Oar  record  in  the  matter  of  attendance  is  moderately 
good,  and  gives  reason  and  courage  for  increased  effort. 
Farther  improvement  can  be  made.  There  is  still  a  great 
deal  more  absence  from  school  than  is  necessary ;  and 
it  may  give  definiteness  to  oar  effort,  if  we  note  that  in 
nearly  every  well-ordered  school  most  of  the  absent 
marks  are  attributable  to  a  very  few  pupils,  or  more 
often  to  the  carelessness  or  neglect  of  the  parents. 

The  efficiency  of  some  schools  has  been  increased  by 
assigning  to  teachers  a  more  reasonable  number  of  pupils. 
No  teacher  can  justly  b9  expected  to  do  good  work 
with  sixty  or  seventy  pupils  in  daily  attendance.  This 
was  the  condition  of  affairs  in  two  rooms  in  the  Russell 
Street  District  and  two  at  the  Mount  Pleasant  District 
when  schools  opened  in  September.  The  best  remedy 
seemed  to  be  to  transfer  pupils  from  each  of  these  crowded 
rooms  to  the  nearest  schools  of  the  same  grade  in  other 
districts.  But  this  could  not  be  successfully  accomplished 
without  opening  a  new  school  of  fortj'-five  pupils  in  the 
only  vacant  room  in  the  new  Barton  Building.  Even 
with  no  increase  in  the  whole  number  of  pupils,  it  will 
inevitably  happen  that  the  number  in  certain  grades  of 
any  district  will  vary  from  year  to  year.  For  this  rea- 
son, and  to  prevent  the  overcrowding  of  schools,  district 
lines  must  sometimes  be  changed,  and  pupils  transferred 
to  the  same  grade  of  smaller  schools  in  other  districts. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  proper  to  suggest  a  partial 
answer  to  a  question  often  asked — how  it  is  that,  while 
the  population  of  the  Town  increases  so  slowly,  so  many 
new  school-houses  are  needed.  School-houses,  like  all 
other  buildings,  finally  become  too  poor  to  repair.  There 
are  at  present  in  the  Town  at  least  five  school  buildings 
unused,  because  they  are  either  too  dilapidated  or  too  far 
from  the. center  of  population  to  be  serviceable. 
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Then,  too,  the  school  population  here  has  increased 
faster  than  is  generally  supposed.  There  are  today  en- 
rolled in  the  schools  about  eleven  per  cent,  more 
pupils  than  five  years  ago.  As  late  as  the  year  1891, 
according  to  the  records  of  that  year,  there  were  enrolled 
1488  pupils,  while  there  have  been  enrolled  during  the  past 
year  1651  names — an  increase  of  1(j3  in  five  years.  This 
increase  is  enough  to  form  five  new  schools  of  the  aver- 
age size,  and  to  augment  the  necessary  school  expenses 
nearly  one-sixth  over  what  they  were  in  1891.  It  is  not 
probable  that  there  are  163  more  children  of  school  age 
now  than  five  years  ago  ;  but  the  laws  in  regard  to  school 
attendance  have  become  more  exacting  during  that  time, 
and  perhaps  they  aie  more  strictly  enforced.  Children 
must  now  atta  nd  school  until  fourteen  years  of  age,  and 
for  at  least  thirty  weeks  in  the  year,  while  a  few  years 
ago  the  compulsory  school  age  ended  when  the  child  was 
thirteen,  and  was  for  only  twenty-four  weeks  in  the  year. 

These  and  some  other  causes,  among  which,  we  hope, 
is  greater  appreciation  of  the  value  of  public  school  train- 
ing, have  operated  to  increase  greatly  the  number  who 
attend  the  public  schools,  to  make  attendance  more  regular 
and  to  keep  children  in  school  a  much  longer  period  than 
ten  years  ago. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

The  appropriation  made  for  schools  the  past  year  has 
made  it  possible  to  furnish  some  schools  with  much 
needed  books.  By  far  the  larger  part  of  these  new 
books  have  gone  into  the  lower  grammar  grades,  since 
those  schools  had  the  greater  need  for  them.  Enough 
Arithmetics,  Geographies  and  Language  books  have  been 
secured  to  supply  one  to  every  pupil  in  grades  above 
the  fourth.     Beading  books   in    various  lines    of  work 
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have  been  furnished,  but  no  attempt  has  been  made  to 
provide  a  sufficient  number  that  each  pupil  might  have 
one.  It  would  not  seem  necessary  or  desirable  to  incur 
such  expense.  It  is  quite  as  important  to  train  chil- 
dren to  hear  accurately  as  to  see  clearly.  Much  time, 
therefore,  ma}'  profitably  be  given  in  these  schools  to 
exercises  in  which  a  few  pupils  read  to  the  rest  of  the 
class,  arid  they  in  turn  reproduce  in  their  own  words 
what  has  been  read.  By  such  exercises  children  are 
trained  to  give  close  attention,  and  to  ijote  carefully 
the  clear  expression  and  the  logical  ariangement  of  the 
author's  thoughts. 

When  they  are  to  be  used  in  this  way,  sets  of  five 
books  each  are  enough  for  a  class  of  forty  pupils,  pro- 
vided each  class  has  two  divisions.  By  such  an  ar- 
rangement seven  or  eight  different  sets  of  books  for 
supplementary  reading  on  a  variety  of  subjects  collateral 
with  the  various  school  studies,  may  be  secured  at  no 
greater  expeuse  than  would  be  incurred  in  buying  one  set 
of  books  large  enough  to  provide  each  pupil  with  a  copy. 

The  purpose  of  reading  in  the  primary  and  gram- 
mar schools  is  not  the  same.  In  the  former,  chil- 
dren must  become  skilful  in  recognizing  and  calling 
the  written  words  in  which  thought  is  clothed ;  in  the 
latter,  pupils  should  read  for  knowledge  or  literary 
culture.  Therefore,  while  in  the  upper  grades  of  school 
a  book  may  be  profitably  read  and  reread,  such  repe- 
tition in  the  primary  schools  is  unprofitable.  Very 
few  additions  have  bsen  made  to  the  reading  matter 
iu  the  primary  schools  this  year,  for  most  of  them 
have  two  or  three  sets  of  readers.  But  each  school 
needs  six  or  seven.  A  skilful  teacher  can  often  profit- 
ably use  more  than  that.  The  ability  to  read  well 
and  intelligently  comes  from   much  practice  under  skil- 
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ful  direction.  A  large  and  a  considerable  variety  of 
reading  matter  in  the  primary  schools  is  therefore  in- 
dispensable. It  is  hoped  that  the  next  year's  appropri- 
ation will  be  large  enough  to  supply  such  additional 
books  as  may  be  necessary,  including  the  furnishing  of 
music  books  and  charts  to  those  schools  which  have 
not  yet  been  provided  for. 

DRAWING. 

The  law  of  the  State  directs  that  drawing  shall  be 
taught  in  all  public  schools.  The  normal  schools  require 
an  elementary  knowledge  of  this  subject  on  the  part  of 
those  applying  for  admission.  In  all  industrial  pursuits, 
ability  to  draw  is  an  invaluable  help,  if  not  a  necessity. 
There  is  no  vocation  in  which  at  least  an  elementary 
knowledge  of  the  principles  of  drawing  is  not  a  distinct 
advantage  to  the  one  possessing  it.  Aside  from  its  in- 
dustrial and  mechanical  .importance,  drawing  is  an  edu- 
cational factor  of  great  consequence.  It  is  an  essential 
aid  in  all  lines  of  school  work.  It  gives  to  the  teacher 
the  best  and  surest  means  of  detecting  and  correcting 
the  mistaken  notions  of  pupils,  for  it  portrays  the 
thought  with  an  accuracy  and  exactness  which  no  words 
could  do.  Drawing  is  a  language  most  vivid  and  exact, 
and  universally  iutelligible.  Children  should  be  trained 
to  make  constant  use  of  this  language  to  explain  their 
ideas  on  all  subjects.  Experience  has  long  since  deter- 
mined that  drawing  is  an  art  well  worth  acquiring,  and 
consensus  of  opinion  shows  that,  if  acquired  at  all,  it 
must  be  gained  before  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  or 
probably  not  at  all.  It  is  imperative,  therefore,  that  we 
make  instruction  and  practice  in  this  line  of  work  as 
efficient  as  possible  during  the  earlier  years  of  school  life. 
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During   the  past  two    or   three  years  very  little  has 
been  accomplished  here  in   drawing,  only   enough,  per- 
haps, to  keep   the   letter   of   the   law.     The    work  at- 
tempted has  been   uns}^tematic,  and   its   results  disap- 
pointing.   In  the  hope  of  securing  better  results,  a  small 
amount  of  money  has  this  year  been  expended  for  mod- 
els, and  a   drawing   teacher   appointed.    These    are  the 
preliminary  steps,  we  hope,  towards  giving  this  subject 
the  place  in  the  schools  which  its  importance  demands. 
This  is  not  putting  another    subject  of   study   into  the 
already  crowded   school    curriculum,  but    an   attempt  to 
make  more  systematic  and  efficient  a  line  of  work  made 
mandatory  many  years  ago    by   the   law   of   the  State. 
Because  of  an  insufficient  number  of  models  of  a  suit- 
able kind  for  the  grammar  schools,  and  because  of  the 
lack  of  other  drawing  material,  most  of    the   work  this 
year  has  been  confined  to   the   lower   grades.    But  the 
results  gained   warrant,    I   think,    the   continuation  and 
strengthening  of  the   work   where    it   has    already  been 
begun,  and  its  expansion   to   the   upper   grades   of  the 
schools.    In  order  to  do  this,  however,  there  is  needed 
a  special  appropriation  of  $500  to  secure  the  necessary 
models  and  other  drawing  materials,    and  an  additional 
sum  in  the  regular  appropriation  to  pay  the   salary  of 
a  drawing  teacher. 

There  has  been  some  criticism  expressed  because  of 
the  infrequency  and  irregularity  of  the  visits  of  the 
special  teachers.  These  teachers  work  accoiding  to  a 
printed  time  schedule,  made  out  to  apportion  to  each 
school  its  due  amount  of  time.  Anyone  may  know  by 
referring  to  this  schedule  on  what  days  and  at  what 
hours  the  special  teachers  are  expected  to  appear  at 
auy  school.  Sometimes,  however,  storms,  blockaded  roads, 
or  some    other  unavoidable  circumstance,    have  made  it 
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impossible  or  undesirable  that  schedule  time  be  kept. 
Of  course,  time  lost  because  of  these  difficulties  cannot 
well  be  made  up,  except  by  taking  a  part  of  the  time 
due  other  schools.  But  usually  the  schedule  time  is 
kept ;  each  school,  including  all  the  outside  schools  that 
are  visited,  generally  receives  all  the  time  due  it.  In- 
deed, if  the  time  spent  in  getting  to  the  schools  at  Chil- 
tonville  and  Manomet  be  counted,  they  receive  nearly 
twice  the  time  per  pupil  given  to  the  schools  in  the 
center. 

There  seems  to  exist  a  misapprehension,  even  on  the 
part  of  some  teachtrs,  as  to  what  the  real  duties  of 
the  special  teachers  are.  These  teachers  are  here  as 
experts,  to  start  their  work  upon  the  right  lines  and  to 
keep  it  there ;  to  lay  out  the  work  and  see  that  it  is 
rightly  conducted ;  to  assist  the  regu]ar  teachers  to 
carry  on  the  work  in  the  best  and  most  efficient  wav. 
To  instruct  thoroughly  and  to  guide  wisely  the  com- 
pany of  regular  teachers,  is  the  special  teacher's  chief 
duty.  He  may  plan  the  work,  assist  teachers  and  en- 
courage pupils,  but  he  cannot  reach  the  individual  pu- 
pil and  watch  over  his  mental  growth ;  this  the  regu- 
lar teacher  must  do ;  she  must  adapt  the  work  as- 
signed to  the  needs  and  capacities  of  her  class  as  a 
whole,  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  to  the  individual  needs 
of  her  pupils. 

It  may  be  proper  to  add  that  by  holding  special  teach- 
ers to  regular  time  visits  at  each  school,  we  are  not  se- 
curing their  best  service.  Some  teachers  and  some  schools 
require  much  more  help  than"  others,  and  more  attention 
at  one  time  than  another.  Instead,  therefore,  of  being  ex- 
pected to  follow  punctually  a  rigid  time  schedule,  special 
teachers  should  feel  at  liberty  to  visit  at  any  time  those 
schools  which  have  the  greatest  need  of  their  help. 
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WOKK  AT  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Matters  at  the  High  School  are  in  good  condition. 
The  attendance  is  fair,  and  the  spirit  of  the  school  ex- 
cellent. The  course  of  study  adopted  nearly  four  years 
ago  will  be  in  use  by  every  class  of  the  High  School, 
at  the  opening  of  the  next  school  year.  This  new  course 
of  study  is  an  excellent  one  in  most  respects,  giving  op- 
portunity under  the  right  conditions  for  broad  and  varied 
training.  But  the  conditions  are  not  right.  It  has  been 
the  custom  to  hurry  pupils  along  to  the  High  School 
because  of  the  crowded  conditions  of  the  schools  below. 
This  has  brought  in  many  who,  for  one  reason  or  another, 
were  not  yet  fitted  to  take  up  to  good  advantage  the  High 
School  work.  There  are  enough  of  this  kind  in  each 
class  to  seriously  retard  the  work  of  the  class,  and  to 
make  the  average  work  of  the  school  fall  below  a  rea- 
sonable High  School  standard.  The  present  course  is  ill 
suited  to  existing  conditions,  in  that  it  requires  the  pupil 
to  spend  his  time  upon  too  many  subjects.  As  at  present 
arranged,  each  scholar  has  a  minimum  of  twenty  hours 
of  recitation  per  week,  when  the  maximum  should  not  be 
greater  than  sixteen  hours.  The  work  attempted  is  ex- 
tensive rather  than  intensive,  and  pupils  are  not  best 
trained  in  that  way.  An  intimate  and  accurate  knowl- 
edge of  a  few  subjects  is  of  more  value  to  the  pupil 
than  a  smattering  of  many  subjects.  Under  these  con- 
ditions the  teachers  are  being  overworked.  They  have  to 
teach  many  subjects  to  large  classes,  with  the  very  natural 
results  coming  from  the  attempt  to  scatter  their  energies 
in  several  directions.  The  outline  of  work  in  English 
which  the  course  provides  is  excellent,  but  the  teaching 
force  is  not  large  enough  to  carry  it  out.  This  is  the 
weakest  part  of  all  the  school  work,  not  only  in  the  High 
School,  but  in  the  lower  schools  also. 
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To  make  the  work  of  the  High  School  a  substantial 
success,  to  bring  the  work  of  the  school  up  to  a  reason- 
able standard,  more  help  ought  to  be  provided,  each 
teacher  should  have  a  less  number  of  subjects  to  teach, 
with  smaller  divisions,  and  the  English  work  of  the  school 
should  be  placed  under  the  care  of  a  teacher  who  has  an 
especial  fitness  for  that  line  of  work,  and  time  enough 
allowed  her  to  see  that  the  work  of  that  department  is 
well  done.  The  importance  of  requiring  and  maintaining 
a  high  grade  of  efficiency  in  the  High  School  here  is  mani- 
fest, when  it  is  remembered  that  from  forty  to  fifty  per 
cent,  of  the  school  population  of  the  Town  are  at  some 
time  members  of  this  school. 

GRADUATING  EXERCISES. 

After  witnessing,  for  two  successive  years,  the  amount 
of  time  and  energy  expended  by  both  pupils  and  teach- 
ers in  preparation  for  the  annual  graduation  exercises, 
I  am  ready  to  advocate  some  change.  The  time  mis- 
spent, if  not  lost,  in  preparation  for  these  exercises  is 
considerable,  and  it  should  not  be  continued.  It  is  de- 
sirable that  there  should  be  at  least  one  time  in  the 
school  year  when  the  public  should  be  offered  an  in- 
ducement to  visit  the  school.  I  wish  it  could  be  brought 
about  many  times  every  year  without  such  a  sacrifice 
to  the  real  work  of  the  school.  The  graduating  exer- 
cises, as  at  present  conducted,  are  simply  an  exhibition 
or  show.  They  give  little  or  no  evidence  of  what  the 
school,  as  a  whole,  is  doing,  since  only  the  few — those 
best  fitted — can  take  part.  They  require,  in  their  prep- 
aration, a  great  amount  of  time  for  which  there  is  no 
adequate  return.  They  come,  too,  at  a  season  when  time 
and  strength  are  especially  valuable  to  the  class  about 
ps2 
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to  graduate,  since  the  reviewing  and  summing  up  of  the 
whole  work  of  the  course  comes  at  that  time.  These 
exercises  call  upon  the  teachers  for  an  enormous  amount 
of  extra  work  and  nervous  force  at  a  time  when  the 
regular  work  of  the  school  is  in  full  swing,  and  should 
require  all  the  energy  and  strength  of  every  teacher, 
leaving  no  legitimate  opportunity  for  other  work.  The 
necessary  preparations  for  this  exhibition  wear  out  both 
teachers  and  pupils,  without  any  adequate  return  for  the 
energy  expended.  The  graduating  exercises  could  be 
changed  in  form  without  detracting  any  from  their  in- 
terest, and  at  the  same  time  not  seiiousty  interfere  with 
the  regular  school  wotk. 

SALAKIES. 

Schools  are  everywhere  seeking  teachers  well  qualified 
for  their  work.  The  necessary  qualifications  of  the  av- 
erage teacher  are  increasing  every  year.  This  makes 
the  time  spent  in  preparation  longer,  and  the  expense 
for  the  preliminary  training  larger.  Whatever  renders 
the  process  more  expensive,  makes  the  finished  product 
more  valuable.  It  is  easy  to  see  that  the  salaries  of 
teachers  must  increase,  or  there  would  be  little  or  no 
incentive  to  their  meeting  the  increased  requirements  for 
their  work.  The  past  year  has  witnessed  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  average  amounts  of  salary  paid  men 
and  women  in  the  schools  of  this  State.  The  schools 
of  Plymouth  are  fast  f ailing. ( behind  in  this  respect.  It 
is  very  difficult  to  find  such  teachers  as  we  want  to  fill 
vacancies,  and  the  difficulty  is  becoming  greater  all  the 
time.  In  view  of  this,  I  wish  respectfully,  but  emphati- 
cally, to  renew  my  recommendation  of  last  year,  that 
more   money    be    made   available  for   teachers'  salaries. 
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I  am  sorry  that  circumstances  have  not  seemed  to  war- 
rant your  consideration  of  this  measure  the  past  year. 
But  it  ought  to  be  considered,  for  it  is  of  vital  im- 
portance to  the  welfare  of  the  schools.  Excellently  built 
and  well  ventilated  school-houses,  well  equipped  school- 
rooms, the  best  of  study  courses,  schools  evenly  graded 
and  well  supervised, — all  these  things  are  desirable,  but 
are  only  incidental  to  good  schools.  They  will  all  be 
used  to  little  purpose  except  under  the  direction  of  the 
skilful  teacher.  She  is  always  the  key  to  the  situation. 
The  real  teacher  alone  can  unlock  and  explain,  and 
enable  the  child  to  interpret,  the  treasures  of  books 
and  life.  This  is  her  duty  and  her  privilege ;  if  she 
fail  in  it,  in  her  failure  is  involved  that  of  those  who 
are  entrusted  to  her.  No  school  can  afford  a  failure 
of  this  sort ;  the  price  of  it  is  too  great. 

Therefore,  whatever  else  we  have  or  do  not  have,  we 
must  have  good  teachers.  Everything  else  in  relation  to 
schools  is  of  secondary  importance.  The  quality  of  the 
teaching  force  here  must  be  maintained  and  enhanced 
wherever  and  whenever  possible.  But  the  present  scale 
of  salaries  paid  here  does  not  permit  this.  We  need 
and  ought  to  have  trained  teachers  of  good  ability  to 
fill  every  vacancy  that  occurs.  "  Professional  training 
practically  required  of  all  candidates  for  teachers  in  this 
city,"  writes  an  expert  in  educational  work,  "has  done 
more  to  raise  the  standard  of  teaching  in  our  schools 
than  all  other  influences  combined."  If  this  be  true — 
and  all  evidence  supports  the  claim — we  cannot  afford  to 
ignore  such  an  influence.  Indeed,  it  is  only  a  question 
of  time  when  the  State  law  will  require  that  every  new 
teacher  shall  have  had  professional  training. 
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We  can  have  the  best  teachers  there  are  when  we  are 
willing  to  pay  thern  the  market  price.  There  appears 
no  other  fair  or  probable  way  of  securing  them.  The 
average  salary  paid  female  teachers  in  this  State  in  1895 
was  $50.30  per  month.  It  is  probable  that  the  average 
paid  such  teachers  working  within  a  radius  of  thirty 
miles  of  Boston  is  about  $60  a  month.  The  average  salary 
paid  teachers  here  below  the  High  School,  according  to 
the  present  salary  list,  is  $37.40. 

Over  1,500  vacancies  occur  annually  in  the  schools  of 
this  State,  while  the  normal  schools  send  out  about  300 
graduates  annually.  It  is  very  easy  to  determine  how 
many  of  these  300  we  shall  secure,  or  what  would  be 
the  mental  or  moral  capacities  of  those  trained  teachers 
who  would  come  here,  where  it  costs  as  much  to  live 
as  in  any  eastern  Massachusetts  city,  and  where  the 
average  salary  paid  is  less  than  two-thirds  the  sum  paid 
other  teachers  of  the  State. 


In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  conscientious  work  of  the  teachers  of  Plymouth, 
and  to  thank  both  them  and  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee for  their  uniform  support  during  the  past  year.

To   either   of  the    Constables  in  the  Toivn  of  Plymouth ,  in 
the  Commomvealth  of  Massachusetts: 

Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  qualified  to  vote  in 
elections  and  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Armory,  in 
said  Plymouth,  on  Monday,  the  eighth  day  of  March 
next,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the 
following  articles,  to  wit : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers.  The 
following  officers  to  be  voted  for  all  on  one  ballot,  viz  : 
Five  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Collector 
of  Taxes,  Auditor,  one  Assessor  for  three  years,  seven 
Constables,  one  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  three  years, 
two  Water  Commissioners  for  three  years,  one  member  of 
the  School  Committee  for  three  years,  one  Park  Com- 
missioner  for   three  years,   and   three    members    of  a 
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Committee  on  Agawam  and  Half  Way  Pond  Fisher}',  and 
to  vote  by  ballot,  ''yes"  or  "no"  in  answer  to  the  ques- 
tion, "Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  Town?" 

Art.  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  boards  of 
officers  and  committees  of  the  Town  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  revise  and  accept  a  list  of  jurors  prepared 
by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treas- 
urer under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  and  for  disbursement 
under  the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  State  Aid 
and  Military  Aid,  and  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town 
after  January  1st,  1898. 

Art.  6.  To  make  the  necessary  appropriations  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  Town,  and  for  other  purposes,  and 
to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  the  Town  shall  deem 
expedient. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
Decoration  Day. 

Art.  8.  To  take  such  action  as  the  Town  may  see  fit 
in  aid  of  the  Public  Library. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  renew  any  note  or  notes  heretofore  authorized, 
which  are  now  due  or  may  become  due  the  present 
year,  for  such  time  and  on  such  terms  as  they  may 
deem  expedient  for  the  interests  of  the  Town. 
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Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  prosecute,  compromise  or  defend  any  suit  or  suits 
within  the  Commonwealth  in  the  name  of  the  Town. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  appropriation  the  Town  will 
make  for  the  care  and  improvement  of  the  various  public 
parks  and  of  Training  Green. 

Art.  12.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
salaries  and  act  thereon 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  the  Town  will  do  with  the 
vacant  High  School  House  lot  and  buildings  thereon, 
situated  on  Pleasant  Street,  at  the  head  of  Training 
Green  so-called.    (On  petition  of  Lewis  Eddy  et  als.) 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and 
expend  money  for  watering  its  public  streets,  and  what 
other  action  it  will  take  under  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 186  of  the  Acts  of  1895.  (On  petition  of  B.  A. 
Hathaway  et  als ) 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  direct  the  Select- 
men to  build  a  receiving  tomb  in  Vine  Hills  Cemetery, 
and  make  an  appropriation  therefor.  (On  petition  of 
B.  H.  Holmes  et  als.) 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  and  allow 
the  location  of  an  addition  to  Morton  Park  as  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  polls  for  the  election  of  officers  and  the  vote  on 
the  license  question  will  be  open  at  eight  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  and  may  be  closed  at  one  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon. 
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And  you  are  hereby  required  to  serve  this  warrant 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  a  vote  of  the  Town,  by 
posting  notices  thereof  in  three  public  places  in  the 
Town,  seven  days  at  least,  before  the  meeting,  one  of 
which  postings  shall  be  in  Chilton ville  and  one  in  Ma- 
nomet  Ponds,  and  also^  by  publishing  the  warrant  in 
the  newspapers  published  in  Plymouth,  and  make  re- 
turn thereof  with  your  doings  thereon  at  the  time  and 
place  above  mentioned. 

Given  under  our  hands  this  twenty-third  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-seven.
